THE TOWN OF SHARON 97 


REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The year 1952 has been another year of rapid and substantial 
growth for Sharon. Residential building has continued at an un- 
precedented rate in almost all sections of the Town, and it is prob- 
able that Sharon will again in 1952, as it did in 1950 and 1951, show 
a greater increase, percentagewise, in non-seasonal dwelling con- 
struction than any other city or town in the Commonwealth. Devel- 
opment of additional commercial and service facilities within the 
areas zoned for such purposes has also been rapid. The town’s 
population, which was just under 5900 at the beginning of the year, 
is believed to have increased by a further approximate 102%. 


Much to its credit, Sharon has been able, again in 1952, to absorb 
the impact of continuing rapid expansion (now in its fifth year) 
without serious financial or other dislocations. In large measure, 
this is due to the conscientious efforts of the elected and appointed 
officialdom of the Town (officers, board members and committee 
members ) with whom we have the pleasure of working. In another 
large part, however, it is due to the willingness of those many public- 
spirited individuals in the community who give so freely, and usually 
so thanklessly, of their time, serving on building, study or planning 
committees, so that we may keep at least current with the problems 
which we face. 


Special mention should perhaps be made of the manner in which 
we have tried to keep the initial costs, at least, of our physical ex- 
pansion within reasonable bounds. In the first place, and as is 
more fully explained in this year’s and prior years’ reports of the 
Planning Board, we have, as a Town, insisted that developers and 
sub-dividers of substantial building tracts assume the expense of 
providing water mains and hydrants, drainage pipes, streets and 
similar basic physical facilities incident to residential housing. Sec- 
ondly, as a Town and acting through our Board of Health, we have 
required adherence to standards for drainage and disposal systems 
which we believe to be necessary for the protection of the interests 
of all—new residents and old residents alike. 


With this necessarily cursory treatment of our “growing pains” 
problems, we turn to the fundamental considerations of our Town’s 
management during 1952 and a brief account of our personal stew- 
ardship. 
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The three “R’s” of primary education have sometimes been said 
to have their counterpart in the four “S’s” of Town Government, 
namely, Solvency, Safety, Service and Schooling—the implication 
being that the effectiveness of any particular town’s government 
can perhaps best be tested by asking what the Town can say for 
itself as regards each of these four categories. Sharon, we believe, 


can be proud of its status and accomplishments on all four scores. 


So far as concerns solvency, Sharon is at present in excellent con- 
dition. Our municipal indebtedness of the type which is limited by 
law is very modest. Moreover, although we have sizeable borrow- 
ings on account of the new Cottage Street School and the recently 
erected water standpipe on Moose Hill, the repayment schedules 
on these loans assure us that the intrinsic value of the projects will 
be very high long after the last bonds for them have been retired. 
Our local tax burden, though heavy, is not oppressive, particularly 
in comparison with those of other and neighboring towns, and also 
having in mind the fact that Sharon is, and presumably intends to 
remain, an essentially residential community. 


The most important questions concerning public safety relate, 
obviously, to the effectiveness of our police and fire protection, and 
in both regards we are pleased to be able to claim a rating of excel- 
lence. In Chief Lavezzo, we have a Police Chief who operates his 
Department on the principal that in Sharon the police officer func- 
tions best when he serves as a peace officer. His efficiently-run 
department has been expanded during the current year to keep pace 
with the Town’s growth. Our Fire Department, under the leadership 
of Chief McLean, has maintained its excellent record of effective 
fire protection. Thus, even during the disastrous forest fire of late 
July, which with tinder-dry woods could easily have swept away 
many dwellings, no homes were even damaged and no lives were 
lost. During 1952, the Selectmen purchased a new 600 gallon 
pumper for the Fire Department, as authorized by the town meet- 
ing, and fire truck equipment is now, we believe, fully adequate for 
present needs. Reorganization and expansion plans for the Fire 
Department are now being carried out, and around-the-clock cover- 
age for the Central Fire station is planned for 1953. Substation cov- 
erage is a probable “must” for the future, in view of the outlying 
development of the Town, but the nucleus of an adequately- 
equipped and adequately-manned Central station (now in the plans 
stage ) is, of course, the first necessity. 
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The services which Sharon residents reasonably expect from 
their town government are many, but the two most important, 
undoubtedly, are those which assure the townspeople adequate 
supplies of water and adequate convenience of travel, namely streets 
and highways. The Water Department and the Highway Depart- 
ment are both independent agencies, in the sense that they are 
independent of supervision by the Selectmen, and we are accord- 
ingly not in a position to claim direction (except in a very limited 
advisory capacity) or credit for any of their 1952 accomplishments 
as enumerated in their own Departmental reports. We do wish, 
however, to call attention, in the case of the Water Department, 
to the expansion of facilities (related to the Town’s growth) rep- 
resented by that Department's substantial extension of water mains 
and the construction of its new Moose Hill reservoir, and, in the 
case of the Highway Department, to the new trucks, sidewalk roller 
and power shovel equipment which has been purchased, the many 
streets which have been rebuilt or resurfaced, and the new side- 
walks which have been constructed. 


The schooling problem, under Massachusetts law, is the problem, 
almost entirely, of the School Committee of each Town, and the 
function of this report by the Selectmen is accordingly, so far as 
concerns schools, almost wholly to relate, rather than to account. 
As most residents of the Town fully realize, the problem of space 
is the paramount schooling problem, not only in Sharon, but prac- 
tically everywhere. Every community is hard-pressed to complete 
its “New School” before it realizes that the need is greater than was 
ever thought. Sharon sensibly anticipated this greater need and, at 
the 1952 town meeting, appointed a School Building Expansion 
Committee, including, ex officio, one member of the Board of Select- 
men. This committee, in an interim report presented to a special 
town meeting in November, 1952, recommended an immediate 
addition to the Cottage Street School and the preparation of pre- 
liminary plans for another elementary school at Sharon Heights. 
Funds for both will presumably be asked for at the 1953 annual 
town meeting, in order that the calibre of our physical school plant 
can be kept on a level as high as that on which our Superintendent, 
Mr. Richardson, and our School Committee, have maintained the 
educational and administrative phases of our school program. 


All things considered, 1952 has been a satisfactory year for 
Sharon, and future prospects are bright. We appreciate your under- 
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standing, your cooperation and your patience as we strive to make 
Sharon an even more attractive and enjoyable place to live.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee and Citizens of Sharon: 


This year’s Annual Report, my third, departs from the usual form 
in an attempt to present items of concern and interest to the people 
of Sharon. In it, a citizen quizzes the Superintendent. 


FAIR QUESTIONS AND HONEST ANSWERS 


Costs 


Question: How much did the schools cost in 1952? 

Answer: The total school budget was $241,403.00. There were, 
however, other costs which are not a part of the regular school 
budget. About $27,000 was paid as principal and interest on the new 
Cottage Street School. Insurance, including fire insurance on over 
a million dollars’ worth of buildings and contents, boiler coverage 
and workmen’s compensation, cost about $4,000. This is a part of 
the broad coverage provided by the Board of Selectmen. There 
were a few additional small expenditures which could correctly be 
charged to the cost of operating schools. 

Question: Where did all this money come from? 

Answer: The bulk of it came from the tax on local real estate. 
Sharon does, however, receive considerable sums from non-local 
sources. In 1952, general State Aid to schools accounted for 
$44,024.73 while we received $12,783.95 for Transportation Aid, 
$1,613.23 as tuition for State Wards and $20,421.44 from the Massa- 
chusetts School Building Assistance Commission as direct aid on the 
Cottage Street School. (This will be $10,210.72 for the next 18 
years). Other non-tax sources accounted for $868.52. That totals 
nearly eighty thousand dollars. 

Question: About what percnt of the local tax dollar goes for the 
support of schools? 

Answer: In 1950 it was 37% and in 1951 it was 36%. 

Question: How much was the cost per pupil? 

Answer: For the 1951-52 school year, the cost for current ex- 
penditures, exclusive of General Control and Outlay, was $199.00 
per pupil. 

Question: How does that compare with the state average cost? 

Answer: The average was $235.00 for the state as a whole. 
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Question: What item cost the most? 

Answer: Costs of Instruction. Sharon has 49 full-time and two 
part-time teachers and paid $156,165.00 in 1952 for their services. 

Question: Does that represent a high average teacher's salary? 

Answer: $156,165.00 + 50 amounts to $3,123.33. That is just 
about $400 below the state average, but it is near the top of the 
list for towns of our population size. 

Question: How much does it cost to transport our children to 
and from school? 

Answer: In 1952 we expended $19,399.63 for Transportation, in- 
cluding about $600 for athletic teams and educational trips. Of this 
amount, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts paid in direct aid 
$12,783.95. Our average transportation load was about 675 pupils 
so that we were paying about $29.00 per year, or 16c per day for 
each pupil transported. 

Question: How much do we spend for books and supplies? 

Answer: In the last school year we spent about $3.40 per pupil 
for textbooks and about $5.14 per pupil for instructional supplies. 
The state averages for these items were $2.77 and $7.71. 

Question: What does it cost for Janitor Service, Fuel, and Mis- 
cellaneous Expenses of Operation? 

Answer: These items amounted to about $29,000 in 1952. 

Question: How much is spent on Repairs and Upkeep? 

Answer: About $8,500 in 1952. This is less than one percent of our 
present plant valuation. 


Services 


Question: A quarter to a third of a million dollars is a lot of 
money for a small town to spend. Can you give me an idea of some 
of the things we are getting for our money? 

Answer: It is a large amount of money. Of course, Sharon isn’t 
nearly so small as it was just a very few years ago so that we must 
expect that as the town and school population increases, school costs 
will increase at least in proportion. 

Question: Just how much of an increase in school population 
have we had? 

Answer: Well, in October, 1949, there were 890 pupils enrolled 
in our schools and in October 1952, the number had grown to 1304. 

Question: How big a percentage increase is that in three years? 

Answer: About 47% 
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Question: Has the number of pupils transported increased at the 
same rateP 

Answer: Yes, and then some. In the same years, there has been 
a 93% increase in the number of pupils transported because most of 
the new homes are a mile or more from our present school buildings. 

Question: How many pupils are transported? 

Answer: On October 1, 1952, we were transporting 704, or more 
than half, of our pupils to and from school once a day. The four 
school busses travel over 250 miles a day in providing safe and 
reasonably comfortable transportation. We are fortunate to have 
such careful and considerate drivers. 


Teaching 

Question: Well-constructed, well-heated, well-ventilated, and 
well-lighted buildings certainly are important to a successful school 
program, but I am interested in the instruction which my child re- 
ceives. How good are our teachers? 

Answer: My answer to that question must be based largely on 
subjective judgment. It is my opinion that we have an able, con- 
scientious and devoted teaching staff. I am sure that the staff is pro- 
fessional in its attitude and is continuously striving to improve our 
educational offerings. 

Question: Don't you have any fairly concrete and objective basis 
for judging how well our pupils are learning? 

Answer: Yes, we do have some such bases. We administer the 
Iowa Every-Pupil Test of Basic Skills annually in Grades 3-9. 

Question: What are those tests designed to measure? 

Answer: As the name implies, they are designed to determine 
how well pupils have mastered the basic skills in the main subject 
areas. They do not test knowledges or information learned, but 
rather how skillful the pupils have become in the fields of reading, 
map reading, use of dictionary and other references, punctuation, 
language usage, spelling, arithmetic computation, problem solv- 
ing, etc. 

Question: Fine. Now how well do the Sharon pupils do? 

Answer: Very well in most areas. We find that in most grades 
our pupils are at, or above, the national norm. 

Question: Do I judge, then, that you and the teachers are satis- 
fied with the results shown? 

Answer: Not at all. We probably shall never be wholly satisfied 
and certainly not until we score above the national norm in all areas 
in all grades.

Question: You say that in most areas the pupils score well. What 
do you do about an area in which the results are not so satisfactory? 


Answer: We start right away to improve our teaching in that 


skill. 
Question: Can you give me an example? 


Answer: Yes. We have not been satisfied with our results in 
spelling and have worked hard to produce better spellers. The 
teachers have worked after school hours in committees, by grade 
levels and in staff meetings to find in what ways the teaching-learn- 
ing situation can be improved. 


Question: Will you name some things that have been done which 
you hope will develop better spelling skills? 


Answer: We have experimented with different graded word lists 
until we have a list which, though not final and static, is suited to the 
experience and understanding of pupils of different grade levels. 


Question: But do you think that a good word list is enough to 
produce good spellers? 


Answer: Definitely not. It takes skillful teaching with varied 
approaches for groups of different abilities. 


Question: Do you try to teach spelling by “sounds” as one ap- 
proach? 


Answer: Wedo. And so far, we think that our teaching has been 
improved by a re-emphasis on phonics. 


Question: What else do you do? 


Answer: We stress correct spelling in all daily work and in all 
subject areas. We try to make all pupils spelling-conscious. 


Question: Do you think that the extra effort on the part of the 
teachers is producing better results? 


Answer: We are sure of it because our Spelling scores are im- 
proving. We are not content, but we can see progress. 


Question: That is fine. Are you working on any other skills area 
as you have been in Spelling? 


Answer: Yes. We are now making an overall study of our Arith- 
metic teaching with the hope that it will be improved. 
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Special Help 

Question: Can you tell me very briefly something about the work 
of our Special Help teachers? 

Answer: Yes, I am glad to as J believe that that is an area in 
which we excel. Because of sudden and large increases in enroll- 
ment and too few classrooms, our class size is larger than it should 
be for best results. We try to compensate somewhat by providing 
the services of two full-time special-help teachers. 

Question: What are their qualifications and their work? 

Answer: They are especially interested in and trained for diag- 
nosing difficulties and giving help to individuals or small groups who 
for some reason, such as prolonged absence, have experienced dif_i- 
culty in mastering the skills of a particular grade level. These teach- 
ers supplement the work of the regular classroom teacher, but be- 
cause the groups with which they work are small, the Special Help 
teachers are able to try different and varied approaches and methods, 
A method which would be unsuited to or uneconomical for regular 
classroom use may bring good results when used with such special 
small groups. 

Question: How long do the pupils have such special help? 

Answer: That varies with the individual child. Some pupils need 
such help for only a few weeks while others need it all year or longer. 

Question: What skills are particularly stressed? 

Answer: Most of the work is in reading skills, but spelling and 
arithmetic weaknesses have been corrected and some work has been 
done on the junior high school level in helping pupils to develop 
better study procedures. 

Question: Then you think that the arrangement is a good one? 

Answer: I do. The stress is on help—to the teacher, but espe- 
cially to the pupil. 

The Arts 

Question: You have spoken of advancement that Sharon pupils 
are making in subject matter skills. What about our art and music 
programs? 

Answer: We believe that a well-rounded education includes the 
development of skills and appreciation in the arts. It takes years 
before a good art and music program can show to good advantage, 
but we are sure that steady and sure improvement in those fields is 
being made. Greater ability in art and vocal and instrumental music 
and fuller appreciation and enjoyment of those media of expression 
is our goal. 
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College Entrance 


Question: You have spoken particularly of our elementary school 
program. I understand that a very high percentage of our pupils 
plan further study beyond high school. Is that the case? 

Answer: You are correct in saying that many of our pupils plan 
further study. In fact, about two-thirds of our graduates pursue 
some course of study beyond high school. 

Question: Many parents would like to know how well our high 
school prepares for college. Can and do graduates of our high 
school enter college directly? 

Answer: Whether or not a pupil in our high school will be ac- 
cepted at the college of his choice depends very largely on the indi- 
vidual pupil—on what his native ability is, on how much he is will- 
ing to sacrifice in order to obtain good grades, on how broadly and 
with what enthusiasm he participates in extra-curricular activities, 
on his school citizenship and behavior. If his record is good enough, 
he will be accepted. 

Question: But do our pupils compete successfully with pupils 
from other schools so that colleges do accept them? What about 
the standing of the colleges? 

Answer: Within the last few years our ag have been 
accepted directly and are doing creditable work at the University 
of Massachusetts, Boston University, Bates College, Bowdoin Col- 
lege, Pembroke College, Connecticut College for Women, Vassar, 
Tufts College, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Brown Uni- 
versity, Harvard University, and William and Mary College, to 
name only some of the better-known institutions of higher learning. 
If a pupil's attitude toward his school and his work is such that he 
is willing to sacrifice something for a good education, and if he has 
ability, he will find at Sharon High School capable teachers to lead 
and inspire him. What is more, he will find other pupils who are 
serious in their desire to establish a good high school record. 


Needs 


Question: Vd like to change the subject again. What about our 
school building needs? Is Sharon attacking the problem in a logical 
way? 

Answer: In my opinion, yes. At the last regular town meeting, a 
very capable committee was appointed to study our building needs 
and to make recommendations. The Committee has held many meet- 
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ings and has given and is continuing to give the problem serious 
study. It has already made some recommendations and is preparing 
further reports. I am positive that the School Building Expansion 
Committee will make its recommendations only after careful thought 
and always with the best interests of the town and the pupils in 
mind. 

Question: Then you think that if the town follows the advice of 
that committee, it will be making a sound attack on its school build- 
ing problem? 

Answer: I do. 

Question: What would you say was the greatest problem facing 
the schools? 

Answer: There are many ways in which our schools could be 
strengthened, but I would say that our greatest problem is to find 
ways of retaining our most capable teachers and to attract for our 
children only teachers of probable or demonstrated teaching superi- 
ority. 

Question: I agree that good teachers are important, but do you 
believe that we should hope to meet the competition of city school 
systems or of business in our attempt to obtain and retain good 
teachers? 

Answer: My simple answer is that our children are as good as any 
in big cities and deserve as good teaching. Furthermore, education 
is as important as business and should be at least on even terms in 
the competition for our most talented youth. In other words, the 
answer to your question is an unqualified “yes”. 


Conclusion 


Question: You won't have to answer this question if you prefer, 
but I'd like to ask it anyway. Do we have a good School Committee? 

Answer: I’m glad you asked that question, for I'm pleased to con- 
gratulate the people of Sharon on having chosen a School Commit- 
tee which is concerned first with the welfare of Sharon’s children 
and yet realizes that it is charged with obtaining full value for each 
dollar it spends. The Sharon School Committee fulfills completely 
its obligation to the town and to the children. 

Question: Are the parents and townspeople interested in, and do 
they support the school program? 

Answer: They do. We have an active Parent-Teacher Association. 
Parents are understanding and helpful, fully realizing that they and 
the teachers are cooperating for the greatest benefit of the children. 
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Question: Do you have other examples of parent or townspeople 
cooperation? 

Answer: Indeed, I have, many. We have had numerous occasions 
when parents have contributed time and cars for educational trips, 
when parents have come to school for conferences with the teachers, 
when parents or friends have addressed assemblies or class groups, 
when they have helped to decorate classrooms, or made other con- 
tributions, including appreciation expressed to the staff. 

Question: Didn't the Rotary Club contribute some money for 
band uniforms? 

Answer: Yes. The Rotary Club contributed $300 for material for 
capes and caps and one of the large instruments. The band mothers 
then contributed hours and hours of time and labor sewing the 
uniforms. 

Question: One final question. What is Sharon’s greatest asset? 

Answer: Its CHILDREN.

Dear Mr. Richardson: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my thirteenth annual report as 
Principal of the Sharon High School. 


Our High School has endeavored to meet two of the important 
functions of education, (1) to help a student in the development of 
his character, personality, and talents, and (2) to help him to 
understand and participate in the culture in which he lives. With 
these aims in mind, it might be well to review briefly the Program 
of Studies for Grades 7 through 12. The program is so planned that 
it can adequately prepare our boys and girls for college. However, 
it is important that students express themselves reasonably early 
in their high school career regarding definite vocational interests. 


Pupils planning to go to college should select the subjects that 
the college requires for admission. However, the program is also 
broad enough to offer subjects of interest and value to the pupil who 
wishes to follow a commercial or general curriculum. 


All of the learning experiences are not confined to the classroom. 
Activities are an integral part of a school program. The activity 
program conducted during the past year has been broad enough in 
scope to offer an opportunity for many students to discover and 
develop hidden talents. Pupils are encouraged to join these groups 
and to participate. The number following the activity named rep- 
resents the student membership in that activity.

PUBLIC RELATIONS 
The School and Home Must Be A Team 


Parents and teachers are both human beings, and being such, mis- 
takes are made. The student in the school—the parents’ child—our 
pupil, presents a challenge to both of us. We must be concerned 
with the proper handling of the various teen-age problems in which 
he finds himself when he seeks our assistance. The school has estab- 
lished several avenues of contact with the home. 


The Parent-Teachers Conference for the Junior High School Student 

When the pupil completes the work of the elementary school and 
enters the seventh grade, he finds himself in a situation of depart- 
mentalized education. It now becomes necessary for him to satisfy 
the requirements of a group of four to five teachers, rather than one 
teacher as he has been accustomed to in the elementary school. 

He is also going through the growing-up process. It is embarrass- 
ing for him to have his parents visit school, especially in front of the 
other pupils of his own group. However, the schoo] still needs the 
aid of the parent, and in order to meet this situation, a program of 
conferences has been in practice during the past year. 

One afternoon each week, directly after school hours, has been set 
aside for these conferences. The four subject teachers, homeroom 
teacher, and parent meet at the Principal’s office. The homeroom 
teacher acts as host chairman of the meeting. He has at his disposal 
the pupil’s folder, which contains records of all tests, health, etc., and 
the pupil’s permanent record card. He greets the p@rent and intro- 
duces him to the other teachers. Then a round table discussion of 
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the child’s school participation follows. These conferences generally 
last about forty-five minutes to an hour. At first we called parents 
to invite them in. Now the parents are calling us for appointments, 
and in many cases they have had to wait a week or two before it 
was possible for them to have a meeting with the teachers. After a 
marking period we sometimes have to schedule as many as three 
conferences a week in order to meet the interested demands of the 
parents. 


The Parent-Principal Conference for the High School Student 

As the pupil progresses through high school, conferences may be 
arranged with the home so that such subjects as program planning, 
vocational interest and the selection of college can be discussed and 
a mutual understanding reached between the school and the home. 

It is to the advantage of the parents and the school if such confer- 
ences can be arranged in the early evening, directly after the dinner 
hour. This enables the father to attend. Also many times it is to 
the advantage of those participating to have the pupil present. This 
gives the principal an opportunity to become better acquainted with 
the members of the home, and as the problem is one in which there 
is a mutual interest, each can make a contribution during the con- 
ference. The advantage of having the pupil present is that he must 
or should subscribe to the recommendations that may be the out- 
growth of the conference, in order to bring these recommendations 
to a successful conclusion. 


The Parent Has an Opportunity to See His High School in Operation 

In the past the faculty of the high school has planned some type 
of “Go-to-School Night”. Many times this takes the place of a 
P.T.A. meeting during the American Education Week. Each parent 
has a schedule which has been previously prepared by his son or 
daughter that he can follow. The parents are requested to visit the 
classes as scheduled but not to take time during the period for per- 
sonal discussion with the teacher, as she is to proceed as she would 
when conducting a class on a normal school day. 


Program of Studies 
A well-planned program of study booklet is issued each spring 
which gives detailed information about the program of the school. 
These are a few examples of the method employed by us to better 
understand and assist parents with the educational problems of their 
children. There is work for all of us to do—together. We must be 
members of the team. 
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In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation for the excellent 
help and cooperation of my faculty. Their interest in the boys and 
girls of Sharon is boundless. The other members of the staff have 
cheerfully helped at all times. The opportunity to serve as Principal 
under your able leadership has been a pleasant experience. Please 
extend to the School Committee my appreciation for their friendly 
interest and cooperation during the past year.

Dental Survey, State Department of Public Health 
In May, 317 children in age groups 6 to 9 and 12 to 14 were ex- 
amined. This examination has been made in communities which 
have indicated a consideration of the fluoridation of their public 
water supplies, as a partial tooth decay control. This information is 
to be used later for evaluation purposes. 


The prevalence of tooth decay in Sharon was found lower than in 
most Massachusetts communities. 


For the deciduous teeth, 24% of the teeth which had become de- 
cayed had received adequate dental care; 7% received dental care too 
late, and 69% of the teeth with caries had not received satisfactory 
care. 


Dental caries in permanent teeth among 66 children, age 13, 
examined, showed decayed 54%, missing 2%, and filled 44%.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Sharon: 


The Trustees of the Sharon Public Library submit herewith their 
seventy-third Annual Report, covering the year ending December 
31, 1952. 

Like other departments of the town, your public library was called 
upon in the past year to expand its services to our growing com- 
munity. We sincerely hope the library satisfactorily met these in- 
creased demands. As in 1951, every standard of measurement of 
your use of the library during 1952 showed substantial increases over 
1951. Circulation of books and periodicals jumped from 38,025 to 
46,039, average circulation from 190 to 228, total number of bor- 
rowers from 2,567 to 3,165. Generally speaking, there was about a 
20% increase in overall activity. 

The Junior Library proved again to be an increasingly important 
and popular phase of library service. In order to facilitate and 
stimulate reading among school children who otherwise would find 
it difficult to take out books a special service for the Cottage Street 
School was instituted through the efforts of the junior librarian and 
the teachers. 

We were fortunate to have the same capable library staff as in 
1951—Mrs. Mildred Bolan, librarian; Mrs. Mary Bell, junior librarian 
and Miss Eva Dill, part-time librarian. In the course of the year 
Miss Joan Abel and Mrs. Theresa Macdonald served in part-time 
capacities. As in past years, general upkeep and cleanliness of the 
library was well maintained by Lester Salisbury. 

In the area of plant improvement there was one major achieve- 
ment in 1952, namely the discarding of an inefficient coal furnace 
for a modern oil burner. Plans are underway to convert a sizable 
part of the old furnace room to usable storage space. It is also 
hoped that it will be possible to repaint the outside trim of the 
library in the coming year. 

Except for holidays the Main Library is open four days a week 
as follows:

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REPORT OF HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 
To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


I hereby submit my annual report as Highway Surveyor for the 
year ending December 31st, 1952. 


Highway 


The Highway Department during the past ten years has grown 
from a complement of 9 to 18 regular men. The equipment at that 
time consisted of six trucks, 2 two years old; 1, five years old; 1, seven 
years old; 1, ten years old and 1, eleven years old. Construction 
equipment included a power shovel, power grader, road roller, bull- 
dozer, tractor, cement mixer and sand screening plant. The con- 
struction equipment named above, with the exception of the cement 
mixer, has been replaced with new or more modern equipment. The 
Highway Department now operates seven trucks; 1, one year old; 
3, five years old, and 8, twelve years old. A new sidewalk snowplow 
was purchased and a bulldozer trailer was built by the department 
in 1947. A second hand sidewalk roller was purchased this year. 


The Fordson tractor which was owned by the town ten years ago 
was used to draw a rented farm hay mower. In 1944 the solid rub- 
ber tires on the Fordson were replaced with pneumatics. Cutter 
bar attachment was added to the machine for mowing the roadsides. 
A rotary broom attachment was also purchased which was used pri- 
marily to sweep the sand left from ice sanding operations, and also 
to clean the roads before oiling. This Fordson tractor, with mower 
attachments, was traded in 1951 towards a new Oliver 77 Tractor- 
loader with cutter bar attachment. The original power broom was 
adapted for use on this machine. This universal piece of equipment 
is used 12 months of the year and has proven to be more than satis- 
factory. Two used pieces of equipment, a sidewalk roller and a two 
ton truck, also a new Unit half yard shovel were purchased this year. 


The housing facilities ten years ago consisted of a rented building, 
now the Station Garage, a part of the old pumping station and the 
great out of doors. There were no washrooms or toilet facilities in 
either of the buildings. The interference with the ever increasing 
commuter traffic about the Railroad Station made this location for 
housing facilities very undesirable. 
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The present Highway building, completed in 1949, on South 
Main Street is considered one of the most practical and efficient 
structures in the entire state. The general maintenance of the 
building, accommodations for employees and the adaptability to the 
need for which it was built have made it a sound investment for 
the Town. 


Ten years ago a constructive program was planned to avoid un- 
necessary maintenance. This required excavating roads, installing 
drainage and making grade changes on numerous streets where sur- 
faces repeatedly disintegrated. High Plain Street, a section of East 
Foxboro Street at the Foxboro line, and Walpole Street, which was 
completed this year were rebuilt with Chapter 90 Funds. The Bay 
Road, East Street corner, including 600 feet of East Street; 1800 
feet of East Street in the vicinity of the Fish & Game Club pond 
three-fourths of Mansfield Street; Ames Street between Park Road 
and Cottage Street; Walnut Street between South Main Street and 
South Pleasant Street; South Pleasant Street between Chestnut Street 
and Station Street; Gertrude Avenue; Gunhouse Street; 500 feet of 
Pole Plain Road were rebuilt with Town funds during the past ten 
years; also Dedham Street, School Street, Grove Avenue, Everett 
Street, May Street, Henry Street, Lee Road and Willow Street for 
the entire length. Among the streets surfaced with bituminous 
material for the first time were: Meadow Road, Dedham Street, 
Moosehill Street, Grove Avenue, Gertrude Avenue; also portions of 
the following: Deborah Sampson Street, Belcher Street, Upland 
Road, Mansfield Street, and South Walpole. Rebuilt were Lake 
Avenue, Meadow Road and Norfolk Place. 


Catch basins and drainage systems were installed in various places 
throughout the Town. The most important drainage problem was 
corrected by installing a pipe on Station Street. The South Main 
Street drainage system between the square and Walnut Street emp- 
tied into the gutter at the rear of Taylor’s garage and the water then 
flowed down Station Street to an old stone culvert which emptied 
into a pipe on Depot Street. This drain was not of sufficient size to 
accommodate a heavy downpour and the area of Depot Street below 
the intersection often flooded and froze making it hazardous during 
the winter months. 

The Highway program for the year ending 1952 was planned to 


accommodate the additional work created by the new developments. 
The following streets were surfaced, under a special appropriation, 
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by a new type of machine which was rented for this project, mixing 
and laying the bituminous concrete in one operation: Mark Road, 
Worcester Road, Webb Road, Linda Road, Middlesex Road, Suffolk 
Road, Gabriel and Winslow Road; also portions of Clark Court, 
Berkshire Avenue and Essex Road. The following streets were sur- 
face treated with a bituminous material for their entire length: 
Quincy Street, Meadow Road, Norfolk Place, Tiot Street, Forest 
Road, Mansfield Street, Lee Road, Henry Street and the Railroad 
Parking Lot. Portions of the following streets were also surface treat- 
ed: Edge Hill Road, Bay Road, May Street, Moose Hill Street, South 
Pleasant Street, Deborah Sampson Street, Highland Street, Upland 
Road, Massapoag Avenue, Billings Street, Walnut Street, Essex 
Road, Pole Plain Road and Beach Street. Sections of the following 
list of old gravelled roads which required frequent gravelling and 
grading, were penetrated with bituminous material: Mann’s Hill 
Road, Upland Road and Mansfield Street. 


A catch basin and side drain was built in front of the David Smith 
property and piped into the newly constructed drain on Brook Road 
extension. 


Two new catch basins were built on either side of Billings Street 
in front of the Harold Marshall residence. 


The southerly end of Moose Hill Street at the High Plain Street 
intersection was widened and surfaced. A section of Highland Street 
east of Summit Avenue was rebuilt. The intersection of Billings 
Street and East Street was regraded and surfaced. The culvert which 
carries water from the Fish & Game pond was extended, a stone head 
wall built, the road grade in this location raised approximately three 
feet. 


The routine patching, which has been drastically reduced because 
of improved road surfaces, was done where necessary. Time saved 
from this work permitted a more thorough cleaning of gutters. 


All gravelled roads were regraded, large stones removed in numer- 
ous places, and the roadside foliage cut in accordance with the 
funds available. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 


The drainage system on South Main Street, between Ames Street 
and Oakland Road, started in 1951, was completed this year. At the 
Oakland Road intersection a catch basin was built on either side of 
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South Main Street and connected to a manhole at the northerly end 
of this drain. 

A section of Norwood Street, near the intersection of High Plain 
Street, was resurfaced with bituminous concrete, improving drainage 
conditions and also sealing the road surface. A similar type of 
work was performed on a section of North Main Street, near Win- 
slow Road. An area of South Main Street, near Gunhouse, where 
the old car tracks crossed, was excavated, gravelled, graded and sur- 
faced with Type I bituminous concrete. Spot patching on North 
and South Main Streets, Norwood and High Plain Streets was done 
where necessary. 

The Highway Maintenance allotment is the same amount as it 
was ten years ago. 


Chapter 90 Construction 


The Walpole Street project was completed to Old Post Road. 
Work was begun early in the season by removing a large row of 
trees and old stone walls near the intersection of Old Post Road. 
A drainage system, which empties in the rear of the Wilber prop- 
erty, and approximately eighteen hundred feet in length was con- 
structed through a very difficult terrain. Ledge was found in several 
areas which had to be drilled and blasted, delaying the work con- 
siderably. 

The section constructed in 1951 was sealed with bituminous con- 
crete. Excavation has been started on Old Post Road and the stone 
culvert between Walpole Street and Route #1 was replaced with 24” 
concrete pipe. Present plans call for completion of this project dur- 
ing 1953. 

Street Signs 


Warning signs were installed on South Main Street on either end 
of the new shopping center. “25 mile per hour” signs on Pond Street 
were repaired and painted. New street signs were set at inter- 
sections on North Main Street and South Main Street, at recently 
accepted streets. New signs were installed in the vicinity of the 
square. There was not sufficient funds to repair all of the signs in 
poor condition or make installations in the new developments. 
Numerous street signs about the Town were reconditioned or re- 
placed. Additional warning signs were installed on Route 27 and 
also on South Main Street by the State Department of Public Works. 
Approximately one-half of the “No Parking” signs in the vicinity of 
the Lake were repaired and painted. 
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Sidewalk Maintenance 


A section of concrete sidewalk at the intersection of Pond and 
Billings Streets, in front of the new bank, was rebuilt and relocated. 
The widened area on Pond Street, including the new section of side- 
walk to the Moulton driveway was graded and surfaced with bitu- 
minous concrete. Approximately one-half the cost of the Tolman 
Street sidewalk was paid for from this appropriation. A section of 
curbing, in front of the High School on South Main Street, was re- 
moved and replaced with concrete. The old curbing was higher 
than the existing sidewalk, making a dangerous condition. Sidewalks 
were repaired with gravel, concrete or bituminous materials, where 
necessary for safer pedestrian travel. 


Sidewalk Construction 


The sidewalk on the south side of Tolman Street was excavated 
where necessary, gravelled and surfaced with bituminous concrete. 
The portion where no sidewalk existed was paid for from this 
account. 

The sidewalk on South Main Street, between Ames Street and 
Gunhouse Street, was excavated, gravelled and surfaced with bitu- 
minous concrete. There are sufficient funds in this account to com- 
plete the necessary grading along this walk when the weather 
permits. 
~ Work was begun on Norwood Street and this project will be con- 
tinued in 1953. 

The ever increasing vehicle traffic is creating a hazardous condi- 
tion for pedestrians on Norwood, North Main and South Main 
Streets. 


Snow and Ice 


The year 1952 was again greeted with treacherous freezing rains. 
The increased use of salt helped to alleviate some of the hazardous 
conditions, particularly on the main roads. 

Only one snow storm was of sufficient proportions to cause traffic 
delays. Several hours are required for the snow plows to completely 
cover the Town, and breakdowns with the older equipment make a 
rigid plowing schedule impossible. The tractor, with the snow-loader 
attachment, purchased in 1951, again proved very satisfactory. This 
piece of equipment is operated on a 24 hour basis when there is a 
snowstorm of any proportion. 
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The additional amount of sidewalks, plus the Cottage Street 
School add much work for the sidewalk plow. Several of the truck 
propelled snow plows are over twelve years old and require ex- 
tensive repairs. During the past ten years only five new snow plows 
have been purchased. 

An adequate supply of salt and sand is on hand, at the garage, at 
all times and is ready for immediate use. 

Sharon is one of the very few towns in this area that is not 
assisted by State equipment. For comparison, in Stoughton, Route 
138 from Canton line to Easton line, and Route 27 from Stoughton 
square to Brockton line is plowed by State owned and operated 
equipment. This would compare, in Sharon to the entire length of 
Route 27, through Sharon and South Main Street from the square 
to Foxboro Town Line. 

A detailed account of all Highway appropriation expenditures is 
given in the report of the Town Accountant.

There was an inspection of 285 oil burners. In July of this year 
a six hundred gallon Farrar Truck was purchased to insure greater 
efficiency in the fighting of fires. 

A three platoon system has now been organized to provide a 
quicker means of arriving at fires and bringing them under control. 

The present Fire House is inadequate for conducting monthly 
meetings and providing quarters for permanent men and an enlarge- 
ment of the building is necessary. I hope to see this accomplished 
in the coming year.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN FOR 1952 
To the Citizens of Sharon: 


Tree Department 


The year 1952 was one of definite advancement in the establish- 
ment of an integrated and cooperative program for the management 
of our roadside trees. All of the work pertaining to the establishment, 
care and protection of Town trees was under one administrative 
head—the Tree Warden. Excellent cooperation was had in the 
execution of the work done by other town agencies and the public 
utility companies. Chief among the town agencies were the High- 
way Department, the Water Department, the Department of Public 
Health and the administrative body of the town government. The 
use of town equipment and services greatly facilitated the work 
and brought about considerable economies. 


The work accomplished included the following: 


1. The removal of dead and dying trees which endangered the 
lives and property of our people. 


2. The removal of dead and low hanging branches for sani- 
tation purposes. 


3. Spot spraying of trees to control insect attack. 


4, The planting of roadside trees in the new development areas 
and in places where trees had been removed. 


Many trees were removed for road widening and for the con- 
struction of new sidewalks. Others were removed as obstacles in 
the construction of walks and driveways for our expanding resi- 
dential building. For the most part, the tree work on widening 
town roads and in building sidewalks was done by the Highway 
Department and paid for out of Highway funds. The expense for 
those removed from private interests was borne by the individual 
developer and supervision was supplied by the Tree Warden. 
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Dutch Elm Disease Control 


The Dutch elm disease took toll of some of our roadside trees 
as well as some on private property adjacent to roads. The total 
number removed amounted to fourteen; however, only six of these 
were recently killed. The others had been dead for two or three 
years and no longer a source of further infection. They were removed 
as a public safety measure. The number of trees currently killed is 
conservative as compared with the records of nearby towns. 


This past year has been favorable for the spread of the Dutch 
elm disease because of extended drought and because of the ab- 
normally high population of elm leaf beetles—both of which serve 
to weaken healthy trees. 


A spray program was carried out according to prescribed methods 
based on the best information available for the protection of our 
elms. 


No one can predict with certainty what the ultimate outcome will 
be in our fight to control the Dutch elm disease, but there is a glim- 
mer of hope for success from the work done in England and in Hol- 
land. Research has discovered that there are certain individual trees 
within a given species that are naturally immune to infection— 
others, within the same species, are highly susceptible. The reason 
for this is not definitely established, but it is thought that hybridiza- 
tion is responsible, in part, and, perhaps, natural vigor and resist- 
ance, as a result of origin, is also concerned. There are also examples 
of infected trees recovering from the disease. The fungus lives in 
the water-conducting vessels of the wood and damages the tree by 
clogging the vascular system and by producing toxins. It is now 
known that the fungus has difficulty in traversing from one annual 
ring to the next and that usually a new infection, another year, is 
necessary to add impetus to the infection. If secondary infections 
can be prevented, the tree usually recovers with only the loss of 
some of its limbs. 

Although the development of resistant strains is perhaps the best 
way of defeating the disease, we can still stave off infection by 
proper sanitary measures and timely preventive sprays. It appears 
now that the Dutch elm disease assumes the position of a nuisance 
rather than a catastrophe and, provided we retain the will and the 
means of continuing research and practicing sanitation and apply- 
ing effective sprays, the elm will continue to grace our highways 
and lawns. 


* 
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Insect and Pest Control 


Certain of our most destructive and bothersome insects are 
classified as public nuisances and every municipality is required 
by law to appropriate a sum of money each year for their control. 
Chief among these are the gypsy moth, the brown tail moth, the 
tent caterpillar and the elm leaf bettle. The most destructive of 
these, locally, is the gypsy moth, but fortunately its habits are cyclic 
and heavy infestations occur only at 4 to 6 year intervals. How- 
ever, this insect is perhaps the greatest single factor, of the many 
involved, responsible for the poor quality of our woodlands and 
the expensive upkeep of our shade trees. It is a voracious and 
indiscriminate feeder on the foliage of practically all of our native 
trees and shrubs. The cycle of this insect is on the upswing and 
will perhaps reach its apex in this vicinity within a year or two. 


The tent caterpillar, although more spectacular with its character- 
istic web and annual habits, is confined to feeding on members of 
the family Roseaceae, which include most of the fruit trees and 
wild cherry. The unsightly appearance of the web nest and its habit 
of migrating, after the feeding season into nooks and crannies all 
over buildings in search of a suitable place to pupate, make this 
insect more of a nuisance than a destroyer of valuable trees. It is 
noteworthy that landowners are required by law to rid their proper- 
ties of these pestiferous insects. 


Of all the insects in this category, the elm leaf beetle has been 
more destructive than any this past year. The dry season was espe- 
cially favorable for its activities and, since it feeds only on elm, 
it is important to check it. Two and sometimes three sprays were 
necessary to keep it under control. This insect, like the tent cater- 
pillar, seeks the shelter of crevices on and in buildings for pupation. 


Under the heading of pests include rats, mosquitos and poison 
ivy. A rat control program was carried out at the town dump this 
past year as a public health measure. Feeding stations were set up, 
using a mixture of Warfarin and chicken mash. The program proved 
very effective and control was practically complete. The town dump 
is a focal point of rat infestation over a wide area of town and it is 
important that this program be continued. 


The mosquito control measures, such as spraying breeding places 
along roads proved only palliative in localized spots. The degree of 
kill from such a limited working area, such as roadsides, is so in- 
finitesimal in the over-all picture that the advisability of continuing 
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the program might well be questioned. Populations of mosquitos in 
localized areas can be reduced temporarily but any widespread 
control is impossible short of a costly aerial spray program which 
would reach into the swamplands, streams and ponds that are inac- 
cessible to any other means of transportation. This program also 
has its drawbacks in that the spray material used is lethal to fish, 
birds and other forms of animal life. 

A poison ivy control program was carried out along the public 
ways using a non-selective herbicide. This program should be con- 
tinued because complete kill oftentimes takes two and sometimes 
three repetitive applications of the herbicide.

To the Citizens of Sharon: 


The Board of Health herewith submit their report for the year 
ending December 31, 1952. 

It was with deep sorrow that we learned of the death on Decem- 
ber 24, 1952, of David Neilson who was a member of the Board of 
Health for 26 years. 

Because of the building boom in Sharon, the Board found it neces- 
sary to adopt regulations relative to nuisances, sewers, cesspools, 
septic tanks, privy vaults, other means of sewerage disposal and 
piggeries, and a permit is now required before any of the above 
can be constructed or installed. To date 233 such permits have 
been issued. 

A sampling of the water of Lake Massapoag was taken and tested 
bacteriologically and was found to be suitable for bathing purposes. 

A chest X-Ray survey was conducted June 23-27 co-sponsored by 
the Sharon Board of Health, the Norfolk County Health Associa- 
tion and the State Department of Public Health. 

According to the figures compiled by the State Department of 
Public Health and released by the Norfolk County Health Associ- 
ation, only 19 cases of the disease were discovered. This is only 
.993 percent of the total number X-Rayed and indicates that Sharon 
has an outstanding record for being free of the disease. 

Of the 19 cases discovered by the X-Rays, only 3 were active 
cases. The other 16 were stable—non-contagious cases. The 3 active 
cases previously had not been diagnosed, while 9 of the 16 stable 
cases were known or reported. To show the additional value of the 
chest X-Ray, 31 cardiac cases were disclosed, as were 17 cases of 
other non-tuberculous diseases. The most spectacular finding was 
of an active lung cancer which would certainly have been fatal 
had it not been found early by the X-Ray. 

Our deepest appreciation is extended to the many volunteers who 
worked on this program. 

During 1952, Sharon contributed $1,254.00 for the care of 3 
patients suffering from Tuberculosis at the Norfolk County Health 
Hospital in Braintree. At present writing all have been discharged 
in good health.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Board of Public Welfare organized March 25, 1952 with Mrs. 
Alice W. Spear as Chairman, Mr. James J. Fox and Mr. Frank Fos- 
ter, Jr., as Board Members. Two persons are employed in the 
Department, an Agent and a Clerk. The law requires that these 
employees be under Civil Service. 


General Relief: 


During the year this Department assisted 12 cases; of this num- 
ber 8 were family groups and 4 were individuals living alone. At 
the present time this Department is boarding out one child through 
the Children’s Aid Association. A number of times during the year 
we appealed to the Treasurer of the Salvation Army Fund to assist 
in providing special needs and our appeals were never rejected. We 
wish to thank the Treasurer for his kind cooperation. 


The total expenditures for this type of assistance in 1952 amounted 
to $4,585.50, which includes payments to other towns; we received 
from other Cities, Towns and State $603.21 for cases with settle- 
ments outside the Town of Sharon. 
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Old Age Assistance: 


During the year this category assisted 78 recipients, of this num- 
ber 20 cases were closed by 9 deaths, 6 transfers and 5 for other 
reasons. We received 15 applications for Old Age Assistance during 
the year. Of these, 7 applications were rejected and 8 applications 
were approved. 


The grants made directly to the people amounted to $50,220.75 
and of this amount the Town’s share was $8,613.70. In addition, we 
paid $847.97 to other Cities and Towns on the basis of the settlement 
laws and we billed other Cities and Towns for $654.04. We have 
$3,182.32 in Federal Grants remaining available for use in 1953. 

Reimbursements and recoveries by virtue of the lien law from 
individuals amounted to $308.70. 


Aid to Dependent Children: 


The cost of this program is borne by the Federal and State Gov- 
ernments and also by the local community. In 1952, we had 11 
families receiving this type of aid at a total cost of $18,315.16; the 
Town’s share of this cost was $4,002.04. 


Disability Assistance: 


Chapter 741 of the Massachusetts Acts of 1951 established a new 
category of public assistance entitled “Assistance to Persons Who 
Are Disabled”. This program, which is known as Disability Assist- 
ance, became effective November 1, 1951. Basically, this new cate- 
gory provides for assistance to needy persons, eighteen years or over, 
who are permanently disabled and who have resided in the Com- 
monwealth for one year immediately preceeding the date of appli- 
cation. During the year this Department assisted 1 recipient. We 
received 2 applications for assistance, 1 application was rejected. 
The Town appropriated $1,500.00 for assistance and administration. 
We expended $705.00 during the year and returned $1,100.02 to 
revenue. Federal and State Grants received were $305.02; the net 
cost to the Town was $399.98.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT FOR 1952 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Your Board of Water Commissioners herewith submits its Fifty- 
Seventh (57th) Annual Report for the year ending December 31, 
1952. 

The continuance of new home construction, especially in sub- 
divisions, has kept us very busy this year. The following lists the 
principle items of work performed in 1952: 

Laid two (2) miles of mains. (Exclusive of pipe laid on Sub- 
divisions ). 

Built new 500,000 gallon Reservoir off Moose Hill Street. 

Installed 140 new services. 

The average daily consumption was 575,177 gallons or about 
7,400 gallons less than in 1951. However, the largest amount pumped 
in one day—1,610,000 gallons—was 200,000 gallons over the largest 
amount in 1951. Our problem is to take care of these peak situa- 
tions which occur in July and August each year. 

We have each year filled in certain gaps in the system so that 
most of the town is served with town water. But the increased 
building in sub-divisions in new locations remote from our storage 
has caused a problem which is expensive to remedy. For instance, 
a sub-division on Massapoag Avenue, just south of Morse Street, was 
presented for approval. Investigation by our Engineers revealed 
that at this location but 100 gallons per minute was available and 
with one fire hose in use there would be no water even for domestic 
purposes. Therefore, the Board has not approved the sub-division 
as it could not be adequately served. The remedy for this location 
is a new standpipe in that area with new and larger mains connected 
to the existing system at a cost of $60,000. 

The demands in the sub-divisions off East Street and Bay Road 
can be best served by a new standpipe between Mountain Street 
and Bay Road with pipe laid up Bay Road as far as East Street. 
As this would involve a very large appropriation, the Board is recom- 
mending for 1953, the filling in of gaps in the main on Mountain 
and Billings Streets which would afford some improvement. 

The houses being built off Bay Road by the Lynch Construction 
Company are being served from the Stoughton supply and there is 
no assurance that water from that source can be considered avail- 
able except as a temporary expedient. 
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As the area between Mountain Street and East Street continues 
to develop, it is very apparent that before many years, the suggested 
main on Bay Road should be installed by the town of Sharon. 


The new Reservoir and 10” main to Main Street is now in use. 
To complete the plans for the South Main Street area, it is now 
important to lay the 10” main from that point to the existing 10” 
main at the Railroad Bridge which is connected to the pump at 
Station #3. This is included in our 1953 budget. 


At Station #3, off South Main Street, our present pump can 
deliver 400 gallons per minute which was adequate previous to the 
developments in that area. Now, in order to efficiently serve the 
new standpipe and meet the demand for increased services it is 
important that we install a new pump that can deliver about 1,000 
gallons per minute. An item for this is included in our 1953 budget. 


At the annual town meeting in March, it was voted to fluoridate 
our supply. We were delayed in installation of equipment and the 
matter was brought up again at a special town meeting and it was 
voted not to rescind the previous action. We have now installed 
most of the equipment at both Station #2 and #3 and we expect that 
we will be fluoridating our water early in the year.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


As the responsibilities of the Planning Board divide themselves 
into three categories, Sub-Division Control, Park Operation, and 
Planning, we will report on the activities of the Board for 1952, an 
exceedingly busy year, in that order. 


Sub-Division Control. 

Enough has been said and written on this subject for it to be 
unnecessary to make further explanation as to the whys and where- 
fores of Sub-Division Control. Those who have watched the growth 
of this Town in the last ten years can have no doubt as to its 
desirability and necessity. 


An amendment to the Zoning By-Laws, re-zoning more of the 
single residence area so as to require lots of approximately one acre 
and lots of twenty thousand square feet, was presented to the 1952 
Town Meeting, and voted almost unanimously. This was the second 
step in a program begun in the previous year, which was well- 
received. The Board was further encouraged to continue this pro- 
gram by a group of representative citizens who met with the Board 
expressing themselves as desirous of having such action taken and 
presenting a petition signed by approximately two hundred residents 
to this effect. It is planned to complete the program in 1953 with 
the help of those who have at heart the best interests of the Town. 


Public Hearings have been held throughout the year on the appli- 
cations of developers planning to open new sub-divisions, four of 
them involving more than one hundred acres each, and also develop- 
ers wishing to extend sub-divisions which have already met with the 
Rules and Regulations of the Planning Board and consequently been 
approved. In every case which has involved land which would be 
affected by the change in the Zoning Laws voted at the last Town 
Meeting, the developer was advised of the pending change. 


Park Operation. 

This year saw a continuance of the established policy of yearly 
improvements of the Park at the Lake. As in former years, agree- 
ments were made with the owners of the stands who have given us 
their complete cooperation, and a full-time maintenance man was 
hired to care for the property. More grading, removal of rocks from 
beach and water, and more seeding was done so far as funds per- 
mitted. The beach area for use of Sharon residents having been in- 
creased by another one hundred feet of fence, a larger parking area 
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was set aside for their use, and additional policing was provided. 
The receipts from parking fees were greater than in the last two 
years and were more than adequate to cover the expense of the 
leases, the lifeguard, and increased expense of Special Officers. 


In July, the Board received a petition signed by approximately 
four hundred town residents asking for greater restrictions on the 
use of the Lake and parking areas and a daily parking fee and an 
increased week-end parking fee for non-residents. Due to lack of 
funds, the Board was unable to take any action in the middle of the 
season, but it is hoped that in the coming year, with the cooperation 
of these people, plans can be made for operation which will be 
satisfactory. 


The Park at the Railroad Station and Morrell Park were main- 
tained as in former years, and definite plans have been made to 
enlarge the area on the Station side of the Railroad to provide 
greater parking facilities. 


Planning. 


The Board has been represented on the School Expansion Com- 
mittee as directed at the 1952 Town Meeting, an experience guaran- 
teed to help both the School Board and Planning Board to have a 
better understanding of the problems of both. 


Map preservation has continued as funds permitted. It is hoped 
that this work may be carried on, as it will be of inestimable value 
to several departments of the Town. 


It was with great regret that the Board accepted the resignation, 
effective January 1, 1953, for reasons of health, of Willard C. Good- 
win, who had given most generously of his time and efforts during 
his term of office. Mr. H. P. Kendall, former member of the Board, 
was appointed to fill the unexpired term.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TOWN OF SHARON 


IN THE SAME YEAR that Paul Revere made his famous ride through 
the hamlets north of Boston, a new town called Stoughtonham came 
into existence. Eight years later, February 25, 1783, by Act of the 
General Court, the name of that town became Sharon. Located not 
far from Boston, with a high and healthy climate and with its area of 
25 square miles embracing elevations of from 50 to 540 feet above 
sea level, it was destined to become one of the most attractive resi- 
dential areas in the state. But that destiny was long delayed. Dur- 
ing the first 25 years the population declined and it wasn’t until the 
Civil War days that it had grown back to its original size of 1,261 
persons. For almost 100 years, its population grew only by about 
60 persons a year. Since 1945, however, it has grown more than 
four times faster, adding almost 260 persons each year, until now it 
has more than 7,000. There are 3,262 registered voters, 1,651 of 
them women and 1,611 men.

For Sharon, 1953 was another year of substantial growth, which, 
though it appeared to be less rapid than that-of the most recent two 
or three years, was actually greater than that of any prior year. In 
consequence, of course, Sharon retained its position high on the list 
of fastest growing communities in the Commonwealth. Building 
activity continued at a high level, and the Town’s population in- 
creased more than 10% during the year — from 6,342 to more 
than 7,000. 


It is impossible, of course, to determine whether there was any 
real slowing of the Town’s growth rate during the year. The popula- 
tion increase, which at first blush indicates that there was no such 
slowing, may well be more the result of new housing construction 
commenced in 1952 than of new building in 1953. The Building 
Inspector’s report, on the other hand, which at first glance reveals a 
downward trend in new building, may on closer analysis, indicate 
that no significant building decline is in prospect. Thus, although 
the Building Inspector issued considerably fewer building permits in 
1953 than he had issued in 1952, the fact that he issued more than 
fifty permits (approximately 30% of the year’s total) for new dwell- 
ings during the last six months of the year — usually the off-peak 
season for such permits — may presage a coutinuing high level of 
residential building activity for some time to come. 


The “problem” of the Town’s growth became a matter of wide 
ublic interest during the year 1953, and the question of what should 
be done about it became a principal controversial issue as Town Meet- 
ing approached. Views in the matter ranged all the way from opinion 
that rapid growth was desirable, because it would bring about an 
early realization of the so-called advantages of urban life, to the 
nostalgic view that Sharon had experienced its best existence as a 
town back in the 1920’s, that growth had impaired that existence, 
and that no legal stone should be left unturned in the effort to halt 
any further growth whatsoever. The vast majority of the towns- 
people, however, appeared to adopt the moderate and intermediate 
view that Sharon’s growth is RN inevitable, and that it need 
not be unhealthy if it can be so regulated as to preserve those inherent 
community characteristics which provide Sharon with its charm and 
imbue it with the very attractiveness which explains its present 
growth. These inherent characteristics are typically embodied in 


The materials in this Town Report are abstracts of the official reports filed with the 
Town Clerk by the various Town Departments and Officials. 
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suburban-type homes on quiet, residential and tree-shaded streets 
which know neither the meaning of traffic congestion nor the blight-of 
industrial smog or factory din. The homes themselves represent, not 
mere transient financial investments, but investments in living, of 
owner-made improvements, of shade trees pruned and nourished, of 
flower gardens, and forsythia and evergreen plantings — all of which 
bear so heavily upon the distinction between a home and a mere 
house and play so large a part in determining whether the climate of 
the community shall be one of serenity and permanence. In order 
to preserve these inherent advantages, and to assure that Sharon 
should remain a community of homes, and not become a community 
of mere houses, the townspeople determined at the March Town 
Meeting that Sharon’s future growth, at least, should be in accord 
with zoning regulations designed to preserve that present character. 


The adjustments which have been made necessary by reason of the 
Town’s comprehensive amendment of its zoning laws have created 
a number of hardship problems, but these have, it is believed, been 
resolved satisfactorily by this Board and the Board of Appeals within 
the framework of the variance provisions of the zoning law, in a man- 
ner protective of the spirit of the new regulations, but recognizant, 
nevertheless, of the rights of individuals whose legitimate interests 
stood unfairly to be impaired by a literal and unrelenting enforcement 
of the cold letter of that law. 


In summary, so far as concerns our growth “problem,” the assur- 
ance would appear to be warranted that the problem is now at least 
contained; that, although no one knows its eventual limits, the pat- 
tern of that growth is apparently regulated, for the ‘most part, as bee 
we can regulate through the devices of zoning, subdivision control, 
Board of Health supervision and the like, and that such regulation 
should accomplish its intended purpose. 


We turn now to a brief account of the past year of our administra- 
tion. As in our 1952 report, we shall discuss the year’s developments 
under the four headings of Solvency, Safety, Service and Schooling, 
because these four subjects encompass, in at least their broad defini- 
tion, all phases of town government. Moreover, even if narrow 
definitions of the terms be adopted, it is our considered view that no 
town government can claim a rating of “good,” if it be materially 
deficient in any of the four. The following discussion will concern 
itself with those phases of town government under each heading which 
are, directly or indirectly, our responsibility. 


Solvency, insofar as the term imports the financial management 
of the Town, is one of the chief responsibilities of the Selectmen, once 
the Town, at its Town Meeting and after obtaining the advice of the 
Warrant Committee, has determined the basic outline of policy. In 
discharging this responsibility, we work both directly and through our 
appointed Town Accountant, and in cooperation, on an advisory 
basis, with the other town officials whose duties bear on fiscal matters, 
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including, principally, the Town Treasurer, the Collector of Taxes, 
and the Board of Assessors. 


The Town does not have a Purchasing Agent, and we are accord- 
ingly required to oversee all purchasing which does not fall peculiarly 
within the province of a particular independent town department. 
We have endeavored to maintain adequate control over such purchas- 
ing at the routine level by attending to much of it personally, and in 
other cases by delegating its supervision, within individual depart- 
ments under our jurisdiction, to specific individuals who report 
directly to us. In the case of substantial items, we have made it a 
consistent practice to advertise for sealed competitive bids, with 
consistently good results. Thus, to illustrate, we have, during 1953, 
effected substantial savings (in relation to budget estimates) and 
without quality sacrifices, in many purchases accomplished on a com- 
petitive award basis, including contracts for the purchase of a new 
police cruiser, new highway trucks, new firemen’s equipment, new 
fire apparatus, and extensions to our fire alarm system. Other con- 
tracts awarded competitively, and from which we feel sure that 
economies have resulted, are those for Town Report printing, and 
gasoline, fuel oil, and coal requirements contracts. 


So far as concerns overall policy, in contrast with current manage- 
ment, it has been the view of this Board, concurred in by the others 
with whom we work, that “pay-as-you-go” should be the rule, and 
deferment of payment the exception, to be availed of sparingly. 
As a result of adherence to this policy during the past and previous 
years, the Town’s bonded indebtedness as of December 31, 1953, 
consisted solely of school construction loans, aggregating $556,000, 
the Moose Hill Water Reservoir loan of $60,000, and a $2,000 balance 
(payable May 1, 1954) on the original water standpipeloan. Although 
these loans constitute, in the aggregate, the largest bonded indebted- 
ness the Town has ever carried, they do not, in our opinion, provide 
cause for alarm. In the first place, the Town’s property valuation 
has approximately doubled in the past ten years, so that the relative 
burden of the debt is not as great as it has been at times in the past. 
Moreover, and more importantly perhaps, the school construction 

ortion of the debt, although carried at its full amount on the Town’s 
Rees is actually an obligation of the Commonwealth to the extent 
of about 37%, and is being discharged each year to that extent with 
State reimbursement funds. 


Safety, as a responsibility of the Selectmen, constitutes primarily, 
as pointed out in our last year’s report, responsibility for direct super- 
vision of our Town Police and Fire Departments. 


Chief Lavezzo’s Police Department continued to function during 
1953 in its usual efficient and unobtrusive manner. The fact that its 
activities did not become headline news attests to the soundness of 
the Chief’s view that the best police officer in Sharon is a peace officer. 
During the year, the Department purchased a new (replacement) 
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cruiser, and this Board reviewed and revised the Police Rules and 
Regulations. 


Chief Robert McLean’s Fire Department experienced many “‘firsts” 
during the year, which are reported in greater detail in the Fire 
Department Report. These included the first round-the-clock cover- 
age of the Central Station, the first effective functioning of the new 
platoon system within the Department, and the first complete out- 
fitting of the entire Departmental personnel with helmets, gloves, 
boots, rubber coats, light and heavy weight coats and smoke-masks. 
Training programs have been expanded, and Departmental efficiency 
is at an all-time high. Outsiders who have been in a position to 
judge the effectiveness of the force have been uniformly and highly 
commendatory of the Department’s functioning. 


Service connotes, so far as concerns the Selectmen, a wide variety 
of minor, and generally unnoticed, functions, such as the supervision 
of printing of the Town Report, the maintenance of the Town Dump, 
rubbish collection, care of abandoned cemeteries, sidewalk construc- 
tion and maintenance, street lights, street signs, maintenance of the 
Sharon Heights railroad underpass, and the like, in addition to im- 
portant advisory duties in connection with the two types of service 
which Town residents seem to regard as really important, namely 
Highways and Water supply.

We should like to comment briefly, and bestow credit where credit 
is due, in connection with one of the generally deemed minor matters, 
namely the organization of the Town Report. Last year we made 
some progress toward improving the readability and increasing the 
interest level of our Town Report. We were sufficiently impressed 
by the response to that effort to undertake this year to make a real 
effort in the same direction. We were able to enlist, in such effort, 
the invaluable assistance of Mr. Stanley T. Dingman, who has re- 
ceived wide recognition in the field of industrial publications, and 
who agreed to serve as Chairman of our Town Report Committee. 
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Mr. Dingman’s committee, consisting of himself, Mr. Joseph Fannell, 
a prominent Boston advertising art director, Mr. Arthur Collins, our 
Town Clerk and Accountant, and Messrs. Clifford Ornell and Jack 
Harris, who have contributed valuable assistance in photographic 
matters, are responsible for those features of this year’s Town Report 
which set it apart from those of prior years, and, we feel certain, 
pleasingly so. 


So far as concerns the Highway Department and Water Depart- 
ment, we are content to leave, for the most part, discussion of their 
departmental activities to their own sections of this report. Signifi- 
cant projects completed in our behalf by the Highway Department 
include the Wolomolopoag: Street culvert project, which it is hoped 
may relieve the Cedar Swamp drainage problem, the reconstruction 
of segments of Maskwonicut and East Foxboro Streets, the completion 
of the rebuilding of Walpole Street, the surfacing of numerous newly 
accepted streets, and the construction of sidewalks in accordance 
with the program approved at the March Town Meeting. Water 
Department activity during the year has not encompassed major 
projects of a non-routine nature. 


Schooling, as indicated in our 1952 report, is almost entirely the 
responsibility of the School Committee and Superintendent, rather 
than the Selectmen, so that our obligation becomes one of reporting, 
rather than of accounting. In this connection, moreover, we should 
like to note that the townspeople would do well to read carefully 
their School Superintendent’s report, for his 1952 report was singled 
out as “noteworthy” among similar reports from School Superinten- 
dents of towns in the 3,500 to 8,000 population class by a University 
of Massachusetts survey group. 


From the overall town-management point of view, as distinguished 
from the educational-administrative viewpoint, the only noteworthy 
observation with respect to schooling for 1953 is that we are once again 
in arrears on school-housing. In September we were obliged to resort 
again to double-sessions, so-called, for Grades 3 and lower, notwith- 
standing the Town’s authorizing, in March, an eight-room addition 
to the new Cottage Street School, and in June the acquisition of a ten- 
acre tract at the corner of South Main and Walpole Streets as the site 
for a new Sharon Heights Elementary School. Whether these build- 
ings will enable us to keep abreast of the school population increase 
in the lower grades is, at best, dubious, and the need for immediate 
and definitive planning for a new High School is so pressing that 
selection of a site at the March Town Meeting is of great importance. 


At the present time, our school-administrative program is more 
than ie eee It can ride out the temporary storm of inadequate 
facilities for a brief period, but not for an indefinite period. The 
Town must accordingly meet its emergency situation as regards 
school housing, or pay the irreparable penalty of inferior education, 
and inferior education embodies the threat of mediocrity to the chil- 
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dren of the community, who, in the last analysis, are the only priceless 
assets we possess. 


Looking ahead, we see nothing which provides legitimate cause for 
alarm. The Town has demonstrated well its ability to adapt itself 
to changing circumstances which have descended rapidly and had 
widespread consequences. It has absorbed the impact of the past 
ten years with much less serious dislocations than have been experi- 
enced in other towns similarly situated and similarly affected. In 
large part, this has been due to the fact that old and new residents 
alike have taken an active civic interest in the affairs of their Town. 
To the extent that such interest wanes, so will, probably, the fortunes 
of the Town. Our trust, obviously, is that neither will. 


So far as concerns our somewhat selfish interests, we are pleased 
to report that, as directed by the March Town Meeting, we have 
petitioned the Legislature for authority to establish a Town Public 
Works Department, the superintendent of which would take from our 
shoulders much of the day-to-day responsibility of supervising the 
various activities which today constitute “Town Government.” If 
and when such legislation becomes effective, we shall be able to devote 
our principal energies to policy determinations, rather than, in so 
large a part, to such matters as street sign locations. 


We wish, again, to record our appreciation of the understanding, 
cooperation and patience which the townspeople have demonstrated 
toward us as we have sought to carry out their earnest wishes for 
good government in Sharon.

The Annual Town Meeting of 1953 proved once again the worth of 
the old New England type Town Meeting. With the highly contro- 
versial question of Zoning on the agenda it was expected that there 
might be bitter feeling as a result of any action taken. However, 
after much discussion it was finally settled on a 20,000- 40,000 foot 
basis, with the vote of the majority being philosophically accepted. 
The meeting itself proved of unusual interest running three nights 
with an opening attendance of approximately 1,350 voters. 


During the year this office had microfilmed all Vital Statistics from 
1727 to 1953 and Town Records from 1765 to 1953. 


Microfilm is the new positive progressive system of protecting vital 
and valuable municipal records. This program gave the Town posi- 
tive protection of our records by the microfilming of them and the 
storing of the film apart from the originals. This adheres to the old 
adage, “Don’t put all your eggs in one basket.”’ In the event of disas- 
ter to the original records, full-sized paper enlargements can be made, 
thus permitting reconstruction of our physical files. The enlarge- 
ments can be readily bound for the purpose of useable records. 
Microfilm affords a 96% saving of storage space and will last a mini- 
mum of 250 years if properly processed. Needless to say, some of our 
earliest records were in a state of deterioration and possible record 
loss due to ink fading, thus microfilm has added to the life of these 
records. 


Routine duties of the office were carried on, including the record- 
ing of births, marriages and deaths which were then reported to the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth for the State’s Official Record. 
Certified copies are furnished to the public upon request. 


There were a total of 408 hunting, fishing and trapping licenses 
issued; and 550 dogs were licensed.

Fred W. Cass, Wilfred H. Howe and A. Clinton Kellogg, to supervise 
and direct the construction, engage and approve such architectural, 
engineering and consulting services as it may deem necessary, appoint 
a Clerk of Works, and negotiate with the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts for financial assistance in connection with this project, and 
to finance same the Town appropriate the sum of $247,000; to meet 
such appropriation $25,000 be transferred from available funds;

1. Single residence districts A 
2. Single residence districts B 


The boundaries of the districts shall be the boundary lines shown 
on the map accompanying this By-Law, entitled ““Town of Sharon, 
Massachusetts, Supplementary Zoning Map 4A, dated March, 1953, 
prepared by Saul Namyet and Donald Brookfield, Sharon, Massachu- 
setts,” and filed in the office of Town Clerk, which map .is hereby 
made a part of this By-Law. 

In the single residence districts A, there shall be provided for each 
dwelling hereafter constructed a lot containing not less than 40,000 
square feet and having a frontage width of not less than 150 feet. 
In the single residence districts B, there shall be provided for each 
dwelling hereafter constructed a lot containing not less than 20,000 
square feet and having a frontage width of not less than 100 feet. 


(B) Trunk Highway Districts. In the trunk highway districts 
referred to in section 1 of this By-Law, there shall be provided for 
each dwelling hereafter constructed a lot containing not less than 
10,000 square feet and having a lot width of not less than 80 feet.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee and Citizens of Sharon: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report. In it I shall discuss 
briefly several items of concern and interest and then devote a major 
part of the report to our school building program. 


Guidance 


The Sharon School Committee plans to employ, beginning in Sep- 
tember, 1954, a Guidance Cotitecllog for the Sharon Public Schools. 
It is hoped that we can find for this position a person who has had 
teaching experience, vocational experience in several areas of business 
and industry and training and experience in the field of Guidance. 

His duties will include the development of a testing program, par- 
ticularly on the high school level, to enable pupils to learn objectively 
of their own capacities and interests. We know that many young 
people have misconceptions concerning their own abilities and often 
confuse the supposed glamour of some vocation with a real interest 
and preference for a life work. We hope that under expert direction 
more pupils will make wise and satisfying choices of life work and that 
they may be helped to find employment in which they will be happy 
and successful. 

We know that many pupils, particularly at adolescence, are con- 
cerned and confused over problems which are social or personal in 
nature. We hope that the Guidance Counsellor will be a person to 
whom pupils will turn for advice and help through individual con- 
ferences. 

We know that much is lost through unwise selection of courses. 
We expect that the Guidance Counsellor will aid the students in the 
intelligent election of an educational program which will help him 
chart a course commensurate with his interests and aptitudes. We 
further hope that much good advice on how to study will raise the 
level of accomplishment within the courses selected. 

All of the above is too much to ask of any one person. It is, how- 
ever, possible through the cooperation of a Guidance Counsellor, 
principal, teacher, pupils and parents. The principal goal of the 
Counsellor will be to aid the student in making his own wise decisions. 


Driver Training Course 


For two years Sharon High School has offered the classroom: part of 
a Driver Training Course. This has included instruction for poten- 
tial drivers in the rules of the road, theory of proper driving techniques 
and a general understanding of the motor car. 

Beginning in February, 1954, in addition to classroom instruction, 
behind-the-wheel teaching in a dual-controlled instruction car will be 
offered to those pupils who have reached their sixteenth birthday and 
are eligible to apply for a driver’s license. 
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Records in other communities and in other states indicate that 
violation of the rules of the road and motor vehicle accidents have been 
considerably reduced among the group who have pursued school- 
sponsored driver-training courses. 

Taylor’s Garage, of Sharon, is cooperating with the local high 
school by providing a new car to be used in the course. The American 
Automobile Club is providing the dual controls to be used by the 
instructor. 


Health 


For thirty years Mrs. Flora O’Donnell has served faithfully and 
well as school nurse in the Sharon Public Schools. Until recent 
years, she has known by name every boy and girl in the system and 
even now she knows most of the children and their parents. 

Mrs. O’Donnell has been concerned always with more than the 
physical health of our pupils. She has been interested in their happi- 
ness and emotional well-being. When families have had economic 
difficulties, she has been the first to see that the children have been 
assured free lunches or that badly-needed eyeglasses have been pro- 
vided by some agency. 

Mrs. O’Donnell has earned her retirement after this school year, but 
she will be missed by the present pupils and teachers and remembered 
with kind thoughts by the thousands who have been her concern in 
the Sharon Schools. 


Operation 


The Sharon School Committee believes that, subject to proper con- 
cern for their care, school buildings should be available to community 
groups free, or at nominal costs. Probably few realize how exten- 
sively the buildings, particularly the high school and Cottage Street 
School, are used to make Sharon a better town in which to live. 

An examination of the 1953 record of use shows that on 264 occa- 
sions non-school groups made use of school facilities. Except for 
janitors’ fees, two-thirds of the groups, such as the Civic Orchestra 
and Chorus, P.T.A. Dancing Classes, Adult Education Classes, Town 
Meetings, etc., had free use of the buildings. 

The hundreds of hours of light and heat required do not help the 
school budget, but they do enable the people of Sharon to have con- 
venient and comfortable meeting places. 


School Building Problems 


On October 1, 1949, there were 890 pupils in the Sharon Schools. 
A 5% annual increase in school population would be considered large 
in most communities. The Bureau of the Census has warned the 

eople of the United States to be prepared for an alarming increase in 
haan school population in the next he years and estimates that in- 
crease to be about 25%. 

The number of pupils in our schools has grown in four years by 600 
pupils, or at an average annual increase of over 16% — more than 
three times what would be considered large in most communities. 
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Nor is the end in sight! If not a single pupil moved into Sharon in 
the next eight years, and if we experienced a 25% dropout of present 
pupils in our primary grades (neither of which is at all likely) our 
senior high school enrollment would still increase about 200% — 
eight times the predicted national growth. 

Following is shown in graph the enrollment picture for a fifteen- 
year period.

This graph shows: 


1. That from 1942 to 1947 there was an enrollment variation of 
only about fifty pupils. 

2. That the real growth started in 1948 and was greatest in 1952 
and 1953. 

3. That based on.the experience of the last six years, we may 
expect an enrollment increase of nearly nine hundred pupils 


by 1957. 
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At first glance this seems highly improbable and it may not eventu- 
ate, but it is a fact that previous estimates of enrollment have proved 
exceedingly conservative. As an example, an estimate made in 1949 
by Dr. Wilson, a recognized authority in the field, was for 1,199 
Sharon pupils in October, 1953, but our actual enrollment was 1,479, 
an excusable error of about 25%. There were nearly 40% more 
weit in Sharon in 1953 than in 1952, the previous high year for 

irths. 


A New High School is Needed 


It has been shown that we are experiencing and shall continue to 
have a tremendous increase in school population. Until this year 
most of the increase has been in the elementary grades. They are 
still larger than ever, but the bulge is getting into the high school. 
We are about to see a rapid increase in enrollment at the high school 
level. The following table will show what we may expect. 
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Items to Consider: 


1. The combined Wilber Building and High School can com- 
fortably accommodate 450 pupils. Five hundred pupils will 
crowd the building. Five hundred and fifty pupils will force a 
severe sacrifice in the educational program. 

2. 1954-55 is the last year in which the junior-senior high school 
can be accommodated in the present building. 

3. In 1955—56, if the Pleasant Street School is used in conjunction 
with the high school building, we can house our high school 
population, but 

4. IN SEPTEMBER 1956, we shall be short of high school space. 
Unless the high school building is built at that time, we shall 
be handicapping our children. 


What is Being Done About It? 


At the present time three committees, in addition to the School 
Committee, are working to meet the challenge of Sharon’s colossal 
school growth. 

The Cottage Street Addition Committee is now supervising the 
addition of eight classrooms to the Cottage Street School. Those 
rooms should be ready for occupancy in September, 1954, but that 
will leave us short of classrooms for more than 200 elementary school 
children. 

The Sharon Heights Building Plans Committee has supervised the 
preparation of preliminary plans and is now working on Working 
Drawings for a fifteen-room building. This building should be ready 
for use by September, 1955. It would be welcome much earlier but 
past experience in this and other towns indicates that school building 
construction, like home building, usually consumes more time than 
seems necessary to the layman. 

The School Building Expansion Committee, after having recom- 

mended the two major construction projects mentioned above, has 
devoted its time and energies (and they have been considerable) to 
the problem of a suitable site for the proposed and needed high school. 
The selection of a new school site is never an easy matter, even if the 
Committee were given complete power to act, which authority this 
Committee does not have. The group has visited and inspected 
every site which it considered at all suited to use for a high school 
plant. It has sought advice of building consultants, surveyors, 
engineers and local individuals and groups. It has met many nights 
until very late and has visited possible sites on Saturdays and Sun- 
days. In short, it has tried faithfully to recommend a site which 
would at the same time’serve the best interests of the children and the 
townspeople. They should be congratulated and thanked for their 
unselfish devotion to the tasks which they have been charged with 
performing. 

Sharon is fortunate and wise to have selected such competent and 
conscientious citizens to recommend and to supervise its school build- 
ing program. It has been and is being well served. 
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Administration 


To cope in some measure with the increased and increasing building 
and allied problems, the Sharon School Committee in September, 
1953, created the position of Assistant Superintendent of Schools and 
elected Mr. Harold A. Clark to that position. Mr. Clark has served 
twenty-four years in the Sharon Schools, twelve as high school prin- 
cipal, and is by training and experience well suited to the duties of 
the new position. For at least the next several years he will devote 
much of his time to the planning, construction, operation and main- 
tenance of the school plant. 

It is expected, and has proven to be the case so far this year that 
this arrangement will allow the superintendent to devote a larger 
share of his time to the instructional phase of the school program. 


Appreciation 


Sharon is a pleasant town in which to work and live. Nineteen 
hundred and fifty-three has been a year of accomplishment in our 
schools because we have competent and devoted teachers, because 
the children are friendly and eager to learn, because the parents and 
citizens desire good schools enough to support them and, very im- 
portantly, because Sharon regularly elects School Committee mem- 
bers whose first and only concern is to provide the best possible 
educational program.

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Road and sidewalk construction and maintenance are, of course, 
the major services rendered by the Highway Department. It is, 
however, called upon to provide several other services and the de- 
mands upon it have increased along with the town’s growing popu- 
lation. Among the duties devolving upon this department 1s the 
care of cemeteries, lake front buildings and grounds, Morel Park, and 
the grounds around the railroad station. 

Rubbish and ash removal from the Town Hall and the school build- 
ings, as well as the graveling and bulldozing of the Town dump are 
also a chore of the Highway Department. Its men and equipment 
are used by the tree warden in the tree removal work, and its equip- 
ment is made available to the Water Department for the laying of 
water mains. The School Department makes use of Highway De- 
partment trucks for transporting desks and supplies, and a comple- 
ment of 25 men is available, whenever needed, to assist the Fire 
Department. 


Highway Maintenance 


Highway maintenance in the town is accomplished under two pro- 
grams. One of these is for streets and roads maintained solely with 
town funds. The other with aid of state and county funds as pro- 
vided under Chapter 90 of the Public Laws. The work is geared as 
nearly as possible to the times when it can be best accomplished. 
Thus, some rebuilding projects are advanced or delayed to accom- 
modate the installation of water or gas mains while some are under- 
taken during those seasons of the year best suited to those particular 
operations.

The town highway maintenance program for the year 1953 included 
reconstruction work on several.streets. 

Approximately 1,800 feet of Glendale Road was excavated. A new 
gas main and drainage were installed, and the street gravelled and 
surfaced with asphalt. 

Capen Hill Road was excavated, where necessary, gravelled and 
sa with asphalt. 

Maskwonicut Street, between Richards Avenue and Bullard Street, 
was widened and surfaced. 

Alterations were made on Moosehill Street between Walpole 
Street and the new water reservoir. Two projecting boulders were 
removed and a cross drain installed. The corner in front of the 
Cushing property was cut off and approximately five feet of surfaced 
roadway was added to the width of this section. 

Mountain Street, between the Town Dump and East Street, was 
surfaced and the section between the Town Dump and Whippoorwill 
Road was widened approximately ten feet to provide for the installa- 
tion of new water mains in accordance with proposed relocation of the 
street, and to eliminate a blind corner. 

This work on both Moosehill and Mountain Streets was partially 
paid for with Water Department funds. 

Ames Street was resurfaced between Pond and Cottage Streets. 
A bad water condition in the center of the road between Cottage 
Street and Deborah Sampson Street was corrected; also a dangerous 
mound in front of the Ames Street entrance to Stoneholm was re- 
moved and this portion of road was surfaced. 

Canton Street was resurfaced with the mix-in-place method be- 
tween Richards Street and the Canton town line. The Sharon 
Memorial Park Cemetery Association paid for the aggregate used on 
this project. 

Edge Hill Road was resurfaced between the Tiffney residence and 
the Canton town line. 

The following streets were resurfaced with asphalt: Bay Road be- 
tween Cobbs Corner and East Street; Brook Road; East Street; 
Harding Street; May Street; Moosehill Street and Moosehill Park- 
way; South Walpole Street. 

A drainage system was installed on Woodland Street between 
Grove Street and Cottage Street and the street resurfaced in that 
area. 

Two concrete pipe culverts were installed on Bullard Street; one 
near Maskwonicut Street and the other at the high tension line. 

A catch basin with an outlet pipe into the lake was installed on 
Massapoag Avenue at Massapoag Lane. . 

The routine work of patching, roadside foliage cutting and cleaning 
gutters was accomplished as time and funds permitted. 

Sections of Bullard Street, Furnace Street, Mountain Street and 
Old Post Road were gravelled. 

1h gravelled surfaced roads were graded where necessary for safe 
travel. 
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Under Chapter 90 Maintenance High Plain Street was resurfaced 
with asphalt and North and South Main Streets and Massapoag 
Avenue were patched with bituminous concrete. 

A drain was installed on South Main Street near Garden Street to 
relieve a dangerous water and ice condition which has existed for 
many years. 

A drain was installed on Massapoag Avenue between Morse Street 
and Gorwin Drive. 


Construction 


Under Chapter 90, the section of Old Post Road from Walpole 
Street to Route No. 1 was completed. The most difficult part of 
this project was the removal of 16 large trees, several of which were 
over three feet in diameter. 

A section of East Foxboro Street between Beach and Mohawk 
Streets was widened to 26 feet and gravelled and surfaced. This 
project required the installation of two 18-inch concrete pipe culverts 
and the blasting and removal of about 20 cubic yards of ledge. 

While making an 8-foot cut in the new location approximately 20 
cubic yards of ledge were encountered which required drilling and 
blasting. 

The tentative plan for 1954 is to continue construction on East 
Foxboro Street from the present terminus of the new road at Beach 
Street to Cedar Street. 


Street Signs 


Charlestown State Prison furnished aluminum signs for the new 
streets in the vicinity of the Sharon Heights Shopping Center. Many 
of these signs are in use about the town and the present plan is to 
replace all obsolete signs with this type. 

Several new warning signs were erected at dangerous corners. 
The usual repairing and replacement of wooden signs was done where 
necessary. 


Sidewalk Construction 


Increasing traffic has made sidewalks most necessary if pedestrians 
are to be given consideration. North Main Street has a walk on the 
east side from Sharon Square to within 500 feet of the Box Mill. On 
South Main Street the walk which ended at Clark Street was com- 
pleted to Garden Street. It was constructed so as to allow ample 
room for shade trees and to provide for easy snow removal. Two 
sections of retaining wall were erected on South Main Street between 
the Highway garage and Gunhouse Street and the walk between 
Garden Street and Webb Road was excavated preparatory to sur- 
facing. 

A section of walk was laid on Depot Street between South Pleasant 
and Station Street. A granite curbing was set in place, in preparation 
for a bituminous surface on the south side of Depot Street between 
South Main and South Pleasant Streets.

A section of concrete sidewalk was rebuilt in front of the new Post 
Office. A bituminous concrete sidewalk was built on the easterly 
side of Summit Avenue between High and Highland Streets, and the 
sidewalk on High Street was extended to Summit Avenue. 

Other bituminous concrete sidewalks were built on Walnut Street 
between South Main and Edgewood Road, and on Chestnut Street 
between South Pleasant and Walnut Streets. 

A new sidewalk was constructed on Woodland Street between Pond 
and Cottage Streets. 

Sidewalks were gravelled and patched, throughout the Town where 
necessary. 


Snow and Ice 


Snow and ice removal during 1953 was not difficult, though there 
were several freezing rains and wet snow storms, which caused danger- 
ous slippery conditions requiring the use of large quantities of salt 
and sand. 

Many man hours are spent preparing and attaching snow removal 
equipment to the trucks and tractors. In the spring it is necessary 
to detach this equipment and recondition it for next season’s work. 

A nearly new power sand-spreader box was purchased and _ has 
proved most valuable when salt and sand were needed on slippery 
pavements.

During 1953 a new duty was added to the responsibilities of the 
Board of Health when state legislation required it to inspect and 
approve housing sites in regard to safeguarding the health of the 
community. Ten plans for housing developments were submitted 
for approval during the year, and of these, seven were approved as 
satisfactory sites for building. 

The Board feels that the disposal of sewage is one of the greatest 
problems facing the town, and it hopes that the near future will bring 
a satisfactory solution to this most pressing problem. 

This year 165 permits for the building of cesspools, septic tanks, 
privy vaults and other means of sewage disposal were issued. 

Samples of water from Lake Massapoag were taken and tested 
bacteriologically and were found to be suitable for bathing purposes. 

During 1953, Sharon contributed toward the care of one patient 
suffering from tuberculosis at the Norfolk County Hospital in Brain- 
tree. At present writing the patient has been discharged. 

There were 21 deaths and 0 births reported to the Board of Health 
in 1953. Other deaths and births of town residents occurred for the 
most part in hospitals surrounding our town.

The continuance of new home construction and the laying of new 
mains has made a very busy year for the Department. A total of 
11,385 feet of mains was laid by us during the year, which included 
gap closures on Mountain and Billings Streets and a 10-inch main 
from Walpole Street to the railroad bridge at South Main Street, 
which now gives us a 10-inch main from Pumping Station No. 3 to 
the reservoir on Moose Hill. In addition to the above, about 6,300 
feet of mains were laid in various subdivisions, the cost of which 
was borne by the developers. 


Two hundred and eleven new services were laid during the year; an 
increase of 71 over 1952. 


The consumption of water for the year increased more than 21 
million gallons over the previous year for a grand total of 231,695,000 
gallons. As usual we had a critical situation during June, July and 
August when the average monthly consumption was 30 million gal- 
lons as compared with a monthly average for the other nine months 
of 15 million gallons. During the summer months it was necessary 
to again restrict the use of hose, due primarily to the injudicious use 
by many new home owners. To control this situation, for the good 
of all, our faithful and efficient Superintendent, Mr. Tolman, has had. 
to work many, many hours beyond his regular time in order that we 
all may enjoy the service which is accepted by so many without 
thought of the sacrifices of Otis and his men. 


It is still our hope that we can before many years install meters at 
all services which will curtail considerable wastage. 


During the year, we discontinued the sale of water to the Town of 
Canton, as they have found and are now using water from additional 
sources. 


This year the Board made an agreement with the Selectmen of 
Stoughton whereby water is sold at metered rates by each town to the 
other town, so that services in Stoughton on the Easterly side of Bay 
Road from Chemung Street to Cobbs Corner are served by Sharon 
mains and billed by Stoughton, and also that services on the Westerly 
side of Bay Road from Chemung Street southerly are served by 
Stoughton mains and billed by Sharon. 


Recommendations for 1954 


In 1954 the standpipe off Upland Road will have been paid for. 
The new reservoir on Moose Hill was built in 1952 under a Bond 
Issue which provided payment in not more than 15 years. In con- 
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sidering our recommendations for 1954, we would call to your atten- 
tion that in 1953 the water revenue from users was in excess of 


$50,000. 


We believe that advance planning is necessary to meet increased 
water supply demands and that we should construct facilities before 
and not at the time of threatened emergencies. Each summer during 
the critical drought months, deficiencies are very apparent to the 
water consumer; but the troubles are for the most part forgotten by 
Town Meeting time in the spring when there is plenty of water. 


Lack of water at consumers’ premises is usually due to inadequate 
capacity of the piping system and lack of sufficient properly located 
storage on the system. 


For many years the Board has included in its long range planning a 
standpipe on Massapoag Avenue between Lakeview Street and Mans- 
field Street in order to relieve a critical situation in the South part of 
the town. In this area tests have revealed that it can be expected 
that in peak demand hours during the critical months, the pressure 
would not be enough for normal domestic use, to say nothing about 
fire protection. 


We are submitting with this report a map of he Town on which 
is indicated in full lines the streets in which mains are now laid and in 
broken lines, mains which we propose in order to serve (A) a new 
standpipe on Massapoag Avenue which we would like to build in 
1954, and (B) to serve the area bordering Stoughton in the Bay Road 
area ie would be done at a future date when the demand becomes 
critical.

Last year we requested an appropriation to increase our pumping 
capacity at Station No. 3 from 400 gallons per minute to 1,000 gal- 
lons. ‘This would have better taken care of the summer emergencies 
and better utilized the new reservoir capacity. This item was de- 
leted at 1953 Town Meeting, so we are again including this item in our 
Budget as it is very essential to efficient operation. The estimated 
cost 1s $8,500. After the Massapoag Avenue standpipe is constructed 
and mains connected, the Board will recommend that a main be con- 
structed from the standpipe southerly to Mansfield Street to connect 
to the northerly end of the main laid in that street which at the pres- 
eae time is served from the Town of Foxboro supply through Willow 

treet.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN 


RUSSELL J. LUTZ 





Much of the work done was of a continuing nature to the program 
initiated a few years back. Among the important accomplishments 
include: 


The removal of dead and dying trees. 

Sanitation cuttings on injured trees. 

Roadside planting. 

Tree feeding. 

Spot spraying for the control of injurious insects and diseases. 
Rodent control at the Town dump. 

Aerial spraying for gypsy moth and mosquitoes. 

Dutch Elm Disease control. 

Poison ivy control. 

The planting of a new Town Christmas tree.

Tree Department 


Great impetus was given to the tree program this past year by the 
Boston Edison Co. ‘The line clearance project carried out by them 
was integrated with an improvement program set up by the tree 
warden. A great deal of necessary work on the roadside trees was 
accomplished at no cost to the Town where the trees were involved in 
wires. Work in trees beyond the wire right-of-way was done for a 
nominal fee. 

In any project of this kind there is bound to be repercussions from 
various quarters regarding the quality and the extent of the cutting 

ermitted. The most rabid deplore any cutting whatsoever. It must 
i recognized, however, that the utility companies pay rental space 
on every roadside pole to the Town and, as rentees, are privileged to 
certain considerations. Along with this, we as residents are de- 
pendent upon the services of these companies for everyday conveni- 
_ence in living. We have strived to follow a medial course in this 
work, granting concessions here and there and denying them else- 
where. The fact that we have not experienced a power failure in 
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Town this year, despite frequent and heavy winds, is evidence of the 
effectiveness of the work done. In addition, the appearance of many 
of the roads has been improved and safety features have been strength- 
ened. Certain trees, molded into grotesque shapes by repeated 
hacking over the years to clear lines, were removed. Similarly, low 
hanging limbs that obstructed vision and a hazard to heavy trucking 
were removed. | 

Certain trees, especially in the vicinity of the Village, which 
appeared sickly were treated with a foliar feed program to stimu- 
late growth. 

Some trees appeared to suffer from the effects of the drought this 
past year. Characteristic “flags” were common on some, partial 
browning of the leaves occurred in others and in the worst cases 
defoliation was complete. Samples were taken to the Shade Tree 
Laboratory at Waltham to test for Verticillium and the various leaf- 
spot fungi but all tests proved negative. It can be assumed, there- 
fore, that the drought was responsible for these happenings. 

The planned roadside tree program was only partially completed. 
The fall program was interrupted by a disabling injury suffered by 
the tree warden. Efforts will be made this coming year to bring the 
plan up to date. 


The Dutch Elm Disease Control 


There were some losses due to Dutch Elm Disease and we are by no 
means over the hump in regards to complete eradication. However, 
we are holding our own insofar as the important roadside trees are 
concerned. The spray program carried out gave adequate protec- 
tion against infection. The threat of attack by disease carrying 
beetles on our roadside trees will remain with us so long as we have 
so-called “‘wild” elms in our back fields and woods. These are highly 
susceptible to disease and serve as a source of infection to our road- 
side trees. When these have been eliminated the task of protecting 
our roadside trees will be infinitely lessened. The range of Dutch 
Elm Disease is spreading, and only an effective spray program can 
keep the disease from decimating our public trees. 


Insect and Pest Control 


We had a serious gypsy moth infestation in certain localities in the 
northern section of the Town this past season. It was largely an 
unexpected happenstance, caused by the tornado which was so destruc- 
tive in the Worcester area early in June. It came at a time early in 
the life history of the insect and they were transported here by the 
wind from heavily infested areas to the west of us. The infestation 
went unnoticed until late and large-scale defoliation was unavoidable. 
An emergency aerial spray was applied to the stricken areas but only 
minor control was attained. Any effective control for this insect, 
especially by aerial spraying, must be done early in the life of the 
insect. 
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There is to be a cooperative program carried out this year for the 
control of this insect in highly populated areas between the state and 
municipalities. The state will supply the spray material and the 
towns will pay for the plane hire. Locally, it is planned to combine 
this program with mosquito control. Effective control of mosquitoes 
was obtained by aerial spray this past season. 


The elm leaf beetle was abundant again this year, but it was effec- 
tively controlled where spraying was applied. 

The rat control program was continued at the Town dump. _Feed- 
ing stations were maintained continuously, using a mixture of War- 
farin and grain. This program proved very effective in reducing the 
rat population but greater control can be had if the townsfolk would 
cooperate by not disturbing the feeding stations and by eliminating 
garbage from their rubbish. 

The poison ivy program was carried out along the public ways and 
adjoining areas using a non-selective herbicide. A great deal of 
progress is being made in the elimination of this noxious weed from 
our roadsides. 


CIVIL DEFENSE 
RAYMOND F. BARLEY, Director 


In June, 1953, the Sharon Civil Defense organization gave valuable 
assistance in the Worcester tornado area. This was our first experi- 
ence under actual disaster conditions. Much credit is given to the 
Sharon C.D. Communications Division, the Fire Department for 
lighting equipment and to our Highway Rescue Division for shovel 
and truck services. The men from these divisions worked untiringly 
in giving mutual aid. 

This year Sharon was reclassified by the Federal Civil Defense 
Authority and is now classified as “in the target area.” 

The Ground Observer Corps maintains daily watches in the tower 
of Sacred Heart School at Sharon Heights.

The Trustees of the Sharon Public Library submit herewith their 
seventy-fourth Annual Report, for the year 1953. 

As has been the case for the previous four years, 1953 was a year of 
expansion in all phases of your library’s activities. More people 
utilized the library than ever before, more new books were added than 
in past years and overall circulation of books showed a marked 
increase. 

The number of borrowers reached a total of 3,441 — an increase 
of 9% over 1952. With an average daily circulation of 265, total 
circulation advanced to 53,322, 15% over the preceding 12-month 
period. An indication of the ever-increasing popularity of the Junior 
Library is evidenced by the fact that approximately 40% of total 
borrowers and total circulation was in that department of the library. 
We consider this service to the younger children of the community of 
paramount importance, and we intend to do everything possible to 
maintain the same high standards which have characterized this phase 
of our operation since the Junior Library opened its doors in 1948. 

We were fortunate in having the same competent personnel staff 
asin 1952. Librarian Mildred Bolan, ably assisted by Mary Bell and 
Eva Dill, kept things moving smoothly and efficiently. Lester Salis- 
bury once again took care of our maintenance requirements most 
satisfactorily. 

As to the physical plant, other than taking care of the usual run of 
major and minor crises — the electrical system breaking down, the 
exterior molding on the north side collapsing, the roof leaking — the 
only major repair project was the painting o the exterior trim.

During the year 1953, there were a total of seventy (70) auto acci- 
dents within the limits of our Town. Twenty-six (26) of these acci- 
dents were accidents involving both personal injuries and property 
damage, and forty-four (44) of these accidents were property damage 
only. There were forty-one (41) persons injured including one 
fatality. 

The department also responded to seventy-six (76) emergency 
ambulance calls to transport patients to various hospitals. 

Arrests by the department totaled to one hundred and forty-five. 
The arrests were made for crimes against person, crimes against 
property, and for various violations against public order. 

Safety programs have been carried out with the cooperation of 
‘our School Authorities and the Registry of Motor Vehicles. 

The Summer season in Sharon adds still another problem to the 
police department. During the past season at the lake, one thousand 
nine hundred and eighty resident tags and one thousand twenty- 
three guest tags were issued aswere one thousand nine hundred seventy 
-one parking tags. 

The department’s accomplishment was entirely due to the excellent 
cooperation of the current personnel within the department and the 
non-paid auxiliary police force.

Engineers of the Fire Department 


We are pleased to submit herewith 
our report of the activities of the 
Sharon Fire Department during the 
year 1953: 

Organization and Personnel. 
Throughout the year 1953, our De- 
partment consisted of Chief Robert 
McLean, Assistant Chief Walter B. 
Roach, four lieutenants, and twenty- 
five privates. At the beginning of the 
year, the only full-time permanent 
member of the force was Assistant 
Chief Roach, who served as engine- 
house man on the day shift. In May, 
1953, however, Mr. John VanVaeren- 
wyck and Mr. Stanley McLean were 
appointed as additional full-time en- 
ginehouse men, and Mr. Alan Waters 
was appointed as an additional, but 
part-time or relief, enginehouse man, and throughout the balance of 
the year, the Town had full-time.coverage of the fire station. 

During the year, the Department was reorganized, for operational 
purposes, into a three-platoon system, which has functioned very 
effectively, and the efficiency of the force was further improved by 
reason of our providing each man with complete equipment, including 
helmet, mittens, boots, rubber coat, heavy overcoat, and smoke- 
mask. 

All members of the force are now members of the Massachusetts 
Firefighters Association, dues, $1.00 each, yearly. 

Apparatus and Equipment. Departmental apparatus consists of 
one ladder truck and five other trucks, including one modern Maxim 
750 gallon per minute pumper, and the 600 gallon per minute Farrar 
pumper which was purchased in 1952. Each of the trucks is equipped 
with a complete first aid kit and an adequate complement of accessory 
equipment. Special equipment purchased during 1953 included a 
new Emerson resuscitator, new-type fog nozzles for all of the trucks, 
a smoke ejector, several new spot and flood lights, and two new port- 
able generators. 

All of the apparatus and its accessory equipment have been properly 
maintained throughout the year and are in good repair, although some 
of the apparatus is quite ancient. 
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Engine House and Equipment. A major improvement at the fire 
station this year is our new 3,000 watt emergency generator. In the 
event of a failure of Edison power during an emergency, this generator 
would provide sufficient energy to operate the lights in the fire station, 
and to power the police radio facilities, thus enabling continued 
communication with fire and police mobile equipment. 

Also'added during the year was a combination office and kitchen in 
a former storeroom in the rear of the station. Much of the labor for 
this project was performed by the enginehouse men. Office equip- 
ment has been purchased and installed, and filing systems are in the 
process of being compiled which will provide oil burner and related 
data with respect to each house in Town. The kitchen facilities, 
which are particularly appreciated in preparing refreshments served 
at the regular monthly meetings, were made possible by the generosity 
of Mr. L. Paul Lorusso in donating an electric stove, and that of 
Mr. Elmer Cole in donating an electric refrigerator. 


Fire Alarm System. At the beginning of the year, our fire alarm 
system comprised 39 regular boxes and 74 so-called phantom boxes, 
a code-type compressed air horn, and certain auxiliary equipment. 
Phantom boxes, as the name implies, are not boxes at all, but simply 
locations to which box numbers are assigned. If a fire i is reported 
near such a location (by police radio or over the telephone, for exam- 
ple) the phantom box number is “blown” on the air horn, and the fire 
location is thus broadcast. 

During the year, our regular fire alarm system was extended by 
some six miles of wire circuiting, and the installation of seven new 
“actual” boxes, 2 on Walpole Street, 1 at the Sharon Heights Shopping 
Center, 1 at the Railroad Station, 1 each on East Street and Bay 
Road, and 1 at the Lakefront Park. Existing boxes, pole locations 
and cross-arms were also painted during the year, and a complete new 
set of fire alarm batteries was installed. 


Fire Trails. Volunteer members of the Department have under- 
taken the opening up of fire trails during the year. Approximately 
414 miles of trail have been made passable for apparatus, including 
one trail running from the Country Club property to Amlung Court 
and two trails back of the Town Dump. 


Operational Record. Although the Department has been required 
to respond to a large number of alarms during the year, there have 
been no serious conflagrations to compare with the forest fires of 
1952. The alarm record is as follows:

Aid calls, in addition to the foregoing alarms, totalled 40. 


The Sharon Fire Department, in common with many other nearby 
departments, responded promptly to the disaster relief call following 
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the Worcester tornado, and contributed 130 man hours of time, dur- 
ing which two Town generators and five Town floodlights were kept 
in operation for rescue and police work. 


Miscellaneous. As an extracurricular activity, aimed at improving 
their own efficiency, members of the force organized two hose coupling 
teams which participated in several contests and rallies in nearby 
towns. Two first prizes, one second prize and one third prize attest 
to their competence and are verified by attractive trophies on display 
at the Fire Station. 

The Firemen’s Relief Association was active during the year and 
sponsored successfully not only the first Firemen’s Ball in 25 years, 
but also a Fourth of July Firemen’s Rally, participated in by nearly a 
dozen departments, and a gala Christmas Party. 

We are pleased to report that, in our opinion, Sharon has a Fire 
Department which is operating efficiently, i in which personnel morale 
is high, and of which the Town may justly be proud.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Board of Public Welfare organized April 7, 1953, with Mr. 
Frank Foster, Jr., as chairman, Mr. James J. Fox and Mrs. Ruth D. 
Bradford as Board Members. Mrs. Ruth D. Bradford is a new mem- 
ber to the Welfare Board, replacing Mrs. Alice Spear, who served on 
the Board since its beginning. 


General Relief 


During the year this category assisted 12 cases; of this number 8 
were family groups and 4 were individuals living alone. At the 
present time, this Department is boarding out one child through the 
Children’s Aid Association. A number of times during the year we 
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appealed to the Treasurer of the Salvation Army fund to assist us in 
providing special needs and our appeals were never rejected. We 
wish to thank the Salvation Army for their kind cooperation. 

The total expenditures for this type of assistance in 1953 amounted 
to $4,594.02, which includes payments to other towns; we received 
from other Cities and Towns and State $35.00 for cases with settle- 
ment outside the Town of Sharon. 


Old Age Assistance 


This category started the year with 58 cases, has cared for a total 
of 68 cases during the year, and now has 63 cases open. The grants 
made directly to the people amounted to $52,175.71 and of this 
amount, the Town’s share was $11,470.85. In addition, we paid 
$559.95 to other Cities and Towns on the basis of the settlement laws, 
and we billed other Cities and Towns for $935.14. We have $1,028.75 
Federal grants remaining available for use in 1954. 


Aid to Dependent Children 


Aid to Dependent Children started the year with 21 children and 
cared for a total of 35 children and now has 28 children’s cases open. 
The cost of this program is borne by the Federal and State Govern- 
ments and also by the local community. The total cost was $12,- 
660.46, and the Town’s share of this cost was $3,087.89. 


Disability Assistance 


Disability Assistance had one case at the start of the year, has 
cared for 3 cases and now has | case open. 
The total cost to maintain this category during the year amounted 


to $935.25 and the Town’s share was $355.70. 


VETERANS SERVICES 
HARRY N. EASTMAN, Veteran’s Agent 


During the year ended December 31, 1953,Veterans Benefits have 
been given to ten (10) veterans or their dependents in the amount 
of $4,629.00. 

In January of 1953 this office was delegated by the Director of 
Selective Service for Massachusetts to register for the draft those 
young men of Sharon who reach their eighteenth birthday. Seven- 
teen (17) were registered up to December 31. 

Just about the time the Korean Bonus was announced, this office 
obtained a complete photocopying outfit so that photostatic copies 
of separation papers and discharges were made available to veterans 
of the Korean Conflict. This service is now available to any former 
service person who desires a copy of their records.

The year 1953 has had for the Planning Board the normal number 
of headaches but also a certain measure of satisfaction in accom- 
plishment. Concerning Sub-Division Control, new legislation having 
been enacted this past year becoming effective on October 2, 1953, 
more work is involved but closer supervision is possible. There have 
been fewer Public Hearings than in the previous two years, the 
majority of these being extensions of sub-divisions formerly approved. 
The final of three steps in re-zoning of the single residence areas being 
completed in this year, there has been the desired effect of slowing 
the building program to a point where newcomers are more easily 
absorbed by all facets of our community and the type of home now 
being constructed should carry its own weight in costs to the Town. 
In regard to Park Operation, the election this coming year of three 
Park Commissioners cannot fail to lessen the labors of this Board 
whose intention it is to give the new officers every assistance possible 
that they may profit by past experiences in the performance of their 
new duties. The Board met with representatives of the Greater 
Sharon Civic Association and the Chamber of Commerce in an effort 
to carry out the wishes of the townspeople in regard to lake control. 
It was agreed to extend the fence to provide a greater area of lake- 
shore and also to increase the parking space reserved for residents. 
It was agreed also that there should be a nominal cost for car stickers 
and resident tags, admission to the town beach being granted to 
only those wearing these tags. Appreciation should be expressed at 
this time to the Police Department for their very fine performance 
in carrying out the additional policing made necessary by these new 
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rulings. Advice of the Red Cross Water Safety Service was sought 
on the number of lifeguards necessary to patrol such an area, and while 
it was financially impossible to meet their required number of four, 
it was possible to hire one more guard and meet their requirements 
in other respects. Classes in life-saving were given to a goodly num- 
ber, and it is hoped that even larger classes may be held in the coming 
year. The very successful Fourth of July celebration staged by Town 
Organizations resulted in the fine gift to the Town of a tower for the 
Teena placed at a strategic point on the shore. Those who con- 
tributed so much of their time and labor cannot be commended too 
highly for their efforts in this direction. In fact, the Board would 
like to thank publicly at this time, all those who cooperated so 
heartily to make this a successful season on the water-front, the fact 
that it was successful being proved as much by the lack of complaints 
as by the letters of commendation. 

The maintenance of the Park at the Railroad Station and Morrell 
Park has been continued as formerly. It is hoped that the coming 
year will see the enlargement of the parking space on the station side 
— an improvement much desired and needed. Appreciation is made 
at this time to the Garden Club and to Mrs. Parcher in particular 
for their assistance. 

Work has progressed, altho slowly, on the Map Preservation pro- 
ject, the principal difficulty being to find the person who can carry 
on a sustained program in his spare time, there not being sufficient 
funds to make this a full time job. It is hoped that the task may be 
completed before too long as it is important that there be an up-to- 
date map of the Town. 

A member of the Board has been meeting with the School Expan- 
sion Committee in their efforts to settle on the best possible site for 
a new High School, this being a question of major importance and 
one not easily answered. 

It was with the deepest possible regret that the Board accepted 
the resignation in November of the Chairman, Mr. Charles Tucker, 
who gave most generously and unstintingly of his time and efforts. 
It is anticipated that Mr. Alfred Berglund, who was appointed in 
Mr. Tucker’s place will be a very helpful and interested member of 
the Board. In closing, the Board would like to express the wish that 
it may continue to receive in 1954 the sincere cooperation of all those 
who have the best interests of the Town at heart.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TOWN OF SHARON 


During its 135 years, Sharon perhaps has never seen a year quite 
as momentous as was 1954. It was then that the Town so far burst its 
population seams that one school was completed, a second one begun, 
and a third put into planning. Its high and healthy climate, its natural 
beauty, and its excellent rail and highway facilities have made it the 
mecca of hundreds of urbanites who are following the modern trend 
to suburbia. 


It was in 1945 that the population began to show indications of 
expanding more rapidly than it ever had before. For almost 100 years, 
the Town had counted about 60 new residents each year. Since 1945, 
however, the number of newcomers has been about 260 per year. At the 
end of 1954 the population had reached 7846. There were 3692 regis- 
tered voters, and as usual the women outnumbered the men 1872 to 1820.

The year 1954 for Sharon was a year of substantial adjustment to 
the growth which the Town had experienced in the preceding seven- 
year period. 


Although the Town continued to grow, its rate of growth slackened 
somewhat. Thus, building permits for new homes declined 12% from 
1953, and 1954’s population increase was slightly less, percentagewise, 
than the increase mentioned in our last year’s report. 


The Town availed itself of the opportunity afforded by this partial 
breathing-spell to adjust itself in several noteworthy respects to the 
problems which either had arisen out of or accompanied its recent 
growth. The most significant of the steps thus taken was undoubtedly 
the Town’s decision to consolidate all of its public works functions in a 
single new Department of Public Works, under the nominal direction of 
the Selectmen, but in practice under the direct supervision of an 
appointed, and adequately compensated, Superintendent of Public 
Works. Equally well-advised was the Town’s action in relieving the 
Planning Board of the responsibility of Park Management, thereby mak- 
ing it possible for that Board to devote itself more effectively to the 
urgent problems of Town planning. Other noteworthy adjustments which 
the Town made, in accommodating itself to its growth, took the form 
of construction of the Sharon Heights Elementary School (the 14 class- 
rooms of which should be ready for use by September, 1955), the acqui- 
sition of land and authorization of preliminary plans for a new High 
School, and the construction of a new million gallon water reservoir, 
off Massapoag Avenue. 


No report with respect to 1954 would be complete, of course, without 
some mention of Hurricanes Carol and Edna, which visited their unwel- 
come and devastating havoc upon the Town on August 31 and Septem- 
ber 11. We have only to be thankful that, notwithstanding the very 
heavy damage which both wrought, neither caused any loss of life or 
serious personal injury in the Town. To the best of its ability, the Town 
responded promptly to the emergency, and special commendation is cer- 
tainly deserved, in this connection, by Highway Surveyor Lawrence Peck, 
Fire Chief Philip Whitney, Police Chief Jim Lavezzo, CD Director Ray- 
mond Barley, and their respective departments. The long list of organ- 
izations and individuals who worked so willingly and helpfully during 
the emergency affords convincing proof that Sharon, as a larger com- 
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munity, has not lost sight of the values which have always made it 
“a better place to live.” To date, the cost of the two hurricanes, to the 
Town Treasury, has been approximately $22,000, but all except a few 
hundred dollars of this amount has been, or will be, met by State 
Reimbursements. Town Accountant Arthur Collins has served as Liaison 
Officer between the Town and the State Hurricane Relief Board and, 
as usual, has done an excellent job. 


The Town Departments which function under our direct supervision 
have, we believe, operated effectively and efficiently during the past year 
and, with minor exceptions beyond their control, have operated well 
within the budgets approved at Town Meeting. Most of our depart- 
ments, in fact, returned substantial balances to the Town Treasury. 


The only major departmental change which we effected during the 
year was in the promotion of Lieutenant Philip Whitney to Chief of the 
Fire Department. Chief Whitney succeeds Former Chief Robert McLean, 
whose interest in and service to the Department were very much appre- 
ciated by the townspeople as well as by those of us who had the privilege 
of working with him. 


The foregoing is, of necessity, a cursory and summary report concern- 
ing the principal developments of 1954. The townspeople are undoubt- 
edly more interested, just as we are more concerned, with the prospects 
which 1955 and future years offer, and we accordingly turn briefly 
now to these. 


We would be less than frank if we were to conceal, or attempt to 
conceal, our at least mild concern over the borrowed indebtedness which 
the Town appears certain to be carrying in the immediate future. At 
the present moment, the problem is minor. Our total borrowings repre- 
sent less than 10% of our total assessed valuation, and a very large part 
(nearly 40%) of our principal payments will be reimbursed to us by 
the Commonwealth, under the school-aid program. Our credit is excel- 
lent, and this is well-attested by the fact that we were able to borrow 
nearly $700,000 last Summer at less than 2% interest. Our immediate 
future needs, however, which largely relate to schools, will raise our 
total borrowed indebtedness to between 20% and 25% of our total 
assessed valuation. And if it were not for State-reimbursement laws, this 
would be a critical situation indeed. We recognize the school need and 
the Town’s obligation to meet that need. We urge, at the same time, 
however, that the Town recognize the importance of 


(1) Meeting the school need as economically as reasonable and recog- 
. nized standards will permit, and 


(2) Tightening the community’s economic belt on matters which can 
sy wait and which would have to be paid for entirely by the 
own. 


Sharon is not unique in having this problem, but it will do well to keep 
reminding itself that the problem exists. 
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Our principal other comment with respect to the future concerns the 
new Public Works Department, which will come into being on March 7, 
1955 under Mr. Russell J. Lutz’ direction as Superintendent of Public 
Works. It is hoped that, with a single administrative official supervising 
all of its “service” activities, the Town will be able to establish and 
adhere to an orderly program of public works, set up in such a way 
as to assure the most efficient use of its total pool of equipment and 
maximum productiveness from the labor it employs. Mr. Lutz’ training 
and experience fit him very well for these all-important planning and 
programming functions, and we are confident that, under his direction, 
the new Public Works Department will very soon begin to justify the 
Town’s action in establishing it. 


Our thanks, as in prior years, go forward to the elected and appointed 
officials of the Town for their cooperation with, and valued help to us 
during the year. To the many citizens of the Town who either volunteer 
for, or permit themselves to be drafted for, the many committee assign- 
ments which contribute so much to intelligent and efficient handling of 
Town affairs, we also express our sincere thanks.

Business Meeting, March 8, 1954 





The adjourned meeting of March 1 was called to order at 8 o’clock 


P. M., by Moderator Ralph L. Whitcomb.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


‘To the Members of the School Committee and the Citizens of Sharon: 


| I, herewith, submit my fifth annual report. The report this year 
has been written and edited by a committee of teachers and parents. 


Growing Pains 


Do you realize what an impact the growth of Sharon has had upon 
our school enrollment figures? In 1950 with a town population of 4,876, 
980 pupils attended our schools. Twenty percent of our population! Nor- 
mally, public school pupils comprise seventeen percent of the community 
population. However, the 1954 record is even more surprising. With 
7,089 inhabitants, our October first pupil count was 1,696. Twenty-three 
percent of Sharon’s population in our public schools! Nearly one out 
of every four of us! 


These figures explain why your School Committee and school admin- 
istration are spending a large part of their time on problems resulting 
directly from population growth. With much assistance from the Expan- 
sion Committee and the three Building Committees, we believe that we 
are gaining the upper hand over the difficulties facing us. 


However, we face two major problems: lack of classroom space and 
shortage of teachers. 


Briefly—the classroom situation is this. The addition to the Cottage 
Street School was finished in September 1954—completing a twenty- 
room building. Thus it was possible for us to operate the 1954-1955 
school year with double sessions only in the first three grades. The 
new fifteen-room school in Sharon Heights is well underway, and pro- 
gressing on a schedule which should assure its readiness by September 
of 1955. With fifteen classrooms open in Sharon Heights, and with the 
Pleasant Street School available as an annex to the High School (7th 
to 12th Grades), we plan to eliminate double sessions for all but the 
first grade next year. 


In 1956-1957 our present high school will be woefully inadequate 
to handle the expanded enrollment. As you know, the Expansion Com- 
mittee foresaw this situation some time ago. Plans are rapidly develop- 
ing for our new high school. The Pond Street site has been acquired, 
and the Preliminary Plans Committee, since last March, has put much 
time and infinite thought into their responsibilities. 
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If the necessary sums are granted us by vote of the Town Meeting, 
we can reasonably hope to have a new and adequate high school by the 
Fall of 1956. Following the recommendations of the Expansion Com- 
mittee, the junior high pupils (7th and 8th Grades) will be housed in 
our present high school building. 


This is the classroom “forecast for now.” But—like Mr. Weatherbee’s 
—our forecast is subject to sudden and unexpected change. Both the 
School and Expansion Committees are carefully watching the still 
growing population index in Sharon. We hope that future town growth 
will be gradual enough for us to anticipate our needs well in advance. 


Despite the importance of room space, the teaching staff is a far 
more crucial factor in our public school system. No school system is any 
better than its teachers, and no group of teachers can be fully effective 
without good morale. On the whole, our teaching staff is a strong one 
and their morale excellent. This being the case, one might well ask, 
“What is the problem?” 


It is this. We need more teachers each year as growth continues. 
Next year, for example, we shall need nine more than we now have. 
That is a thirteen percent increase. Furthermore, our needs are bound 
to grow for the next several years. The statewide and national situations 
are similar, but there is no proportional increase in the number of young 
people entering the teaching profession. 


As competition for both new and experienced teachers increases, 
salaries will continue to rise. If we in Sharon are merely to maintain 
our present educational standards, we must retain all of our best teachers 
and attract additional ones of at least equal calibre. Naturally, it is our 
finest teachers who are approached by other systems with offers of 
higher salaries. The problem of obtaining excellent new talent is acute. 
Industry still offers many more lucrative positions for the type of people 
we urgently need as teachers. In addition, we have a local problem in 
attracting the available good teachers both new and experienced. Our 
average teacher salary in Sharon is somewhat above $3,800 as com- 
pared to a state average of above $4,200. 


Convinced that the people of Sharon are anxious to maintain and 
preferably improve the quality of teaching in our schools, your School 
Committee has two concerns. We are working to hold our present good 
teachers and to attract newcomers of at least equal calibre. Specifically, 
this means keeping our salary schedule in line with our competition and 
doing our best to retain the top notch superintendent whose guidance 
is so vital to the continuance of our present standards and hopes. It does 
not mean that we are oblivious to rising tax rates. We shall make every 
effort to keep the per-pupil costs at a relatively low rate, but only when 
it can be done without hurting the efficiency of our schools. 
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Rude Awakening

heard his voice again lauding the new-found freedom, the little privileges 
that came with advancement from the sixth grade. 


When was it that the novelty of all this had worn off a little, so that 
each day became routine, as must inevitably happen? Mrs. Harley 
thought now, with a slight pang, of some of her conversations with Joe. 


“Don’t you have homework tonight, son?” 


1»? 


“Oh, no, Mom, I did it all in my study periods today! 
“Then why is it that Tom can’t come over because he has to study?” 


“He’s in a different homeroom, Mom; he has his study periods dif- 
ferent days.” 


_ Was it at the grocer’s or at the card shop that she had heard Mrs. 
Dane’s chance remark, the remark that had stirred up a vague disquiet 
about Joe’s lessons? 


“What a mess my kitchen was when Harry finished that salt and flour 
map last night! These projects are fine, but I do wish he’d clean up 
after himself!” 


Salt and flour map? Project? Joe’s last project had been helping his 
pal to build a ping-pong table; strictly extra-curricular, Mrs. Harley 
realized. She heard again Joe’s nonchalant answer to her question: 


“Oh, our row didn’t have a map; we had to do a research project, 
and I used the school encyclopedia in study period.” 


Had her sense of foreboding really begun the night her neighbor called 
and inquired a little testily whether or not these boys should study until 
nine-thirty for a unit test? Joe had, come to think of it, mentioned such 
an exam, and she had thought how different the educational terms had 
been when she was a girl. But then, she told herself, Joe had always 
done well in school; he was no genius, but he had always acquitted 
himself to his own and his parents’ satisfaction. Could she really recall, 
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though, the sinking feeling, the chagrin with which she had viewed his. 
first report card? Her mind touched but lightly on that day and on all 
those low grades. 


Mrs. Harley did remember with great clarity, however, her mixed 
feelings, the day she set out to visit Joe’s teachers—the disappointment, 
the naturally forced yet anxious emotions which beset her as she entered 
the door of the high school. She had emerged from the school with a 
program in mind which she knew Joe would receive with equally mixed 
emotions! 


It started that very afternoon when Joe was dispatched to the store 
for an assignment notebook, and when, on his return, a study program 
was outlined for him. An hour of study each evening after dinner would 
cut into his favorite television programs, Joe irately declared. Mrs.

hand doesn’t he? 


The 
struggle had been well worth the outcome—the sense of achievement in 
Joe’s eyes, and her own glow of pleasure when he brought home his 
second report card with its much higher grades!

How would you like to attend a Sharon Teachers’ Association meet- 
ing? Come for coffee and cookies in the high school library at 3:00 
next Tuesday afternoon. The meeting will begin at 3:30. 


Coffee tastes good, doesn’t it? Especially after a long day without 
any breaks. These are all junior- and senior-high teachers you see 
here now. They have been in school since shortly after 7:30 this morning 
and have been going steadily until just now, with only a twenty minute 
break for lunch. That’s a 7144 hour day and, of course, doesn’t include 
time for all the extras that form a part of a teacher’s life. Well, you know 
—papers to correct, grades to average, lesson plans, conferences, review- 
ing visual aids materials, and so on. 
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Here come the elementary teachers. They are on a later schedule 
than the high school teachers; some of them will have to come late to the 
association meetings, as they teach until 4:00. 


It’s 3:30, Mrs. Citizen, and our president has called the meeting to 
order. Bring your coffee and come into the study hall. Yes, there are a 
great many teachers here—we pride ourselves on attendance at our meet- 
ings. Sharon has 72 teachers this year; all are members of the local, state 
and national education associations. This afhliation record, incidentally, 
is quite a feather in the cap of Sharon—very few teachers’ associations 
in the state can boast a 100% three-way membership. 


As the meeting gets underway, our visitor notes a strong feeling of 
friendship and rapport among the members of the group. Reports are 
given on current activities by committee chairmen, and a lively discus- 
sion follows each. Sincere praise is expressed for the Social Chairman 
when memories of the Christmas party evoke laughter. Warm thanks go 
to the Ways and Means Chairman who reports an increase of over $300 
in the Scholarship Fund. This is the amount realized on the annual 
scholarship movie sponsored by the association. 


Next, the Program Chairman asks recognition at this point to inform 
the group that a date has been set for reviewing “Skippy and the Three 
R’s”, the latest educational film on the primary school child. 


Under new business, the president appoints a member to act as chair- 
man of a committee to review past programs of welcoming new teachers 
to Sharon, and to see if any new ideas can be added. Mention is made 
of the “Buddy-teacher” program, whereby each new faculty member 
peeves an offer to help for the coming school year from a veteran 
teacher. 


The president asks for further new business from the floor and the 
chairman of the Scholarship Committee is recognized. She asks for 
assistance on publicity for the new scholarship awards to be made to 
seniors who plan to enter teacher-training. She reads two fine letters 
from last year’s award winners expressing their appreciation for the 
scholarships. A promise of assistance is immediately forthcoming from 
the Public Relations chairman. He agrees to meet with the Scholarship 
Committee later in the week to map out some publicity for their scholar- 
ship offer to seniors. 


Mrs. Citizen has noticed that as the meeting has progressed, several 
more members have quietly joined the group; some from the late after- 
noon session at elementary schools; some from the various dramatic, 
music and athletic activities which take place after school. By 5:00 the 
room has filled and extra chairs are being brought in. A casual count 
indicates over 65 members of the group are present. Remarkable attend- 
ance, Mrs. Citizen thinks privately. Yet each person has a share and a 
responsibility in the many group activities. 


Before the meeting is adjourned, the president reminds building 
reporters of the deadline for the “Massapoag Messenger,” the monthly 
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newspaper published by the executive board. And the meeting ends, as 
all do: rides home being offered, goodbyes shouted, coffee cups col- 
lected by the inevitable Cleanup Committee! 


A Helping Hand 


Guidance on a full-time basis has come to the high school this year. 
Just what is it, what can we hope for from it, where does it fit into 
the picture? The following brief section of an interview in the guidance 
counselor’s office gives a little insight into these questions. Bill Warren 
has just dropped in from study hall. 


“Mr. Wilder’s sent me a warning slip. Boy, would I like to drop that 
subject! I’ll never pass it anyway. What do you think? I suppose I can’t 
drop it now anyway, huh?” 


“You figure you just can’t get it?” 


.“Oh, I understand the stuff. It’s just—well, I just can’t seem to get 
good marks. Wilder’s never liked me anyway . . . I can’t get into Yale 
without it, can 1? Dad sure wants me to go to Yale.” 


“Really?” 


“T know I could do all right once I got there. I wouldn’t fool around 
like I have here.” 


“You think you can do the work if you try hard enough?” 


“Yeah—but, you know, I been wondering, wouldn’t I make a heck 
of an engineer if I can’t even pass this in high school?” 


“Think maybe you’re making a mistake, do you?” 
~ “Gee, I wish I knew.” 


Bill Warren’s confused state of mind dramatizes problems typical of 
the ones facing teen-agers today—problems that, in the last analysis, they 
must settle themselves. Yet how can they? How can Bill settle his par- 
ticular problems without more understanding of himself and of the 
demands the world is going to make on him? This is where the guidance 
services come in—to help Bill learn how to size himself up and meet his 
problem wisely. 


To the trained counselor many things have already come to mind in 
this short interview; for example: 


1. Is Bill doing as well as he can in the subject, or is his failure due 
to lack of effort or poor study habits? 

2. Is there a real personality difficulty between Mr. Wilder and Bill? 

3. How is Bill doing in his other subjects? 

4. Is he in the wrong course entirely ? 

5. Is he making a mistake to aim for a difficult college like Yale—or, 
in fact, any college? 

6. Is he suited to a career in engineering? 

7. How much are his ambitions and plans his own, and how much 
are they reflections of what his father wants? 
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The Hapectat thing here; of course, is for Bill to gain an understand- 
‘ing of himself: what his ‘real abilities are, what hé really wants and is 
interested in, just what he should expect of himself. His showing on 
aptitude tests, interest tests, and “ “intelligence” tests, together with the 
record of his ‘past’ performance, the opinion of teachers, parents and asso- 
ciates, all can be focused by the counselor to give him an objective 
picture of himself. : wae 


After this, Bill needs information on what the outside world is really 
like; engineering as a vocation, college admission requirements, other 
kinds of schools he might like better, etc. Then ‘he will be ready to 
make some of the important decisions facing him. 


Behind the scenes, of course, is the planning.and detail work that 
make guidance services possible; selecting and giving tests, collecting 
and recording information on pupils, providing occupational informa- 
tion, providing college information, making job contacts, gaining insight 
from teachers.and in turn helping them gain insight, meeting with 
parents. All of this background work only serves to focus attention on 
the center of guidance activities—the individual ae 


Learning to rive 


In recent years the public schools have been asked to assume greater 
responsibilities in matters not directly connected with classroom situ- 
ations. To anyone who doubts the dynamic, pervasive functions of public 
school education outside the classroom, we may point with assurance to 
the several extra-class activities: Driver Training, the school lunch pro- 
gram, various humanitarian endeavors such as-Red Cross, CARE, ‘and 
Red Feather contributions, Student Council, individual savings accounts, 
Student Government, which culminates in a “Day” at the State House, 
and many other activities of a more obvious nature. 


To the above list we might add the Student Government Biches 
which is an outgrowth of Student Government Day. In accordance with 
Chapter 650 of the Acts of 1951, each high school in the Commonwealth 
is to elect a delegate for Student Government Day at the State House. 
This student may also serve as Chairman of the Student Government 
Exchange Committee for his school. In addition, each member school 
elects four other representatives to serve on the Committee, which is 
guided thereafter by a faculty advisor who becomes an ex-officio member. 


Following the organization of committees, each city high school makes 
arrangements with a corresponding committee of a town high school to 
effect a partnership for the duration of the program. Because there are 
more towns than cities, membership is granted only to those towns which 
have town meetings in March. 


During the month of February, each exchange committee, with the 
assistance of other students and community leaders, prepares “Exchange 
Packages” to be given to visiting students when they come to that city 
or town. The “Exchange Package” is a medium whereby the student 
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can acquaint visitors with his community, and it may include historical 
documents, school and/or local newspapers if they contain references 
to any aspects of their Student Exchange Program, copies of town war- 
rants and reports of town finance committees relative to town meeting 
articles, and Chamber of Commerce or other illustrated materials depict- 
ing industrial and other interesting features of city or town life. 


Let us assume now that a visit has been made and that the visitors 
have returned to their own community. Twelve individuals, including the 
ex-officio members from the paired communities, have won as their 
reward a greater understanding of civic life. Perhaps they also have 
gained greater appreciation for those who render competent, faithful 
public service. If so, it has been a desirable activity; yet it would be 
somewhat abortive but for the final step: the follow-up. 


This last activity is in accord with a noble ideal of public education: 
It seeks a “wider diffusion of knowledge” within the entire community. 
Those who participate in the exchange program prepare articles for 
their school and local newspapers, give oral reports, make personal 
reports or tape-recorded reports to social studies classes, and submit a 
report of the full committee with an evaluation of the total experience. 
Thus the experience enhances development of a more widespread civic 
consciousness. 


In 1954, Sharon was paired with Jamaica Plain. Sharon High School 
sent its representatives to Jamaica Plain High School. Following the 
welcoming ceremony, the visitors toured the State House, inspected the 
mayor’s office, and observed the City Council in action. Here a trans- 
cription was made of the proceedings for later study. And in the month 
of March, the representatives of Jamaica Plain High School visited 
Sharon and attended the annual town meeting. 


The Student Government Exchange Program is, then, another high- 
minded attempt to understand ourselves and our neighbors. 


Nearly half of Sharon’s tax dollars goes to the support of public edu- 
cation. For every $1,000 of assessed valuation, Sharon taxpayers pay 
almost $25 each year to build, equip, maintain and operate school build- 
ings and to provide an educational program for children between the 
ages of 5 and 18. 


The School Committee of six citizens, elected for terms of three years, 
is charged by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts with the responsi- 
bility of establishing policies for the operation of our educational system. 
Four men and two women, whose average age is 43 and average resi- 
dence in Sharon 14 years, have been chosen for this work. Parents of 
13 children, they have served an average of three years as Committeemen. 


Sharon employs 70 principals and teachers—54 women and 16 men. 
14 of the men teach in the high school, so that 54% of the high school 
staff are men. This year, for the first time, two men are teaching at the 
elementary school level. 
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It is desirable that a teaching staff be composed of persons of different 
ages, so that some continuity of program may be maintained. Maturity 
of judgment and experience should be combined with the enthusiasm 
and vivacity of younger teachers. The average age of the Sharon staff 
is 39 years. 


76% of our teachers have at least a bachelor’s degree and 30% have 
obtained the master’s degree. 


The average length of service in Sharon is 61% years. This indicates 
that Sharon’s annual teacher-turnover is at a desirably low level. 


Sharon employs both experienced and beginning teachers, trying to 
keep a desirable balance in its staff. Teachers now teaching have had an 
average of 6 years’ experience before coming to Sharon. 


Sharon’s present salary schedule for a teacher holding a bachelor’s 
degree starts at $2,800 and goes to $4,300 in 12 steps. In 1954-55 the 
average salary of staff members is $3,897. 


Of 45 members of the Class of 1954, of Sharon High School, 24 went 


on to further education. 


The per pupil cost in the Sharon Schools in the 1953-54 year was 
$194.11. It compared to a State average per pupil cost of $243.08. 


In Sharon, 23 percent of the total population is enrolled in the public 
schools. 


There are 1,020 families represented in the enrolment of the Sharon 


Public Schools. 


Over half of Sharon’s teaching staff is currently enrolled in courses 
aimed to improve the quality of teaching. 


Back Talk 


One side of a phone conversation heard in the Superintendent’s office 
many times. Any parent can imagine the other end of the conversation. 


“Hello, yes, this is the Superintendent of Schools.” 


“Yes, we do—our entrance age for kindergarten is 5 years on or 
before Sept. 1, and 6 years on or before Sept. 1, for Grade I.” 


“No, it is not possible to make an exception if his birthday comes 
after December 1. The regulation is set by the School Committee. But 
we do offer the privilege of a “test” if his birthday comes before De- 
cember 1.” 


“We'll be glad to make an appointment with our examiner for your 
child if his birthday falls between those dates. When is his birthday?” 


“October? Yes. Will tomorrow at 10:00 be convenient for you to 
bring him for the test?” 


_“No, there is nothing to do beforehand. Just bring the child, unhur- 
ried, rested, and in a happy frame of mind, ready to “play games” in 
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a quiet, relaxing place, with someone who is trained and experienced 
with children of his age. ” 


“We have found that most children really enjoy the experience of 
being with an examiner. She never hurries, nor is she content unless 
the little person with her is happy and free to do his best.” 


“Yes, of course, Mrs. , we realize that parents understand their 
children and know how bright they are. But we know better about how 
ready they may be to begin the years of formal schooling. Kindergarten 
is really the first step up the ladder, for next year they go into Grade I. 
We want to be as sure as possible that they will be ready and successful.” 





“Oh, no, by no means is it a foregone conclusion that all children 
who are tested are admitted. About one-third are asked to wait because 
we feel they are not ready to compete successfully with children older 
and more ready than they are.” 


“Very well—we shall expect you and your youngster at 10:00 tomor- 
row morning and hope that you will be happy with our decision.” 


P. T. A. in Action

The scene opens as Mrs. Norton Werksman, the secretary, is con- 
cluding the reading of a request from Supt. Herman H. Richardson 
for a report on P. T. A. for inclusion in the Annual School Report. 


Ruth Werksman, Sec’y: Well, that’s it. Herman wants a 500-word report 
on P. T. A. activities in Sharon. 


Al Berglund, Pres.: Ruth, if you will unlimber your best shorthand, I 
am going to go around the circle and ask each member of the Board 
to summarize his particular activity in P. T. A. for this year. That 
ought to make the report and, incidentally, my job easy. Frank, as 
past president, where did you bring us to start the year in October? 

Frank Fleming, Past Pres.: Well, Al, P. T. A. last year made two sig- 
nificant contributions. First, was a Leadership Training Course for 
high school seniors and juniors, which proved popular. Second, was 
a Youth Leisure Time Survey, which, I believe, gave an excellent 
base for a new look at youth activities. 

Karl Gelpke, Member-at-large: My big assignment was the Annual Din- 
ner meeting. This year we expanded to two meetings, one at the high 
school and the other at Cottage Street, held the same night, October 
26. We served a record 515 people. However, my job was made easy 
by Rollie Powell, who handled ticket sales and hospitality arrange- 
ments. Why don’t you take over from here, Rollie? 

Mrs. Alfred Powell, Hospitality Chm.: Our committee’s big job was to 
get Room Mothers for every room in the schools. This year we had 
sub-chairmen for each school who in turn appointed Room Mothers. 
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Thus we were able to contact every parent in regard to the dinner and 
to have a hostess to welcome parents and teachers alike. Now these 
same school groups are each taking one of the monthly meetings to 
provide refreshments. 

George Arguimbeau, Vice-Pres.: Our first program was the dinner meet- 
ing. Following that, our November meeting heard Mr. Lawrence 
Kershkoff, Program Director of WGBH and Channel 2 TV, who out- 
lined Educational TV as it will operate in Boston. Then our December 
meeting saw and heard the beautiful Christmas Pageant put on by 
the school Art and Music Departments. That brings us up to date, 
Al, but I might say we have some interesting subjects coming up, 
such as Child Guidance and School Budget. 

Mrs. Nathan Linsky, Membership Chm.: Sharon P. T. A. membership 
is at a new high of 396 families, and we are adding to that at each 
meeting. 

Milton Corey, Chm. Youth Activities Committee: We have five main 
projects underway: dancing classes for grades 5 through 12, in which, 
under Mr. and Mrs. Frank Foster we enrolled 345 young people and 
gave them professional ballroom dancing instruction; basketball for 
high school boys, held every Saturday afternoon under Norton Werks- 
man and about 20 volunteer fathers; Information Clearing House 
for all youth activities under various sponsorships, where Ed Fogg 
is setting up a means of exchanging information and publicizing it, so 
all young people will know what is available for their leisure time; a 
Leadership Training Course under Leo Mueller will offer vocational 
talks and help to high school people in a series of Spring meetings; 
Social Dances for high schoolers held at various times to fill out the 
social calendar; our first affair was a square dance held in December, 
and others will follow. 

Mrs. Howard Keegan, Adult Education Chm.: We are ere four 
classes this year: Woodworking, Flower Arranging, Eurythmic Danc- 
ing, and Sewing. In all, we have registered 63 adults. 

Mrs. Abraham Winer, State P. T. A. Rep.: A Sharon delegation attended 
the Annual Meeting at Swampscott and reported to the Executive 
Committee. In addition, we are planning to be represented at the 
Mid-Winter and Spring Conferences. 

Harold Jackson, Treas.: As shown in my report tonight, I estimate we 
can leave some $200.00 for the incoming officers and still have about 
$500.00 to devote to a worthwhile objective in the interest of Sharon 
schools. Last year P. T. A. bought some $300 worth of books for class- 
rooms and presented an auditorium record player to the Cottage St. 
School. 

Ernest Blake, Publicity Chairman: We’ve tried to use the A taptntettor 
weekly news of meetings and activities, and also the schools to send 
home notices regarding each monthly meeting. 

Pres.: Thank you one and all. I think you have done nobly. Ruth, will 
you type that up and send it to Mr. Richardson? 

Mrs. Werksman, (Sotto voce): Being president consists of getting

MORE ACTIVITIES AT THE HIGH SCHOOL 
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Extracurricular Activities 


At Sharon High School we believe extracurricular activities to be an 
integral part of the students’ education. We encourage as many different 
activities as the students indicate an interest in. We encourage as wide a 
participation as possible. Academic work still retains the major emphasis, 
but we feel this is only part of the process of education. It is in the 
area of extracurricular work that the student is able to do what he likes 
best. Extracurricular activities not only bring out qualities of leader- 
ship but also awaken interests in new things and develop a sense of 
social responsibility and well-being. 


Sharon has a Student Council. One of the big events of the year is 
the annual school-wide election of members to the Council. This group 
provides monitors for the corridors, aids in the distribution of school 
supplies, handles the annual magazine drive, and sponsors fund raising 
campaigns for charities such as CARE and clothing for Korean orphans. 


Sharon has two publications, the Eagle and the Senior Yearbook. The 
Eagle is published monthly by the students. This eight-page paper carries 
school news and announcements of coming activities. In addition, it 
provides the students an opportunity to have their art and literary work 
printed and to air their views on various subjects. 


The Senior Yearbook is the work of the senior class exclusively. It 
provides a means for self-expression in writing and in art and serves as 
a permanent record of each senior class. 


There are six music organizations in Sharon High School: the Boys’ 
Chorus, the Girls’ Chorus, the Mixed Chorus; the Band, Orchestra, and 
Sports Band. These young musicians have a busy schedule, providing at 
least two public concerts each year as well as music for assemblies and 
other programs. From these groups four students are selected each year 
to participate in the Massachusetts State Festival. 


= , 
We are particularly proud of our athletic program. At the varsity 


level, we have a very enviable record indeed. Our basketball teams have 
held the Hockamock League championship two of the last three years, 
have been runners-up in several other years, and are enthusiastic con- 
tenders every year. The team has represented the League in the Eastern 
Massachusetts Tech Tournament at Boston Garden three times in recent 
years. 


The varsity baseball squad has been a member of the Hockamock 
League since 1942. There are also a golf team and a tennis team. 


For all those boys and girls who are unable to participate in varsity 
athletics, Sharon has a very active intramural program. Approximately 
150 boys participate in intramural football, 180 boys in basketball, 80 
girls in volleyball, and 100 girls in basketball. In addition there is a 
baseball program on the Junior High level in which more than a hundred 
take part. The entire program is well organized. Teachers serve as coaches 
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while students attend to the officiating, score-keeping, and all other 
details. 


The athletic program has two service arms. These are the Girls’ Var- 
sity and the Boys’ Varsity Clubs. They try to promote better sportsman- 
ship and help maintain good school spirit in Sharon. With funds raised 
by food sales, card parties, and car washes, the Varsity Clubs purchase 
jackets, trophies, and other awards for athletic achievement. 


Sharon’s newest activity is driver training, which was organized in 
January, 1954. Since its inception nearly seventy-five boys and girls 
have qualified for licenses and certificates. 


We are proud of our extracurricular activities at Sharon High School, 
but we realize that what we have is far from sufficient. Final satisfac- 
tion will come only when the need of every student is fulfilled. 


Stop, Look, and Listen 


Certainly one of the most outstanding features of modern education 
has been the attention it has devoted to the expansion and development 
of audio-visual aids. Despite a greater emphasis today upon “doing,” 
the major portion of our teaching is still dependent upon the child’s 
“seeing and hearing.” Consequently, the child who has the opportunity 
to see and hear the widest and most carefully selected range of materials, 
has the greatest opportunity to learn. 


It is with this in mind that the Sharon schools have adopted an 
“audio-visual program,” and along with it the expense and problems 
that inevitably attend any worthwhile expansion of teaching technique. 
Too often the “audio-visual program” has, in many schools, simply 
entailed the seeing of “movies,” and for that reason has received its full 
share of criticism. The program must mean a great deal more than 
that if the community is to secure results commensurate with the money 
it spends. 


It is difficult to assay just how close we have come to the “ideal” 
program in Sharon. Comparatively speaking, we have evidently done 
quite well, if we are to believe the comments made by representatives of 
various supply agencies and teachers in surrounding communities. We 
do have the equipment, and what is more important, our equipment is 
used. Well over two hundred films will have been rented by arrangement 
with Boston University by the close of the school year 1954-1955, and 
this is in addition to the many free films which are secured from a wide 
number of corporation film libraries which provide films with a mini- 
mum of advertising. We have a library of over two hundred filmstrips 
which are available at all times to any teacher in the system. Our present 
equipment includes filmstrip, slide, and motion picture projectors, tape 
recorders, record players, film repair materials, and many other items 
necessary to the operation of such a program. | 
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We feel that one of the most notable features of our program has 
been the training and supervision of youngsters fully qualified to operate 
and maintain our various pieces of equipment. Until very recently, this 
group played a major role in the program, but with changes in high 
school scheduling and the introduction of double sessions in the elemen- 
tary schools, the classroom teachers have begun to carry the major 
portion of the responsibility. 


The audio-visual program in the Sharon Public Schools is very much 
in a transient state. If it is to continue to-increase in value and worth, 
as an aid to formal education, it will require an increasing amount of 
attention and supervision. 


Appreciation 


1954 has been another year of accomplishment in the Sharon Public 
Schools. In spite of many obstacles, our young people, under the con- 
scientious guidance of a devoted staff, and supported by a citizenry 
which is willing to sacrifice, have made better than average progress. 
To them all I express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 


LAWRENCE E. PECK 


The Highway Department program for the year 1954 was planned 
to include several construction projects. The abnormal number of rainy 
days and the two hurricanes, Carol and Edna, necessitated the re- 
arrangement of all work for the remainder of the year. During the year, 
men and equipment from the Highway Department rendered assistance 
to the school, water, park and tree departments involving labor payrolls 
of approximately $7,000.00. Additional labor on hurricane work from 
this department amounted to over $12,000.00. An expenditure of 
$42,753.38 was handled by the Highway Department for the construc- 
tion of new roads, sidewalks, street signs, care of cemeteries and installa- 
tion of drainage. Highway maintenance, snow and ice, machinery repairs 
and sidewalk maintenance amounted to $75,733.88. 

The operating expenses such as vacations, holiday and sick leave pay, 
also maintenance of garage and equipment, are charged to the high- 
way maintenance account. 

Sharon, unfortunately for the taxpayer, has many miles of streets in 
need of rebuilding. Each year a portion of the highway maintenance 
appropriation has been used for the installation of drainage and recon- 
struction of roads that previously required extensive repairs annually. 

Sections of Oakland Road have broken up each year when the frost 
came out of the ground in the Spring. This year these areas were ex- 
cavated, gravelled and surfaced with asphalt. 

The following streets (or sections) were gravelled, graded and 
penetrated with bituminous material for the first time: Furnace Street 
from Wolomolopoag Street to Brown’s machine shop, Belcher Street 
from Mahoney farm to the Boyden residence, Highland Avenue, and 
Potter Avenue. There are approximately ten miles of unpaved roads in 
Sharon that need to be surfaced with a bituminous material. 

Surface treatments were applied on the following streets, using asphalt 
with a sand cover: Ames Street, Billings Street, Beach Street, Depot 
Street, East Street, East Chestnut Street, Glendale Road, Maskwonicut 
Street, Moose Hill Street, Mountain Street, Oakland Road, Pole Plain 
Road and Station Street. 

‘ A concrete pipe culvert was laid under Mountain Street near the Town 
ump. 
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Low land on Harold Street was filled in by a builder, damming up 
the surface water. Two catch basins were built and a pipe laid to 
discharge the surface water at the rear of the houses. 

Two catch basins were constructed on DeHart Avenue and connected 
by a pipe which empties near the railroad tracks. 

A concrete pipe was laid on Bullard Street near the Noyes residence, 
replacing an inadequate stone culvert. 

A temporary culvert was built on Pond Street near Ames Street where 
more drainage is needed. 

Approximately seventy feet of pipe and a manhole were installed on 
East Street across from Rock Ridge Cemetery in front of the new Huber 
home. 

The building of new homes necessitated most of the drainage projects. 

A dangerous corner at the intersection of Ames and East Street near 
the Country Club entrance was removed and the roadway surfaced. 

Bullard Street was widened near the high tension lines and the 
excavated material used for fill on North Main Street below the Mar- 
velli residence. 

The two hurricanes required the assistance of the entire Highway 
Department force. The Unit shovel, which was mounted on a recently 
acquired ten-wheel 1948 Sterling, rendered valuable service. The Quick- 
way backhoe, using the shovel boom with an Edison Light pole attached, 
served as a crane and with an improvised hook removed dangerous 
limbs which had fallen on Edison wires. The Utility companies stated 
that Sharon had service restored from three to five days earlier than 
would have been possible without the assistance of the Highway Depart- 
ment. Removing branches from the upper portion of trees where the 
limbs have become lodged is, at best, both difficult and dangerous with- 
out the use of proper equipment. 

The new Oliver Diesel 77 loader has proved very satisfactory and is 
used almost daily. 

The new D-6 Caterpillar Bulldozer, which replaced a 1925 model, has. 
performed magnificently and should serve the Town for a great many 
years. A major landscaping project in the rear of the Cottage Street 
School required the services of this machine for several weeks. 

A power pick-up street sweeper was engaged and proved to be very 
satisfactory. The routine sweeping of streets following sanding of ice in 
winter requires many hours of labor when swept by hand. The power 
sweeper was also used to clean streets in preparation for surface treat- 
ment. 

A 12” concrete pipe was laid between Maple Avenue and Tolman 
Street. This is part of a system which will connect with the Woodland 
Street drain and eventually empty into the Ames Street drainage line. 

Chapter 90 Maintenance funds were used for the following work: 
Resurfacing of North Main Street between Cobb’s Corner and Meadow 
Road with Class I bituminous concrete, extensive patching on North 
Main Street and on Norwood Street, stone covered asphalt treatment 
on Norwood Street at Waldheim corner and on South Main Street 
between East Foxboro Street and the Guillet residence, extension of the 
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South Main Street drain from Pole Plain Road to Norfolk Place, and 
installation of catch basin and drain on Norwood Street in front of the 
Hall residence. 


Chapter 90 Construction 

A section of East Foxboro Street between Beach Street and Lake Ave- 
nue was rebuilt. Approximately seven yards of ledge were drilled, blasted 
and removed. The width of the paved roadway was increased from fifteen 
to twenty-five feet. 

The new construction at the intersection of Norwood Street and Upland 
Road, with the exception of the paving machine, was accomplished by 
Town employees and equipment. The original plan for two-way travel 
on the new road was approved by the County Commissioners and the 
Board of Selectmen. The Massachusetts Department of Public Works 
changed the design to provide one-way traffic in each direction. 

The new road required over six thousand yards of fill. Material from 
the old gravel pit where the new station parking lot was built and from 
the Norwood Street sidewalk excavation was used on this project. 

All of the traveled way was surfaced with Type I bituminous concrete. 

One of the most dangerous conditions for pedestrian travel on Route 
27 was eliminated by the construction of the sidewalk on the new road 
to Pine Grove Avenue. 

Three traffic islands were constructed with granite curbing and filled 
with loam. The landscaping of islands, lawn area and bank slopes will 
be completed when weather permits. 


Street Signs 

Sixty-eight new aluminum street signs made at Charlestown State 
Prison were erected. New warning signs were located in accordance with 
Town and State regulations. 

The one hour parking signs in the square were replaced and heavier 
posts installed. The white lines were repainted. 

One hundred and forty-eight parking spaces were painted in the rail- 
road station area and a number of traffic signs erected. 


Sidewalk Construction 

The sidewalk construction program was started in January and con- 
tinued throughout the year. The walks in general have been constructed 
of bituminous concrete, laid from five to six feet in width and not less 
than two inches in thickness after rolling. A gravel base is necessary 
for proper drainage and support. 

The South Main Street sidewalk was continued from Garden Street to 
Mark Road. 

The Depot Street walk was completed from Station Street to the Co- 
operative Bank parking lot. 

The North Main Street walk was continued to the Marvelli residence. 

The Norwood Street sidewalk was constructed from Pine Grove Ave- 
nue to the Apgar residence. 

Preparatory work in this area required the relocation and removing 
of trees, excavation and fill of lawn areas, the relocation of drainage 
and the construction of retaining walls. 
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The section between the Apgar residence and Maskwonicut Street was 
partially excavated. Ledge and rock were encountered which will require 
drilling and blasting before being removed. 


Snow and Ice 

The removal of snow and ice during the Winter months did not pre- 
sent any unusual problems. There were only two important snow storms, 
one in January and the other in December. 

The ice storms, especially those which arrive at daybreak, present real 
problems. One application of salt and sand on the hills, curves and main 
roads (which in most surrounding towns are state maintained) requires 
several hours of time. The addition of more sidewalks enlarges the snow 
and ice contro! obligations. 

Seventy tons of salt and one hundred and ten tons of sand were used 
during the year. 

A new snow plow was purchased, replacing one twenty years old. 

The snow removal equipment was repaired and painted.

During 1954 there were 24 deaths and 2 births reported to the Board 
of Health. Other deaths and births of town residents occurred, for the 
most part, in hospitals in surrounding towns. 

This year 159 permits for building of cesspools, septic tanks, privy 
vaults and other sewage disposal were issued. 

A number of plans for housing developments were submitted for 
approval during the year, and of these, some were approved, and are in 
process of being developed or have been completed at this writing. 

Samples of water from Lake Massapoag were taken and tested bac- 
teriologically and were found to be suitable for bathing purposes.

WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT FOR 1954

To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 

Your Board of Water Commissioners herewith submit its Fifty-ninth 
Annual Report for the year ending December 31, 1954. The continuing 
growth of the Town has required additional facilities to assure an ade- 
quate supply of good water for domestic uses, as well as sufficient quan- 
tity at proper rates of flow to furnish adequate fire protection. 

During the year, a new one-million gallon capacity steel standpipe 
has been erected on the easterly side of Massapoag Avenue just south 
of Lakeview Street, and connecting mains installed to it. 
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In 1954, 8,864 feet of main have been laid on existing public ways 
by the Department, and one hundred and eighty-five (185) new services 
have been added. In addition, 9,035 feet of mains were furnished and 
laid by developers on sub-divisions. 

Additional pumping facilities have been provided at Station No. 3 so 
that we can expect a delivery of approximately one-thousand gallons 
per minute as compared with its previous capacity of four-hundred gal- 
lons per minute.

Now that we have a new standpipe on Massapoag Ave., it is necessary 
to provide at least a 10-inch force main all the way from the pumping 
Station No. 3 to it. In parts of East Foxboro St. and Lakeview St., six- 
inch mains were laid under the W.P.A. set-up years ago and on these 
sections, as well as at the Garden St. Railroad crossing, provision is 


made in our 1955 Budget for larger pipes. 


Your Board is looking forward to the time when we can extend our 
mains from the Massapoag Ave. standpipe to connect to the Mansfield 
St. area which is still served from Foxboro, at which time we can cease 
buying water from that Town. 


Your present Board has been in favor of the “Public Works” set-up 
which goes into effect next March and we desire to express our appre- 
ciation for the opportunity of serving the Town, especially during these 
days of rapid growth. We are sure that a more efficient handling of 
Town activities will result from this arrangement. 

The Town of Sharon is fortunate to have so capable a Superintendent 
as Otis S. Tolman and we feel that the Board of Selectmen and the new 
Superintendent of Public Works will find him, as well as the personnel 
under him, most capable, honest and efficient.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 
RUSSELL J. LUTZ 


Outstanding among the events of 1954 were the destructive hurricanes 
“Carol” and “Edna” occurring on August 31 and September 11 re- 
spectively. Widespread damage was caused to trees either by uprooting 
or from breakage. Few, if any, trees came through these storms un- 
scathed. Any complete appraisal of damage is impossible at this time 
because the full effects will not be manifest for some time to come. Many 
trees, even those that seemed to survive with only minor damage, have 
been weakened by the premature loss of foliage, hidden fractures which 
will serve as avenues for fungi attack and by loosened and disrupted 
root systems. Weather conditions and the degree of care given by way 
of sanitation pruning, feeding and spraying will, in a large measure, 
determine the fate of these injured trees. Extended Summer droughts 
in subsequent years could raise havoc and cause extensive losses. 

A great deal of credit is due the emergency line crews, the professional 
tree men, our own Highway Department and to the women of our 
Town who fed these men to keep them going at maximum efficiency 
for the prompt restoration of utility service following both hurricanes. 
Emergency methods were employed to restore service, which is as it 
should have been, and no concern was had for the manner in which 
broken and hanging limbs were removed from the wires. Little or no 
proper cutting or pruning was done during this time, consequently, much 
work remains to restore the trees to a healthy condition. 

Another important event in 1954 was the aerial spray program carried 
out in May and August. The first of these was a cooperative project by 
the Federal Government, the State and Municipalities for the control 
of the Gypsy moth throughout the Commonwealth. Timed as it was, 
midway between the blackfly and mosquito seasons, it effectively killed 
the remaining blackflies and it prevented the early hatch of mosquitoes. 
The second was a Town project principally for the control of mosquitoes 
and the Japanese beetle. Few, if any, of our citizens failed to appreciate 
the pleasure of working out-of-doors in the evenings, free of mosquitoes, 
for some time following the sprayings. The favorable comments and the 
unsolicited offers to support future sprays is evidence that we should 
commit ourselves to this type of program for the control of insect pests 
and for our own peace of mind. 

Few precautions are necessary during any spray program of this kind. 
The emulsified material used will spot laundry on the clothesline and 
it will also stain the polish on cars. These both can be prevented or 
remedied by prompt washing. It has been proved that the light concen- 
tration used is non-injurious to humans, household pets, livestock, birds, 
or even bees. It is lethal, however, to small fish, especially in stagnant 
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pools, such as backyard fish ponds and the like. In any body of water 
where the run-off is fairly rapid no injury to fish will result. In regards 
to livestock it is recommended that watering troughs be covered. or 
cleaned after spraying although no proof has been established that any 
injury will result if these precautions are not taken. There is no doubt 
that certain beneficial insects are killed along with the mosquitoes and 
other pests and that other injurious insects are immune but, at the 
moment, the aerial spray is the best and most effective means of con- 
trolling insect pests over large areas. 


Tree Department 


The financial requirements of the tree improvement and replacement 
program were, more or less, in balance with customary appropriations 
before the recent hurricanes hit. The extensive damage to roadside trees 
will necessitate larger funds for restoration and replacement work for 
some years to come. It is important that this work be undertaken imme- 
diately in order to promote healthy conditions and prolong the life of 
valuable trees. The sorry state of some of our older trees which are stag- 
headed and riddled with decay can be traced back to the hurricane of 
1938 and other wind and ice storms. We have been reaping the harvest 
of neglect from previous storms for some time and it is important that we 
recognize the need for immediate action to prevent a repetition of past 
mistakes. Money expended now for repairs will pay dividends in the 
form of healthier trees, fewer losses and lower maintenance costs in the 
future. A broken limb, like any wound left untreated, is subject to infec- 
‘tion and, in time, can cause the death of the entire tree. Wood destroying 
fungi that attack the sapwood, or the living portion of the tree, can 
cause death in a relatively short time, especially if the vascular system 
of the tree is involved. Those that attack the heartwood, or the structural 
portion of the tree, work more slowly but, in time, serve to weaken trees 
and menace the public safety. All broken limbs should be properly 
pruned back to the branch or trunk from which they stem in order to 
promote the growth of scar tissue and healing in the shortest possible 
time. Stubs or broken limbs rarely, if ever, heal over and serve as 
focal points for fungi attack. 


The tree planting program was continued with special emphasis on 
the new developments in the Bay Road area. Over seventy trees were 
set out including oak, maple, linden and flowering crabs. 

A new Christmas tree was set out in the square to replace the one 
which died. This one, a blue spruce, is nursery grown and should thrive 
better than the wilding trees used in the past. 


Dutch Elm Disease Control 


A dormant spray of 9% DDT emulsion was applied in April to all 
roadside elms for the control of the elm bark beetle. The aerial sprays 
applied in May and August served further to protect our elms from the 
bark beetle as well as from the leaf beetle. These sprays, together with 
favorable climatic growing conditions, gave the elms an unusually 
healthy appearance up until the time of the first hurricane. There were 
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a few losses attributed to the Dutch Elm Disease, but, by and large, we 
experienced a fairly clean record. 


The situation changed rapidly after the storms. Elm is notably wind- 
firm and consequently, very few of them toppled over but the extent of 
breakage in the tops was tremendous. On many of our specimen trees 
the smaller branches were practically stripped and the larger ones were 
wracked and twisted. There is little hope that the worst of these will 
survive another season. Extreme vigilance and the prompt attention to 
‘symptoms of disease must be the order of the day if we are to save 
any at all. 


Insect and Pest Control 


Effective control of all so-called “public nuisances” which include the 
Gypsy moth, canker worms, tent caterpillar and elm leaf beetle was 
accomplished by the aerial sprays in May and August. The entire Town 
was free of the familiar unsightly webs of the tent caterpillar. The elms 
were free of beetle defoliation and many housewives missed the annual 
Fall invasion of yellowish migrants (elm leaf beetle) which formerly 
moved in with them for the Winter months. 


The high population of Gypsy moths which was destined to strip the 
woodlands was completely checked. This was perhaps the most successful 
year in the control of destructive insects in recent history. A large share 
of the credit for this success is due the aerial spray program. Despite 
such widespread effectiveness, however, we must not be lulled into a 
sense of false security that air spraying is a panacea for all insect ills. 
The cost of including all of the necessary insecticides for universal con- 
trol would be prohibitive and the operation would be extremely wasteful 
of materials. Trees and plants infested with sucking insects such as lice, 
red spider and scale insects require special treatment. 


Another insect of mounting importance in our community is the 
Japanese beetle. This insect, although not classified by law as a nuisance, 
is perhaps the most bedeviling as far as the average home owner is 
concerned. It is practically omnivorous. It feeds on trees, especially elm, 
willow and linden, on vegetable and fruit crops and has a special pen- 
chant for the flower garden. Spot control by any homeowner or group 
of owners is futile. Any small area control is temporary because hordes 
of beetles will reinfest it from adjoining lands in a matter of a few days. 


It is hoped that the proposed air spray program in 1955 will produce 
effective relief from this insect. 


The rat control program was continued at the Town dump. Feeding 
stations were maintained and baited with warfarin each week. Active 
feeding was sporadic, indicating a high degree of control. The dump 
continues to be littered with garbage, which complicates and makes diff- 
cult any rat control program. 


Town dumps, at best, are unsanitary and archaic. Modern means of 
rubbish disposal should be explored and adopted. 


The poison ivy control program was continued along the public 
ways and in certain adjoining areas that are available to public use.

Safety-wise, the past Summer at the lake was an outstanding success.. 
That there were neither traffic nor: water accidents may be the result 
of several factors. The Board felt that promoting safety should be an 
important duty of a Park’s program. Therefore, Mr. Alexander Houston,, 
a Director of Water Safety for the American Red Cross, was invited 
to speak to the school children last May in anticipation of the coming 
swim season. A 15-mile speed limit was put into. effect at.the lake and 
cross-walks were painted opposite each gate at the Resident beach 
(cheers from many parents about this). The Water Department gen- 
erously installed a drinking fountain within the Resident beach which 
eliminated much running back and forth across the road. There was 
excellent cooperation from the Park Police, who were, on week-ends, 
under the direction of Mr. Robert Morway. Much credit is due the 
alert, conscientious lifeguard staff (some worked only part-time) manned 


by Jack Bresette, John Deltano, George Healy and Robert Reid. 


Further cooperation came from Mr., Peck and the Highway Depart- 
ment who, as always before, performed the maintenance work required 
at the lake. Following are a few more new things which were done: 
the parking area was re-designed to accommodate more cars more 
efficiently; posts were put in to designate entrance and exit to parking 
area; in cooperation with the Yacht Club the dangerous ledge opposite 
Corman’s Hotel was marked with buoys; 14 heavy metal barrels donated 
by Mr. Albert Corman were painted, equipped with handles and stenciled 
with the admonition to “Keep YOUR Beach Clean”; a telephone con- 
necting directly with the Highway and Police Departments was installed 
at the lifeguard tower; four new life preservers were purchased; the 
safe-swimming area was outlined with new rope and buoys; a launching 
area for all motor boats was built adjacent to the fenced-in area as a 
further safety precaution and the $500 for a new pier voted at the last 
town meeting had to be augmented from the regular Park Department 
budget so that the pier could be assembled and put into the water without 
further delay. 


By this time the budget, like all budgets, was beginning to show signs 
of strain. There were still, of course, the everyday, hum-drum chores to 
be done—picking up countless bottles and papers, emptying trash barrels, 
cleaning and maintaining the rest-rooms, constantly restocking the first- 
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aid kit (so many band-aids were used we suspect some children eat 
them between meals), putting an occasional load of sand on the beach, 
re-seeding the bare spots in the parking area to help keep the dust down 
and many others too numerous to name. 


A cooperative swim program headed by Jack Bresette of the Park 
Department and Frank Beveridge of the Sharon Civic Foundation Play- 
ground produced the following American Red Cross certificates: 10 
Senior Life-Savers; 24 Junior Life-Savers; 21 Intermediate Swimmers 
and 64 Beginners. It would be hard to decide who were more enthusi- 
astic over this program, the parents or the children. 


More rigid enforcement of the “No dogs allowed” rule was under- 
stood and appreciated by most people, as was the “No picnicing on 
Saturday, Sundays and holidays” rule. 


Approximate increases of 30% in the sale of beach tags and 20% 
in the sale of parking stickers over the previous year indicate that 
Sharon’s population is still on the upward trend and that thoughtful, 
constructive planning for its future lake program is imperative. This 
need for planning, however, extends beyond just the Summer season. 
Skiing, coasting and skating are sports which can be improved from the 
safety angle, if from no other, with a little organization and supervision. 


On the whole, the short but busy swim season was an interesting 
experience with a feeling that real progress had been made both in 
swimming and water-safety consciousness. Naturally, there were head- 
aches too. In order to set up an efficient work schedule for lifeguards, 
swimming instruction, policing, cleaning the beach and rest-rooms, a 
crystal ball or something similar would be a help. [If even the weather 
prophets prophesied wrongly so many times last Summer, what chance 
had amateurs? 


In closing, the Board wishes to acknowledge the cooperation of the 
following: the Police Department for use of its lifeboat; the desk men 
in the Police Department who cheerfully faced hordes of people who 
suddenly remembered on a hot week-end that they needed tags and 
stickers; Sacred Heart Camp for bringing its second raft a little closer 
to shore; the Greater Sharon Civic Association for donating one of its 
unused bus-stop shelters which was converted into a much needed storage 
house; Mr. Herman Richardson for his interest and advice; the Sharon 
Advocate for printing our weekly publicity releases and last, but not 
least, those parents who accompanied their children to the beach day 
after day and who took an active, helpful interest in what the Board of 
Park Commissioners are trying to do. 
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CIVIL DEFENSE 
RAYMOND F. BARLEY, Director 


The Sharon Civil Defense Organization again had the opportunity to. 
help during a natural disaster—hurricanes Carol and Edna. Last year 
the Worcester and Holden tornado area needed our assistance; this. 
year our chance to help was in our own town. 


We have added another unit to our Civil Defense set-up. A twenty-six- 
man rescue division in now going through the standard Red Cross First 
Aid Training Course. This will be followed by a ten-week rescue course 
by an instructor who has had federal training at Olney, Maryland. These 
trained men will then be available as first-aid men, auxiliary firemen, 
or for rescue work. 


The Sharon Heights Tower was again used as the Ground Observer 
Corps observation post. More personnel are needed for this service as 
we are manned only about 40 percent of the time. 


During the hurricane emergencies we found, because of power failure, 
a great need for a communication system and an electric generator. 
Because the town has grown tremendously, we require, for minimum 
protection, portable communicators to cover the thickly populated Sharon 
Heights, Queen Acres, Country Club and Massapoag areas. Portable 
electric generators are needed to give a “boost” to deep freeze units and 
to run the high school boilers in the event that large groups require 
emergency shelter due to loss of power. 


The fine spirit of cooperation between all town departments and the 
Civil Defense Organization is very much appreciated. We appreciate also 
the help from the citizens who are not in any way connected with a town 
department or with Civil Defense, but who gave a helping hand during 
Ge hurricanes to restore electrical and telephone service quickly to 

aron. 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
RICHARD C. CLARK, Chairman 


The Trustees of the Sharon Public Library submit herewith their 
seventy-fifth Annual Report, for the year 1954. 

For the past few years the theme of this report has been essentially 
the same: substantial increases in circulation of all classifications of 
books, in number of borrowers and in library services. Alas, dear reader, 
this year’s story is more of the same. 

Overall circulation jumped to 65,445, an increase of 23% over 1953. 
There were 730 more borrowers than ever before. Once again patronage 
of the Junior library leapt ahead. 
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What, you might well ask, are the trustees doing to gear the services 
of your library to these heavily increased demands? Each year we try 
to keep pace with expanding circulation by providing a larger number 
of new books. Next year will be no exception. We have also recommended 
that in 1955 we add to the number of weekly hours by opening the 
library Saturday morning, as well as in the afternoon and evening. We 
hope to extend to the new Heights Elementary School the same curb- 
service we have been providing to the Cottage Street School. We have a 
program in the making to utilize the income from certain funds, which 
have been left to the library over the years, to fill important gaps in the 
library’s stock of classics and reference books in all classifications. 

In reviewing the events of the past year we would be remiss if we 
did not express our gratification—and yours, we trust—over the fact 
that the big blows of last Fall almost completely spared the library 
property. While on the subject of material things, we point out that we 
have added a handsome—and we hope, functional—fence to the property. 
The outside appearance of the library was spruced up by a paint job on 
the trim and a refurbishing of the shrubbery. 

We were fortunate in having the same competent personnel staff as 
in 1953. Librarian Mildred Bolan, ably assisted by Mary Bell and Eva 
Dill, kept things moving smoothly and efficiently. Lester Salisbury once 
again took care of our maintenance requirements most satisfactorily.

Organization and Personnel: 


During the year 1954, several changes took place in the department’s 
organization. In May, Philip M. Whitney, formerly a Lieutenant of the 
Department, was appointed Chief, assuming the command formerly held 
by Robert J. McLean. At the same time, Fireman David Nash was 
appointed a permanent man, making two regular men on duty daytime, 
and one on the other two night shifts. Walter B. Roach remained Assist- 
ant Chief, in charge of supervision of equipment and station mainten- 
ance. Fireman George V. Roach was tendered a testimonial dinner in 
honor of his retirement May 1, 1954, after serving the Department for 
48 years. This is indeed a record for the townspeople to be proud of. 
The next appointment was that of William Dingman to Lieutenant, 
effective June 1. 


The three platoon system was continued, and has proved very effective. 
Most men are well equipped with the necessary firefighting coats, boots, 
helmets, and smoke masks. 


Apparatus and Engine House Equipment: 

All of the apparatus and its accessory equipment have been properly 
maintained throughout the year. The water tank on the 1935 Chevrolet 
brush truck had to be replaced, due to leaks, by a new and larger one. 
The ladder truck is now 25 years old, and I would certainly recommend 
replacing it in the near future. The possibility of a breakdown on 
answering an alarm could prove very disastrous. 

The filing cabinets, which were purchased a year ago, have been put 
to good use. All records of oil burners, bottle gas permits, etc., are 
easily accessible in case of fire or needed for other information. 


Operational Record: 

The Department has answered a total of 251 alarms during the year. 
Most of these have not been serious fires, with the exception of a large 
brooder-house on Mansfield St. The alarm record is as follows:

Aid calls, in addition, totalled 45. 

Drills were held throughout the year, with the men responding as to 
an actual fire. These were held at such spots as the schools, Summer 
camps, Sharon Box Co., the old Sanatorium property, etc. In October 
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a drill was held at the Sacred Heart School, in conjunction with the 
pupils being aroused and filing out of the building. This proved very 
helpful in ironing out possible future confusion between firemen and 
pupils. 

Several demonstrations on extinguishing oil fires were conducted at 
the town pit, plus smoke drills, and the use of masks. 


During the hurricanes Carol and Edna, the Department was kept busy 
supplying lights to workers, generators to stores for refrigeration, plus 
the distribution of dry ice. The 3,000 watt generator located in the 
station was put into service to supply lights, enable the fire alarm system 
to operate, and keep the fire and police radio in service. 


Miscellaneous: 


The Hose Coupling Team, which was organized last year, continued 
to win many meets throughout the State. The men certainly let sur- 
rounding towns know the efficiency of the Sharon Fire Department 
by bringing home the trophy in recognition of the 1954 Norfolk County 
Champs. 

Lieutenant Elliot Darrow did an excellent job as President of the 
Firefighters Association in its first full year of organization. Several 
activities were sponsored, including the Annual Ball, Fourth of July 
Firemen’s Rally, and this Fall a Barn Dance. The Association funds are 
used primarily for aid to fellow members, should the occasion arise. 


In summary, I am pleased to report that in my opinion the Sharon 
Fire Department is well organized and operating efficiently. 


Remember to secure a permit for all outside fires and to be extremely 
careful in the woods. There is a lot of dried out brush, due to the 
hurricanes lying around, so keep in mind that the best fire is the fire 
that’s out. 
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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
EGITTO T. LAVEZZO, Chief 


During the year 1954, there were a total of eighty-three (83) auto 
accidents. Thirty-seven (37) of these accidents were accidents involving 
both personal injuries and property damage in which fifty-seven (57) 
persons were injured. Forty-six (46) were accidents involving property 
damage only. 

The Department, during said year, responded to eighty-four (84) 
emergency ambulance calls for transportation of patients to various 
hospitals and also responded to emergency calls from both doctors and 
citizens requesting the use of police inhalator. 

On traffic, a survey was made regarding speed traveled on certain 
streets. This survey was made for the sole purpose of making a thorough 
study in graduated speed zones throughout the Town. This was made 
possible by the combined efforts of the Board of Selectmen, State De- 
partment of Public Works, the Highway Department and the Police 
Department. 

On safety, periodical safety notices were published in the Sharon Ad- 
vocate for the benefit of motorists. School safety programs were carried 
out with the full cooperation of the School Department and the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles.

General Relief 


During the year there were 9 general relief cases; of these 5 were 
family groups and 4 were individuals living alone. At the present time, 
this Department is boarding out 1 child through the Children’s Aid 
Association. A number of times during the year we appealed to the 
Salvation Army to assist us in providing special needs and our appeals 
were never rejected. Many thanks to the Salvation Army for their kind 
cooperation. 

The total expenditures for General Relief in 1954 amounted to 
$4,140.07, which includes payments to other Towns. We received from 
other Cities and Towns and State $359.02 for cases with settlements 
outside the Town of Sharon. 


Old Age Assistance 

During the year this category aided 72 recipients; of this number 8 
were closed by death and 3 by transfers. We received 20 applications for 
Old Age Assistance during the year. Of these, 9 applications were re- 
jected and 11 were approved. The grants made directly to the people 
amounted to $61,940.20 and of this amount the Town’s share was 
$12,214.46. In addition, we paid $792.96 to other Cities and Towns on 
the basis of the settlement laws and we have billed other Cities and Towns 
for $937.22. In 1955 we will have $1,471.68 in Federal Grants remaining 


available for use. 


Aid to Dependent Children 
Aid to Dependent Children started the year with 9 families with a total 
of 35 children. At the present time we have 6 families with 18 children. 
The total cost for this type of aid amounted to $14,232.98. The Town’s 
share of this cost was $4,429.35. 


Reimbursements and recoveries from individuals amounted to $220.00. 


Disability Assistance 
Disability Assistance aided 1 case during the year at a cost of $493.40.

It is the opinion of the Board that the past year, 1954, has been one 
of accomplishment and satisfaction in its various attainments and 
responsibilities. 

With the final of three steps in re-zoning of 1953 having been accom- 
plished, the zoning By-Laws of the Town were revised accordingly, with 
the amendments codified. These were tabulated, indexed and reprinted 
in a new pamphlet of the By-Laws and Zoning By-Laws of the Town of 
Sharon dated November 1, 1954. 

The official street map of the Town was brought up to date, incor- 
porating all changes in ways effected to date; all new streets, and accepted 
street layouts were included. Mr. Richard Chase devoted many hours 
delving into the records, plats, filed surveys both of the Town and at 
the Registry of Deeds in Dedham in quest of information needed to so 
successfully carry through this project to completion. The assistance 
given the Board through Mr. Chase was most generous and courteous, 
without which this effort could never have been accomplished. The Board 
wishes to extend to all its sincerest thanks. The work map was then inked 
on cloth and a number of copies have been run off, the amount of which 
is limited by available funds. This official street map will be kept up to 
date on a year to year basis, showing such changes which come about 
within the year. 

The Rules and Regulations of the Planning Board, which were last 
printed subsequent to their adoption February 7, 1952, were revised, 
enlarged and have been reprinted. These contain certain changes and 
clarifications of the various elements covered by this publication includ- 
ing several new plates on curbing and road cross-sections. Also included 
is a chapter under the heading, “Regulations Pertaining to Public Build- 
ings.” Although this publication primarily summarizes existing regula- 
tions pertaining to land subdivision, it is felt that within the scope of 
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powers vested in the Board by the By-Laws of the Town relative to 
public buildings and with the probable increased need for public build- 
ings, the inclusion of such a chapter is in order. 


The Board is very pleased to announce it has retained Mr. Joseph C. 
Gray, A.I.P., A.I.A., Town and City Planner, to lend his valuable experi- 
ence and knowledge in assisting with the commencement of study plans 
of land usage in the Town. With the aid of studies and maps of now 
existing land throughout the Town and its associated economical and 
financial correlations, coupled with the trends and changes experienced 
within certain time increments, the Board will be best qualified to offer 
invaluable planning assistance to all departments, government groups 
and Town committees. As this service is intensified under these studies, 
the costly need for yearly creation of various new committees to report 
to the Town on land usage, items of Town planning, site locations, area 
development services, etc., will diminish appreciably. Mr. Gray has also 
been retained in a secondary capacity as consultant to the Board in 
matters such as subdivisions, reports, and surveys before the Board, and 
in this capacity attends all its meetings. 


This year, there has been a lesser amount of subdivisions brought 
before the Board. Of these, the type of residence and general character 
typifying the majority of approved subdivisions has seemed to be of a 
more satisfactory nature. The street layouts, and provisional patterns 
for the eventual carry through of existing throughways in the event of 
further development in those areas has been stressed. The rearrangement 
and replanning suggestions requested of the Subdivider by the Board 
were adhered to in the approved plats. 


The following subdivisions were approved: 


1. Roberta Road: off Walpole Street and South Main Street: 
Single residence “B” district: 12 Building lots. 

2. Old Post Road: Between Walpole and South Walpole Streets: 
Single residence “A” district: 20 Building lots. 

3. Brook Road, Extension: 
Single residence “B” district: 8 Buildings lots. 

4. Off Gorman Drive: 


Single residence “B” district: 5 lots. 


Several reports on various subjects were issued to the cognizant 
authority as follows: 


A. Reassignment of Property use of a parcel of land from Park 
function to High School usage. 

B. Improvement and development of Town owned parcel parallel 
to South Main and adjacent to the Sharon Heights Elemen- 
tary School. 

C. Hammershop Pond and adjacent property for acquisition by the 
Town for park use. 


Certain additional studies are being made by the Board with the 
guidance of Mr. Gray, Town Planner. These are of a complex nature and

must of necessity require considerable research, as well as actual planning 
coordination. The subjects of these studies are: 


1. The proposed addition to Single Residence District “A.” 
2. Rezoning for inclusion of Industrial Districts. 

3. Development of and replanning of Lake sites for bathing. 
4. Park and play areas throughout the Town. 


A member of the Board has been in attendance for the few meetings 
held by the School Expansion Committee. A survey was made of pre- 
school age children by streets and age in an effort to predict future 
trends in school attendance. The Board informed the Committee of the 
proposed and approved subdivisions with the number of lots involved. 


It was with the deepest possible regret that the Board accepted the 
resignation in December of Mr. Henry P. Kendall, whose untiring interest 
in sound planning for the Town has been a constant inspiration to those 
on the Board. It is felt that the appointment of Mr. Lyman A. Keith to 
fill this vacancy will be of inestimable value to the Board and to the Town 
as his background in financial and economic matters will complement 
the varied talents and capacities of those already on the Board.

Emblazoned on the seal of the Town of Sharon are representations of 
its natural beauty and its historic importance. The heights of Moose Hill 
and the pleasant vista of Lake Massapoag, along with the gun house of 
the Sharon Artillery Company and crossed cannon were chosen by the 
designer, Solomon Talbot, as most descriptive of the Town. 


It was here that the first cannon ever made in America were cast from 
native bog iron by Edmund Quincy and Col. Richard Gridley. 


Famed colonial hero Paul Revere was no stranger to the town, and in 
1811 he cast the bell of the First Meeting House which stood on the site 
of the Unitarian Church. It was in that Meeting House that the settlers 
chose Job Swift as their representative to the Faneuil Hall Convention 
in 1768 and to the Provincial Congress in 1775.

This Board has tried during the current year to provide the Town 
efficient and progressive administration of its activities. We have carried 
out the directives of the Town’s annual and special town meetings and 
have met such other, and developing, needs as could properly be taken 
care of within the appropriated budgets. We have also tried to anticipate 
the Town’s future needs and to recommend action to cope with future 
problems. We have had the continued benefit of faithful and efficient 
service from our Town employees, and we have made promotions to the 
extent feasible, and when deserved. New appointments have been made 
on the basis of ability and experience from those available. 


The recent, and continuing, growth of the Town has presented further 
problems of Town management and municipal finance. More residents 
and more homes mean more, or expanded, Town facilities and services. 
Some of us may be inclined to think of the growth problem in terms of 
more school-rooms, more teachers, more school expense — and nothing 
else. The problem has many more consequences, however. New roads 
must be constructed and maintained. Old ways must be widened and 
improved. Street drainage systems become over-taxed and inadequate, as 
building increases. Water consumption, because of the many new 
services, reaches the point where, in the lawn-watering season, fire pro- 
tection becomes endangered. The question arises — shall water be 
metered, so that each householder pays for what he uses? Or shall the 
Town invest more thousands in its water plant so that all who wish may, 
without risk to the public, run their sprinklers for 24 hours per day? 
How shall the expanding needs of our protective services — fire and 
police — best be met? These are some of the most important, but far 
from all, of the problems which Sharon faces today. 


Considerable progress was made during the year in coping with our 
problems. The new Sharon Heights Elementary School was completed, 
dedicated, and put into use in September. At the same time, an extensive 
sidewalk construction program in the immediate vicinity of the school 
was completed, as a safety measure for the children attending the school. 
Ground was also broken for the new High School, off Ames and Pond 
Streets, and drainage installations at the site were practically completed. 
The new Police Station and Garage was in the process of construction at 
the end of the year and will be finished early in 1956. New and larger 
mains were installed between Pumping Station No. 2 and the new water 
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standpipe off Massapoag Avenue. Improved layouts were made of several 
older, and important, ways in the Town, so that future building along 
these ways will not confront the Town with the dilemma of either 
building crooked and dangerous highwa's or paying exorbitant damages 
for houses already in place where the road should be. 


The many duties and responsibilities of the Selectmen were carried 
out at their regular weekly meetings, and in addition, at many special 
and joint meetings held with other Town Boards and Committees dealing 
with subjects of specific or general concern to the Selectmen. 


Personnel changes within the Town government framework during the 
year included the following: 


On April 1, Mr. Lawrence E. Peck, who had served efficiently and 
faithfully as Highway Surveyor for more than 13 years, and whom the 
Board had appointed Superintendent of Streets in the newly-formed 
Department of Public Works, resigned and later accepted the position of 
Superintendent of Public Works of the Town of Franklin, Massachusetts. 


On May 1, Mr. Clinton Kellogg was appointed Town Counsel, suc- 
ceeding Mr. Paul A. Sykes. Mr. Sykes, who had served very ably in the 
position for more than a decade, continues as Special Town Counsel in 
matters involving litigation. 


The Town was saddened by the untimely death, in November, of 
Town Treasurer Harry L. Cheney, whose record of faithful and efficient 
service extended over a period of nearly fifteen years. Mr. Maurice F. 
Kelly was designated by the Board to serve as Town Treasurer until the 
March, 1956 town elections. 


Public Works Department 


The most significant improvement affecting the Town in 1955 was the 
establishment, effective March 7, of the New Public Works Department, 
under the direction of Mr. Russell J. Lutz, Superintendent. Consolidated 
into the new Department were the formerly independent Highway, Water, 
Tree and Park Departments, and, in addition, a number of other Town 
service functions. A first step in the departmental organization involved 
the appointment of supervisors and foremen, and the delegation to them 
of specific responsibilities. Unified control of work-assignments and 
equipment-use also contributed to improved efficiency in, and_ better 
coordination of, Town services. 


Although much has already been accomplished, we look forward to 
even more significant improvements during the coming year. The new 
Department is not yet established in its proposed permanent, and central, 
headquarters in the Town Hall. Unavoidable delays in the new Police 
Station building schedule also delayed establishment of the Public Works 
office. That office, which will be on the first floor of the Town Hall, 
and occupy, in part, the present Police Department space, will contain 
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permanent and accessible files of maps and plans, available for public 
inspection. A permanent staff will be on duty during usual business 
hours, to answer inquiries, assist townspeople and others in matters 
affecting Public Works activities, and maintain the records and routine 
of the office. It is hoped that the space to be used for the new office can 
also be so arranged as to accommodate, more adequately than is now 
possible, public hearings before the Selectmen, Planning Board and other 
committees. 


Hurricane Damage 


For the second consecutive year, it is necessary to include references in 
this report to hurricane damage. 


The Town’s expenses in connection with 1954’s two hurricanes, Carol 
and Edna, were reimbursed to us, practically in full, by the State and 
Federal governments during 1955. 


The current year’s hurricane, Diane, which produced extremely heavy 
flood damage, was also costly in terms of both money and time. We 
expect again, however, to receive substantially full reimbursement for 
Town monies which had to be spent. The physical burden of cleaning 
and repair was promptly and efficiently undertaken and completed by the 
Public Works Department. The most costly and time-consuming phase 
of the work was the rebuilding of roads and culverts which literally had 
been washed away. Particularly serious were the North Main Street, 
Fast Street, Billings Street and New Haven Railroad embankment wash- 
outs which occurred. 


Hurricane Diane, like its predecessors Carol and Edna, was highlighted 
by important public service contributions of many of our citizens. Mr. 
Russell Lutz, who was appointed special supervisor of repair work, and 
coordinated his Department’s activities with those of the United States 
Corps of Army Engineers, deserves high praise for the additional burdens 
which he assumed and discharged so creditably. Mr. Arthur E. Collins, 
Town Clerk and Accountant, was again appointed liaison officer between 
the Town and the Commonwealth with respect to accounting and reim- 
bursement matters, and spent many hours in the efficient discharge of 
this added responsibility. Almost without exception, the Town’s regular 
officers and employees were required to devote additional time to their 
work because of the emergency conditions, and their cooperative and 
helpful attitude was much appreciated. Especially deserving of mention 
was the excellent service which was rendered throughout the emergency 
period by the Town’s volunteer Civil Defense Department, under the 
capable direction of Mr. Raymond F. Barley. 


Sharon has ample reason to be proud of the elected and appointed 
officials of the Town, with whom it is our pleasure to work. We know 
that we speak for the Town as a whole in expressing appreciation of 
their loyalty and efficient service to the Town during 1955.

Voted unanimously: That the Town authorize, in com- 
pliance with Acts of 1955, the transfer for school building and school 
use, a certain portion of park land now owned by the Town and known 
as Veterans Memorial Park, and shown on Plan ‘Plan of Memorial Park 
and Memorial Parkway laid-out for Park Purposes by the Planning Board 
of the Town of Sharon (acting as Park Commissioners) dated April 16, 
1946, surveyed and drawn March 30, 1946 by the Schuyler Clapp Com- 
pany’ filed as Plan 372 for the year 1946 in Plan Book 137 in the 
Norfolk County Registry of Deeds, which portion is shown and described 
on a plan entitled “Plan of Land in the Town of Sharon, Norfolk 
County, Massachusetts, dated January 20, 1955, Scale 1” - 100’, The 
Schuyler Clapp Co., Braintree, Mass.” viz:

Voted: That the sum of 
$2,000,000.00 be raised and appropriated for the purpose of constructing 
and equipping a High School on Pond Street, substantially in accordance 
with the plans and specifications presented by the committee to supervise 
the preparation of working plans and specifications and that to meet said 
appropriation the sum of $37,475.00 be raised in the tax levy of the 
current year, the sum of $42,525.00 be transferred from available funds 
in the Treasury, and that the Treasurer, with the approval of the Select- 
men, be and hereby is authorized to borrow from time to time the sum 
of $1,920,000.00; of which sum the amount of $500,000.00 shall be 
borrowed under the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General Laws and 
the amount of $1,420,000.00 shall be borrowed under the provisions of 
Chapter 645 of the Acts of 1948, as amended, all of said bonds to 
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mature in not more than 20 years from their date or dates; and that a 
Committee of five members, consisting of the Superintendent of Schools, 
ex-officio, Charles T. Bradley, Leaman C. Gilbert, Richard Hosmer, 
Robert R. Rich and David M. Smith, to be known as the building com- 
mittee of the High School on Pond Street and be hereby instructed, 
authorized and empowered to supervise, construct and equip and enter 
into all contracts and agreements necessary to construct and equip the 
School as aforesaid. Said Committee shall choose its own chairman and 
fill any vacancies in the Committee. Votes in the affirmative, 445; votes 
in the negative, 1. A standing vote. 


Article 39. Voted: That the committee known as the Building Com- 
mittee of the High School on Pond Street be and hereby is instructed to 
amend the plans and specifications for the constructing and equipping of 
the high school on Pond Street to include an auditorium with a seating 
capacity of 1,200 persons instead of the auditorium with a seating capacity 
of 700 persons and that the sum of $150,000.00 be raised and appro- 
priated to cover costs of same, and that to meet said appropriation the 
sum of $10,000.00 be raised in the tax levy of the current year, and that 
the Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen be and hereby is 
authorized to borrow the sum of $140,000.00 under authority of and in 
accordance with provisions of Chapter 645 of the Acts of 1948 as 
amended and Chapter 44 of the General Laws, and to issue bonds or 
notes of the Town therefor payable in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 44 of the General Laws so that the whole loan shall be paid in 
not more than twenty years from the date of issue of the first bond or 
note, and that the Building Committee of the High School on Pond 
Street, be hereby instructed, authorized, and empowered to supervise, 
construct and equip and enter into all contracts and agreements necessary 
to construct and equip the school as aforesaid. Votes in the affirmative, 
372; votes in the negative, 15. A standing vote. 


Article 40. Voted: That the School Building Expansion Committee 
elected at the annual Town Meeting of 1952 be continued until the 
annual Town Meeting of 1956 to investigate and make recommendations 
by reports to be submitted not later than said meeting concerning the 
need, desirability and form of an appropriate school building program 
for the Town. Committee: Stanley T. Dingman, Robert L. Burch, Mrs. 
Mary Carroll, Bernard J. Masterson, Samuel Sacks, the Superintendent of 
Schools ex-officio, and one each designated by the membership of the 
following committees: Board of Selectemen, Warrant Committee, School 
Committee and the Planning Board. 


Article 41. Moved: That the Town raise and appropriate $250.00 
for the purpose of accepting and adopting the layout of Ames Court from 
its present terminus to Beach or Gunhouse Street, and that there be 
transferred from available funds the sum of $250.00 for this acceptance. 


Motion to amend to read: That the Town raise and appropriate $250 
for the purpose of extending the layout of Ames Court from its present 
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terminus to Beach or Gunhouse Street, and that there be transferred 
from available funds the sum of $250.00 for this purpose, carried. Voted: 
As amended. 


Article 42. Voted: To indefinitely postpone this article. (Article 
called for adoption of a portion of Lyndon Road.) 


Article 43. Voted: That the appropriations made at this annual 
Town Meeting, together with all lawful sums to be paid this year, be 
raised by a tax upon the polls and estates of the inhabitants of the Town 
of Sharon and the taxable property of the non-residents, and that the 
sums raised from the State Income Tax on intangible property be deducted 
from the gross appropriations for the year. 


Voted: That this meeting be officially adjourned. Meeting dissolved 
at 12:08 A. M., March 15, 1955.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


* 


To the Members of the School Committee and the Citizens of Sharon: 


I am pleased to present my sixth Annual Report, which will be devoted 
almost exclusively to a recording of the growth, since 1950, of Sharon’s 
school enrolment and how it has been met by the citizens of the town. 


It is not news that most towns and cities in Massachusetts, indeed in 
the entire United States, have experienced a population increase since the 
close (in 1945) of World War II. The Federal Census Bureau pre- 
dicted as late as 1945 that the population of the United States would 
reach 165,000,000 no earlier than the year 2000. That figure was reached 
in May, 1955! Birth rates have been, and remain, unusually high. Sharon 
has been no exception. 
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But Sharon, since 1950, has in addition to normal growth as the result 
of a higher birth rate, grown as a result of the accelerated “move to the 
suburbs.” This is the area in which Sharon has far outstripped all but a 
very few Massachusetts communities — a phenomenal sixty-one percent 
gtowth from January 1950 to the same date in 1955. At the same rate, 
the population of the United States would now be 244,000,000! 


Great as has been the growth in the town as a whole, even greater has 
been the rate of growth in school population. This is accounted for by 
two factors: 


(1) A high proportion of young families have moved to Sharon. 
Their children are of school age, or younger. 


(2) A very high proportion of our children are enrolled in the local 
public schools. Whereas about 16% of the State’s total popula- 
tion is enrolled in the public schools, 24% of Sharon’s total 


population are local public school pupils. 


The following graph shows that from October 1, 1950, to October 1, 
1955, the increase in our school population was 95%. 


Enrollment 
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More pupils mean more teachers. Sharon has met the challenge. The 
Sharon School Committee, seeking to provide an educationally sound 
teacher-pupil ratio of not over 1 to 25 in the primary grades, not over 
1 to 30 in the middle grades, and not over 1 to 25 at the high school 
level, has for the last several years recommended the employment of 
eight to ten additional teachers each year. In addition, we have added 
two elementary school principals, three additional full or part-time secre- 
tarics, four additional full or part-time janitors, and two former part- 
time teachers now teaching full-time. 


The 88% increase in instructional personnel is indicated below: 
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Pupils transportation 1945 -1955 


A very large number of the new homes built in Sharon since 1950 have 
been distant from established school buildings, thus necessitating increased 
pupil transportation. The increase in this area, in spite of the opening of 
the new Sharon Heights Elementary School, has been 100%, as evidenced 
by: 
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In Costs 


To meet the increasing needs of the constantly increasing number of 
pupils in the Sharon Public Schools, the School Committee has each year 
recommended, and the citizens have voted, larger and larger school bud- 
gets. Although on a per-pupil cost basis Sharon is considerably below the 
State average, current operating expenses have risen by 141% since 1950.

In Classrooms 


Perhaps the most striking result of Sharon’s tremendous growth has 
been the necessity for increased school housing. 


School Building Expansion Committee 


The School Committee in 1951 and 1952, recognizing the enormity of 
the task and realizing that the need for additional classrooms affected 
everyone in Sharon, wisely recommended the establishing of a School 
Building Expansion Committee, with broad representation, to recommend 
to the School Committee, and to the town, a sound program of school 
building. 


The School Building Expansion Committee in its four years of existence 
has held scores of meetings and made dozens of field trips and popula- 
tion studies in performing in a most satisfactory manner its appointed 
tasks, which have been many. As might be expected from a Committee 
of such highly respected and capable Sharon citizens, its recommenda- 
tions have always been in the best interests both of the children of Sharon 
and of a well-planned and orderly increase in school facilities. None of 
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its recommendations have been made carelessly or without sufficient study 
and advice, and as a consequence all have been accepted by the town.

School Building Committees 


Better than anyone else in Sharon, because it has been my privilege to 
work so continuously and closely with them, I can observe and appreciate 
how fortunate our town has been in its four school building committees. 
I know how all of the committee members have donated hundreds of 
hours of valuable time to committee meetings, to visiting other school 
buildings, to the wise selection of architects, to seeking and weighing 
advice of expert consultants, to studying hundreds of pages of specifica- 
tions and architectural drawings, to making decisions of long-term and 
far-reaching import to the town. Few, if any, towns have been better 
represented by such capable and devoted citizens. Without exception, 
they have striven first to provide for the children of Sharon school build- 
ings which would make possible a sound modern educational program. 
In every instance the resulting building has been one of which the town 
is proud — in every sense a school building. 


Cottage Street School 


The first answer to Sharon’s school housing shortage was the con- 
struction of a twelve-room elementary school completed and occupied in 
December 1951.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


RUSSELL J. LUTZ, Superintendent 


The Department of Public Works came into being on March 7, 1955. 
It provided for a single administrative head of all so-called “service” 
activities of the Town under the direction of the Selectmen, who com- 
prise the Board of Public Works. These activities include the province of 
roads, water, parks, trees and allied pest-control programs and miscellanea 
such as building inspection, care of cemeteries, Chapter 90 construction 
and maintenance, street lighting, street layouts, Town Hall maintenance, 
and the like which, heretofor, were the responsibility of the Selectmen. 


This first year has been one of orientation and slow change. Heads 
of departments who formerly worked under autonomous control, were 
naturally apprehensive and somewhat distrustful of the new regime, and 
these feelings were, in varying degrees, transmitted down the line to 
their employees. : 


No thinking person would venture to recommend or insist on any 
immediate radical change in any organization with which he is unfamiliar. 
A thorough study of the existing structure as to its physical make-up, 
its present capabilities and its potential, must precede any intelligent 
recommendations for change. 


One department head resigned at the outset and it became necessary 
to fill this vacancy. This was done from the ranks of the department. 
As time went on, and it was found that there were no dismissals, and 
certain pecuniary inequalities had been adjusted, and foremen were 
appointed on merit to handle different types of work and authority for 
work was delegated and personal initiative was stressed, tension gradually 
disappeared. In time all departments moved under a single roof at the 
Highway Garage. It was gratifying to witness one department willingly 
rearranging its gear and personal belongings into smaller quarters to 
make room for another. Thus, central control and interdepartmental 
integration of men and machinery became easy. Work schedules were 
arranged to minimize conflict for machinery. 


Headquarters for the Department were planned at the Town Hall in 
the space now occupied by the Police Department. The delay in the 
building of the new Police Station forestalled the establishment of perma- 
nent quarters for the Department, and gave me a chance to spend a 
large part of the year in the field getting acquainted with the Town and 
to gain a better perspective of the job ahead. 


In addition to regular duties, this Department serves as a consultant 
and “watchdog” to the Planning Board. We determine the amount of 
the performance bond on each development and inspect all stages in 
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construction of roads, utilities and houses to ensure the adherence to 
Board specifications. Further, we cooperate with and perform services 
for other Town Departments, especially the School and Fire Departments. 


No doubt there is a question in the minds of people in certain quarters 
as to whether the Department of Public Works has justified the Town’s 
action in establishing it. It is too early to predict with certainty what 
the full benefits will be in the end, but if the start is any criteria of final 
results, it is safe to assume that the Town will be well reimbursed. 
Benefits will not necessarily come in savings in budget allowances, because 
the cost of municipal services, like the cost of all other public services, is 
going up. Savings will come from greater efficiency in the use of men 
and equipment. That is, the Town will get more services per unit dollar 
spent than under the old system of autonomous departmentalism. There 
are savings from increased purchasing power. Equipment and tools are 
pooled for common use, and petty departmental jealousies, which cause 
waste, ill-feelings and inefficiency, are eliminated. 


All disasters are not without recompense. The flood caused by the 
heavy rains of August 18th and 19th, did more to cement the unity of 
this Department than any other single factor. The Town suffered serious 
damage both to personal and public property, and all available men in 
this Department worked willingly and without rest or sleep at the outset 
for upwards of thirty-six hours to hold these losses as low as possible

and to restore travel on the public ways. All hands and all equipment 
were pooled to the common cause. Private houses were pumped out and 
raging gaps in our roads were sandbagged and filled in short order. The 
unselfish devotion to duty that these men showed during this emergency 
is deserving of the highest praise. Equal credit is due other Town depart- 
ments and our local contractors and truckers who gave unselfishly of 
themselves and their equipment to help. Outstanding among these are 
the Fire and Police Departments and their auxiliaries; Richard Jones, 
Sharon; John Morandi, Sharon; Thomas Flaherty, Norwood; Arthur 
Fisler, Sharon and Mario Morandi, Sharon. 


No one individual nor any single division can take credit for the fine 
performance of the Department in this task, and many others performed 
during the year 1955. It was the coordinated efforts of all hands. It is a 
Department which is deserving of great public pride. 


THE HIGHWAY DIVISION 
C. F. WILLIAMS, In Charge 


The Highway Department was reorganized on April 1st and C. F. 
Williams was appointed in charge. Fred Markt was appointed Assistant 
Superintendent, Fred Brauneis, foreman in charge of Construction, Pat 
Murray, foreman in charge of maintenance and Jim Leighton, foreman in 
charge of trees.

Graded baseball diamond at Ames St. Playground. 

Installed 150’ curbing on Dunbar St. 

Built retaining walls and completed other land damage claims on 
Norwood St. 

Graveled and graded Town Dump. 
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Outstanding among the events of 1955 was the flood caused by the 
heavy rains of August 18th and 19th. All available resources of the 
Department and what outside help that could be mustered were con- 
centrated to repair damage along the public ways and to help all indi- 
viduals whose property was badly washed. 


We experienced countless minor washouts on roads and five major 
ones. These latter ones were located on Moose Hill St., on North Main 
St., on East St., on Billings St. and on Canton St. Temporary repairs 
were made in the beginning and all roads were open to traffic within 
two days. Permanent repairs were started later on but these were not 
finished due to the pressure of other work and the early onset of winter 
weather. Final repairs will be continued when weather permits in the 


spring.

The full estimate of damage to roads and drains cannot be determined 
until spring. Certain sections of roads were undermined but showed no 
displacement on the surface. Frost action this winter will make evident 
such defects. 

An emergency fund was set up at the time of the flood by the Select- 
men to pay the costs of the repairs. It is expected that most of the money 
spent, if not all, will be reimbursed the Town by either the Army Corps 
of Engineers or from Massachusetts Flood Relief Funds. 
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WATER DIVISION 


OTIS S. TOLMAN, In Charge 


The Water Department has fulfilled all of its construction commit- 
ments for the year 1955. The principal project was the completion of 
a 10” force drain from Pumping Station No. 3 on Farnham Road to the 
new Massapoag Standpipe. This link in the water system provides an 
additional million gallons of water storage. Other extensions to the 
Mains were put in on Richards Ave., Henry St., Bruce Rd., and Edgehill 
Rd. Developers extended mains or laid new ones on the following roads: 
Brook Rd., Paul Revere Rd., Stoneybrook Rd., Winslow Rd., and West 
Rd., Lyndon Rd., Hampton Rd., Wilshire Rd., Franklin Rd. and Gabriel 
Rd. A total of 106 new services was tapped into the system. 


Because of its abundance, water like many other gratuitous gifts of 
nature, is taken lightly by the average citizen. Discounting the water 
that may seep into his cellar during heavy rains, his only concern is 
when, for one reason or another, it fails to come out of the tap when 
it is turned on. As a town, we are very wasteful of water. The records 
show that in 1955 we used over 90 gallons per capita per day, or about 
320 gallons per household per day. This is nearly three times normal 
usage. During the peak month of July, we used an average of over 
200 gallons per capita per day, or something over 700 gallons per 
household per day. 


Water is plentiful enough in Sharon but it is an expensive service to 
provide it in limitless quantity to every household in town, especially if 
a large share is wasted. The taxpayers must pay for this needless waste. 
Plentiful as it is, our wells will only produce so much water and our 
ability to provide water is limited by the capacity of our plant to pump 
and the size of mains to deliver. Neither of these is adequate to continue 
to supply water at the rate we did in 1955, if we continue to grow — and 
grow we will. Get by as we did in 1955, at one point in July we had 
less than 400,000 gallons of water in reserve despite the fact that both 
pumping stations were operating at maximum output and around the 
clock. Had we had a big fire at the time that required a lot of water, 
we would have been completely helpless to supply the demand. 


We have enough pumping capacity and storage to supply the Town 
with water for many years to come, provided we can regulate use and 
stop the needless waste. This can best be done by metering all services. 
It has been the experience of countless communities throughout the 
United States that metering does conserve water and brings down con- 
sumption to a normal level. The pocketbook nerve is the most sensitive 
in the human body and under universal metering every customer has an 
incentive to conserve on the use of water. 
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Some of the benefits that accrue under universal metering are as 
follows: 


1. Waste has been stopped and unsuspected sources of loss are quickly 
located and stopped, viz. leaky faucets, toilets, etc. 


2. The useful life of equipment has been prolonged and pumping costs 
are reduced. 


3. Additional pumping facilities and new reserves are made unnecessary 
or deferred for many years. 


4, Service and customer relations have been improved. 


5. The water system has been made self-supporting and the bonded 
indebtedness reduced. 


6. Revenue has been increased and a surplus created. 


We must choose betwen conservation and metering or waste and 
increasing costs to expand our physical plant.

DIVISION OF PUBLIC BEACHES 
LEON HELLER, In Charge 


The management of lake activities, heretofor the responsibility of the 
elected Park Commissioners, was put under the Department of Public 
Works in 1955. Mr. Leon Heller, formerly Chairman of the Park 
Commission, was appointed to plan its. operation and to select and 
instruct personnel for key positions. That the beach was orderly and 
manned by competent and courteous help attests his good judgment and 
wisdom. 


The water activities were placed under the charge of Jack Bresette who 
is well known to Sharon bathers and an old hand at water safety and 
instruction. He, in cooperation with Frank Beveridge of the Sharon 
Civic Foundation, carried out an effective swimming instruction program 
for all juvenile age groups. Many youngsters owe their ability to swim 
and their good swimming technique to these men and their able assistants. 

Water safety was particularly stressed and the swimming area was well 
patroled. The alertness of the lifeguards on more than one occasion 
prevented tragedy from drowning. 


A new addition was made to the raft and turning boards were installed 
as a swimming aid and to provide facilities for competitive meets. 

The Sharon Rotary Club provided the financial backing for a sectional 
swim meet wherein some of the outstanding amateur swimmers in this 
part of the country competed. It was an impressive demonstration of 
swimming skill and it provided an incentive to our aspiring swimmers to 
duplicate the feats performed. 


Traffic and parking control were under the capable direction of 
Norman Gardner during the week and under Bob Morway on weekends. 
Both of these men did a fine job. No accidents occurred and all traffic 
moved in an orderly fashion. 


The swimming season was brought to an abrupt end with the floods 
caused by the heavy rains of August 18th and 19th and the lake was 
immediately condemned by the Board of Health because of contamination 
from the overflowing cesspools from residences adjoining the lake. Lab- 
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oratory tests proved the contamination at the time and clearance for bath- 
ing was not given until late in September. 


There can be little doubt in anyone’s mind that the Town has out- 
grown the present capacity of the lakefront. One visit to the lake on a 
hot summer weekend is ample evidence of the need for expansion — 
expansion in depth and breadth as well as in protection. Overcrowded 
as we are it is difficult, if not impossible, for the small protective force 
we engage to adequately police and safeguard the lives of all users. We 
urgently recommend that a committee be appointed to study the problem 
of expansion — our rights to restrict the use of the lake to Sharon Resi- 
dents — our rights to control boating and other surface craft — the 
building of water structures, such as rafts, piers, etc., and the State rights 
on a so-called “Great Pond.’’ We feel such a fact-finding study is neces- 
sary before any constructive and permanent long-range improvements can 
be made. 


REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 
RUSSELL J. LUTZ 


Trees 


For the first time in recent years Sharon has a bona fide tree crew 
competently manned and well-equipped. This was organized under the 
Department of Public Works, Highway Division, with James Leighton 
as its head. A professional tree climber, Sylvan Caisse, was hired in 
August 1955. ‘Casey’ has had several years experience with the Bartlet 
Tree Company and he is proving his worth to the Town. The tree crew 
is now in a position to do any kind of tree work required, without calling 
on costly outside help, which was necessary in the past. This crew does 
not devote full time to the care of trees but, rather, it is a part of the 
Highway Division and works on trees only on special emergency calls 
and at off seasons for highway work, and to the extent of budget allow- 
ances. 


Work was continued on removing broken limbs and repairing damage 
that was caused by the hurricanes of 1954. A systematic program has 
been worked out to repair all roadside trees in the shortest possible time. 


By and large, no serious effects were noted on trees, except elms, as a 
result of the wrecking they suffered during the hurricanes, even though 
we experienced extended periods of dry weather this past season. Scattered 
losses occurred from one cause or another but not necessarily as a result of 
wind damage. A few maple trees in the vicinity of Depot Hill died and 
were removed, but these have been moribund for several years. 


THE TOWN OF SHARON Se) 


The roadside planting program was continued. Approximately 75 trees, 
mostly maple and oak, were set out in the Queen Acres area. A few 
flowering dogwoods, crabs and red pine were also set out. These were 
all located on private property along the public way, which is in keeping 
with the new concept for roadside planting. This is done principally to 
provide better care for the trees, to avoid interference with overhead 
wires, and to prevent damage to the public ways and utilities from roots. 


Ornamental plantings were also made on the islands at the new cut-off 
on Norwood Street. These included rhododendron, laurel, juniper, 
euonymus, red pine and dogwood. 


Dutch Elm Disease Control 


It was predicted a year ago that the Dutch Elm Disease would take an 
increasingly larger toll of our elms if weather conditions were not favor- 
able for tree growth following the hurricanes of 1954. This prediction 
has become a reality. Weakened as they were by the premature loss of 
foliage and twisted and loosened root systems caused by the hurricanes, 
the extended drought of the past season seemed to weaken them further 
and many succumbed to the disease. Some of our oldest trees in the 
Square area were affected and had to be removed. The disease occurred 
everywhere in town where elms grow and no section was spared. Most 
of the diseased trees have been cut down and disposed of except a few 
that are involved in wires, which will be topped by Edison Company 
crews before spring. 


These losses were expected and unavoidable but the prospect of the 
remaining elms, especially the young ones, to survive and to continue to 
grow is becoming increasingly encouraging. 


Scientists are more hopeful than ever of producing a chemical which 
will kill or arrest the development of the fungus in infected trees with- 
out interfering with the normal functions of the trees. Many such 
chemicals have already been developed but none as yet are completely 
satisfactory. These chemicals are introduced through holes drilled in an 
ascending spiral up the tree, much the same way as plasma is admin- 
istered to humans. 


A dormant spray of 9% DDT was applied to all roadside elms in 
April for the control of the elm bark beetle. This, together with the 
three aerial sprays applied during the summer, kept the elms free of 
leaf-feeding insects and unquestionably aided in the control of the 
Dutch Elm Disease. 


Insect, Ivy and Pest Control 


Most of the destructive insects that feed on tree foliage have been 
successfully controlled through aerial spraying. Chief among these are 
the Gypsy Moth, the tent caterpillar, the elm leaf beetle, and the canker 
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worms. The one exception is the Japanese beetle which now ranks as 
“Public Enemy No. 1.” 


It was hoped that the air spray program carried out in 1955 would 
prove an effective control but it failed, at least, in part. Certain few 
areas in town had lighter infestations than the previous years, but in 
others there was no lessening in numbers or damage. The spray program 
is not intended solely for the control of the Japanese Beetle, but rather 
the aim is multi-purpose in scope, with an attempt to control all leaf 
feeders as well as mosquitoes. Unfortunately, the life history of the 
Japanese beetle does not coincide with that of other insects that are also 
important to control. For instance, the first spray was made in early May. 
This was prior to the time that the Japanese beetles emerge from the 
ground, but it was timely for the control of most other insects. The 
second spray was in early July. This was partially effective in the control 
of the Japanese beetle in that beetle emergence was under way, but in, 
no way was it complete. The third spray was made in the middle of 
August at the height of beetle activity and it was the one aimed primarily 
at the Japanese beetle control. Unfortunately, this spray was nullified by 
the heavy rains of August 18th and 19th, so there is no way of telling 
how effective this might have been under normal conditions. 


The heavy rains of August 1955 created ideal breeding conditions for 
mosquitos and hordes of them invaded the Town shortly after the flood. 
This means that there will be more adults to lay eggs next spring, 
which portends a heavy infestation for 1956. 


The poison ivy control program was continued along the public ways 
and in certain private properties that are available for public use. 


REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 
DR. FRANCIS X. MAGUIRE, Inspector of Animals 


Herewith my report as Animal Inspector for 1955. 
All establishments where livestock is kept, were inspected. 


All cattle coming into herds, were inspected, and proper reports made 
to The Division of Livestock Disease Control. 


With the increase in population, the number of dog bites increased 
also. No positive cases of rabies were found. 


In the early fall, several cases of Encephalomyelitis (Sleeping Sick- 
ness) in horses were found in Norfolk and neighboring Counties. I 
would advise horse owners to have their animals vaccinated against this 
disease in the spring.

On May 20th, 1955, I spent the day with our school nurse, Mrs. 
Tingley, assisting Dr. Griffin in administering 342 inoculations of Salk 
Polio Vaccine to Sharons’ first and second graders. That day was the high 
point in the year for me. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH FOR 1955

During the year 1955 the Board of Health had many new problems 
confronting them. We were requested by the School Committee to make 
a decision on the acceptance of the Polio vaccine program and after 
careful consideration, and the gathering of considerable information, it 
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was decided to enter the program. As very little vaccine was available 
only one inoculation was given to the first and second graders; (a group 
of about 450). This was administered by the school physician, Dr. Walter 
A. Griffin with the assistance of Mrs. Lawrence Tingley, R.N., School 
Nurse, and Mrs. George Plotner, R. N., District Nurse. Only pupils with 
their parents’ written consent were inoculated. It is hoped that this pro- 
gram will be continued and completed next year when it is probable more 
vaccine will be available. 


We were called upon to attest the purity of our drinking water after 
the flood in August, and after many tests were conducted it was proved 
without a doubt that our drinking water supply was absolutely pure and 
safe, which proves that even under the worst conditions, our water 
supply is safe for consumption, because of the way it is obtained, stored, 
and dispensed, it is almost impossible for it to become contaminated. 


During 1955 there were 25 Deaths and 0 Births reported occurring in 
the town. Other deaths and births of town residents occurred for the 
most part in hospitals in surrounding areas. 


This year 124 permits for building cesspools, septic tanks, privy vaults 
and other sewerage disposals were issued. 


A number of plans for housing developments were submitted for 
approval during the year, and of these, some were approved and are 
in process of being developed or have been completed at this writing. 


Samples of water from Lake Massapoag were taken at frequent inter- 
vals and tested bacteriologically and it was found that the lake was 
suitable for bathing. However, after the flood in August it was thought 
advisable to close the Lake until the water receded to its normal level, 
and more samples could be taken to be absolutely sure that the lake was 
safe for bathing.

Ap paratus and Engine House Equipment: 


The apparatus, consisting of (1) Ladder truck and (4) Pumping 
trucks, have been properly maintained throughout the year, and for the 
most part are in good repair. The 1930 Stuart Ladder truck has added 
another year to its service record. But as for actual fire-fighting duty it 1s 
more than questionable. Once again I recommend replacing it, not in 
the future but as soon as possible. 


With the addition of the Police cell room for our use, it is hoped that 
a shower stall, and clothing lockers may be added this year.

Drills were carried out twice a month, including one at the Sacred 
Heart School. This was done as a complete surprise to the school’s per- 
sonnel, after bed-time. It proved a very effective test for both the school 
pupils and instructors in clearing the building. 
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In June, we had charge of a demonstration for the Norfolk County 
Fire Fighters Association. This was held at the rear of the Highway 
Garage, and was enjoyed by many of the townspeople. A _ special 
attraction was the demonstration put on by trained personnel from Otis 
Air Force Base. 


Miscellaneous: 


The Hose Coupling Team continued on their winning way by bringing 
home the Norfolk County Trophy for the second straight year. Several 
Prizes were also won at the Weymouth State Fair. 


President John VanVaerenewyck put in a lot of time and effort in the 
continuance of the Firefighters Association activities. Once again a very 
successful Firemen’s Ball was held in the spring. The proceeds of this 
event ate used primarily for aid to fellow members, plus anything else 
beneficial to the group. 


A boat and trailer were purchased by the Firemen’s Association and 
presented to the Town of Sharon. This boat is to be housed at the Fire 
Station for emergency calls.

General Relief 


During the year there were 11 general general relief cases; of these 8 
were family groups and 3 were individuals living alone. Until June of 
this year the Department boarded out 1 child with the Children’s Aid 
Society. 

The total expenditures for General Relief in 1955 amounted to 
$4,661.31, which includes payments to other cities and towns. We 
received from other cities and towns and the Commonwealth, $2,437.59 
for cases with settlements other than the Town of Sharon. 


Old Age Assistance 


During the year this category aided 71 recipients; of this number 15 
were closed by death and 3 by transfers. We received 14 applications for 
Old Age Assistance during the year. Of these 7 were approved and 7 
were rejected. The grants issued directly to the people amounted to 
$54,112.66 and of this amount the Town’s Share was $8,868.17. In 
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addition, we paid $358.17 to other cities and towns on the basis of the 
settlement laws while we received $1,648.02 from other localities under 
the same law. Moreover, the Department also recovered $2,189.47 from 
individuals or estates. In 1956, we will have $620.76 in Federal Grants 
remaining for use. 


Aid to Dependent Children 


During the year this category aided 7 families with a total of 21 
children. At the present time we are assisting 6 families with 18 children. 
The grants made directly to the recipients amounted to $11,553.74. The 
Town’s share of this cost was $2,627.03. Recoveries and reimbursements 
for the year came to $110.00. In 1956, we will have $1,918.07 in Federal 
Grants remaining for use. 


Disability Assistance 
This category assisted 1 case during the year at a cost of $554.80. We 
received 2 applications in 1955, 1 of which was approved so that we will 
have 2 cases open in 1956. We will have $263.35 in Federal Grants 
remaining available for use in 1956. 


Administrative Expenditures 
The total administrative expenditures of the Welfare Department for 
1955 amounted to $7,204.91. Approximately one-half of this cost has 
been reimbursed by the Federal Government. 


REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
EGITTO T. LAVEZZO, Chief 


During the year 1955, there were a total of one hundred and fifteen 
(115) auto accidents in Sharon. Fifty-two (52) of these accidents were 
accidents involving both personal injuries and property damage in which 
seventy-three (73) persons were injured, one fatal, and sixty-three (63) 
accidents involving property damage only. 


General Edwards Highway (Route 1) is Sharon’s Waterloo, and you 
will find that most of our serious accidents happened on Route 1. In 
enforcing the speed law and other motor vehicle violations on said 
Route 1, considerable credit should be given the State Police from the 
Wrentham Barracks for their cooperation in enforcing the law and also 
in helping and handling of auto accidents. 


The department during the year, responded to one hundred and thirteen 
(113) ambulance emergency calls for transportation of patients to various 
hospitals. 


On traffic safety, modern large street lights were installed on South 
Main Street from Hampshire Avenue to Walpole Street. Caution lights 
were also installed, one at the intersection of South Main Street and 
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East Chestnut Street, and the other at South Main and Walpole Streets. 
‘A trafic stop and go light has been recommended to the State Department 
of Public Works, to be installed at the intersection of Route 1 and Old 
Post Road. A light at said intersection will help greatly in cutting down 
the number of accidents which usually happen at the intersection or a 
short distance north or south of the intersection. It will also help in 
cutting down the speed at the crossing. From information received, the 
recommendation is being given careful consideration.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF CIVIL DEFENSE FOR YEAR 1955

The Sharon Civil Defense units were again used in a natural disaster 
on August 19 and 20 during the flood following the heavy rain period. 
This makes three years that we have been of service to the town during 
an emergency. Our training and equipment proved to be extremely val- 
uable during this emergency period. Our new C. D. generator ran for 
six hours steady to supply lights during the filling of the washout at the 
railroad bridge. 


On June 23, 1955 the administrative responsibility of the Ground 
Observer Corps was transferred from the Adjutant General of the Com- 
monwealth to the Director of Civil Defense. We maintain a plane- 
spotting tower at Sharon Heights under the direction of Mr. Walter 
O’Neil. This is a very important part of C. D. and we can use more 
personnel in this branch. Sharon citizens are requested to offer their 
setvices for a two-hour period each week. 


As Sharon C. D. has no town-owned communications equipment we 
are this year again requesting the purchase of a communication setup. 
We are the only town in this area without this and knowing that com- 
munications is the key to efficient handling of any emergency, we strongly 
urge an appropriation for this. 


Many thanks are extended to our C. D. Police and other personnel who, 
although they are all unpaid, give their time during an emergency. 


The fine spirit of cooperation between all town departments and the 
C. D. organization is very much appreciated.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
FRANK J. FLEMING, Chairman 


The circulation of the Sharon Public Library increased more during 
1955 than any previous year, with 13,000 more books borrowed than 
during 1954. As a result, your Trustees devoted most of their time to 
studying ways of handling the increased work load this has placed upon 
the library staff. The first of the year, the library was opened three 
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additional hours per week by opening Saturday morning. During 1956, 
the library will be open Friday afternoon and evening, thus adding to the 
present schedule of hours. The 1956 schedule of hours for the library 
will be:

In order to study the operation of the main library, John Bradford was 
asked to work with Mrs. Bolan. Mr. Bradford gave generously of his 
time and prepared plans for the re-arrangement of the Main Library. 
The first step of this plan is underway in the form of a new charge-out 
desk. This provides for easier handling of the return and charging out of 
the books. It also provides space for two librarians to work at the desk 
at the same time in anticipation of the need to have two persons to 
handle the work load. Further steps to carry out the rearrangement will 
be taken during the coming year. 


A committee composed of Charles Peltier, Chairman; Sylvia Rothchild, 
Alfred Bussewitz and Douglas Brown was brought together to study the 
nonfiction books in the library and to recommend additions. This com- 
mittee has been active and will make its recommendations early in 1956. 


Mrs. Mary Bell, the Junior Librarian, has continued to provide the 
Cottage Street School with library service once a week. During the fall, 
she also provided this same library service to the new Sharon Heights 
School. 


The Trustees acknowledge with thanks the cooperation of the library 
staff and the janitor in carrying on the activities during the past year.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD FOR 1955 


RUSSELL S. WHITE, Chairman

Your Planning Board feels that during the year 1955 significant steps 
were taken to safeguard the interests of the people of Sharon and to plan 
for an orderly growth of the Town. During 1955 the Board held nearly 
fifty meetings including meetings with other town committees. In addi- 
tion a member of the Board served on the Board of Appeals and a 
member attended the meetings of the School Expansion Committee. 


During the past several years much of the work of the Board was 
concerned with the establishment of basic rules and regulations govern- 
ing housing developments and with the study of plans presented by sub- 
dividers. With this experience as a background the Board now concerns 
itself more with the refining and enforcing of the rules and regulations 
and with making specific plans for the growth of the Town. Several pro- 
posals have been made by the Board that will result in better develop- 
ment and further protection of the interests of the Town. 


realizing that the full value of rules and regulations can be achieved 
only through enforcement the Board has devoted much more time to this 
end. The results has been a general improvement in the Board’s standards 
and an improvement in the quality of the work in our newly developed 
areas. The Board has found it necessary to request Special Town Counsel 
to protect the interests of the Town by bringing legal action against three 
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developers who, in the opinion of the Board, have failed to conform to 
their agreement with the Town. The Board wishes to thank those Town 
Departments that have helped in this respect. 


New home building continues but at a much slower rate than during 
the past few years. During 1955 four new subdivisions having a total 
of 60 lots were approved by the Board. Construction has begun on three 
of these subdivisions. A better picture of the number of new homes 
started in 1955 can be found in the report of the Building Inspector. 


Dozens of additional subdivision proposals were presented to the 
Board but, for various reasons, were not approved. Before new sub- 
divisions are approved the Board requires, among other things, that the 
streets of any subdivision be so arranged in relation to adjoining property 
that an orderly pattern of streets will ultimately result. 


Subdivision control is but one of many areas of activity within the 
jurisdiction of the Planning Board. The Board has studied and made 
recommendations on plans for current and planned construction of public 
buildings including the selection of school sites. A study of existing land 
useage has been completed and preliminary studies of future land use 
have been made. Studies of land useage is a permanent function of the 
Board. Studies are currently under way relating to the use of land for 
industrial and commercial purposes and the extension of park and recrea- 
tional areas. 


The Board has prepared extensive plans for the development of the 
beach area at Massapoag Pond. The plans include enlarging the beach 
front, removal of the existing Beach Street and construction of a new 
street bordering the southerly property line of the High School site. 
Parking facilities would be expanded to provide adequate areas for High 
School and beach parking. Ultimately the development would have bath 
house facilities, concessions, boat renting and other services expected 
in a progressive town. 


The Board has accepted with regret the resignation of Mr. Norman I. 
Turner who has moved from Sharon. The progress of the Board during 
the past two years can be attributed in large measure to the untiring 
efforts of Mr. Turner. It is felt that the appointment of Mr. William 
Thornton to fill this vacancy will be of great value to the Board. His 
background in municipal affairs and his sincere interest in the future of 
Sharon will be most welcomed by the Board. 


In conclusion, the Board thanks those who have given of their time 
and abilities that the Board could function effectively and efficiently during 
the year. Special recognition should be given to Mr. Russell J. Lutz and 
the Department of Public Works and to the Board’s consultant, Mr. 
Joseph C. Gray, whose technical knowledge constantly guides the work of 
the Board.

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VETERANS’ SERVICES 


FRANK R. Parry, Veterans’ Agent 


During the year ended December 31, 1955, Veterans’ Benefits were 
extended to eight (8) veterans or their dependants in the amount of 
$4,549.24. During this same period twenty-two (22) young men were 
registered for Selective Service. 


Many other services were furnished such as assistance in preparing Tax 
Abatement applications, Education and Training for veterans of World 
War II and Korean Conflict, applications for compensation or pension 
for service connected disabilities, applications for compensation or 
pension for non-service disabilities, applications for hospitalization in 
Veterans Administration Hospitals, application for G.I. home loans and 
preparation of reports of income received by persons receiving pensions. 
One very unusual call came into the office to inquire if this department 
furnished “baby sitters’ for mothers. 


Applications for Veterans’ Benefits were prepared for five (5) 
veterans and forwarded to the City or Town in which the veteran had 
either a Military or Civil settlement since the laws under which 
Veterans’ Benefits are furnished require that the applicant either have 
entered the service from the City or Town or have lived in the City or 
Town in which the application is filed for at least five (5) consecutive 
years after reaching twenty-one years of age without receiving public 
relief other than benefits received under the laws by which Veterans’ 
Benefits are administered. 


VETERANS’ GRAVES

During the year ending December 31, 1955, 26 veterans were buried 
in the Town of Sharon, all having been buried in the Sharon Memorial 
Park. 


Veterans of U.S. Wars from the Revolution to Korean Conflict are 
buried in nine (9) cemeteries in Sharon. 


Damage done by high winds in these cemeteries has been cleaned 
up and temporary repairs have been made to broken headstones. All 
veterans’ graves were made presentable by Memorial Day 1955. Perma- 
nent repairs to damaged headstones should be made. An appropriation 
to accomplish this is to be requested at the March 1956 Town meeting.

Sharon is represented in the Massachusetts General Court by Repre- 
sentative George W. Hill, of Stoughton, Fifth Norfolk District and 
Senator Newland H. Holmes, Weymouth, Norfolk and SNe Sena- 
torial District. 


Being in the Second Councilor District it is represented on the Gov- 
ernor’s Council by Councilor Charles J. Gabriel, Hingham. 


Being in the Fourteenth Congressional District of the United States 
it is represented by Congressman Joseph W. Martin, Jr., North Attle- 
boro, and by Senators Leverett Saltonstall, Dover, and John F. Kennedy, 
Boston. 
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Throughout the past year, which has been another of progress and 
improvement for Sharon, we as Selectmen have sought to carry out the 
Town’s wishes, as expressed in its action at regular and special town meet- 
ings, to provide leadership and direction for those town activities which we 
are charged with supervising directly, and, within the limits of our 
ability, to give advice and counsel in all other matters affecting the present 
and future welfare of the Town and its people. In a town such as 
Sharon, with its continually increasing population now nearing 9,000, 
and with an annual municipal budget of more than one million dollars, 
these responsibilities give rise each year to an increasing number of 
important problems. 

In our efforts to discharge our responsibilities effectively, we have again 
had the very fine, and much appreciated, cooperation of all of our Town 
department heads and their staffs. Their attitude, as a group, toward 
their work — as well as the courtesy, efficiency and impartiality which 
they demonstrate in performing it — largely determine the reputation of 
our Town Government. It is to their great credit, we believe, that Sharon 
is so widely regarded as a town which conducts its dealings on an 
impartial business-like basis, and where one who does not “know the 
right people’ can expect to deal with the town and its officials on an 
equal footing with those who think they do. 

Increases in our municipally owned “‘plant’’ were probably the most 
significant feature of 1956 and, as in other recent years, school plant 
expansion accounted for the major part of the total increase. Construction 
of the new $2,400,000 High School off Pond and Ames Streets was 
commenced in the spring and had progressed substantially by year-end. 
The new police station and garage were completed and ready for occu- 
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pancy in July. A site was acquired in the area between East Street and 
Bay Road for the new elementary school being planned for that district, 
and all but the final steps were completed in connection with the taking, 
for playground purposes, of a 9-acre tract of land along Quincy Street, 
including Hammershop Pond. Remodeling of a substantial part of the 
Town Hall was accomplished to provide offices for the Department of 
Public Works and a hearing room for the Planning Board, Board of 
Appeal and Selectmen. An oil burner was also installed in the Town Hall. 

On two fronts, which became the feature controversies of the town 
meetings, the Town took action aimed at more equitable distribution of 
town service costs. At the annual town meeting, moneys were appro- 
priated for a reappraisal, by an independent agency, of all taxable 
property in the Town, with a view to elimination of inequities in existing 
assessments. At a subsequent town meeting session, funds were appro- 
priated with which to commence a 5-year program of water-meter installa- 
tions throughout the Town. 

The detailed reports of activities of the various town departments 
which are subject to our direct supervision appear later in this volume. 
We wish, however, to comment particularly with respect to certain of 
these departments and their activities. 


Department of Public Works 


This Department, created in early 1955, continued in 1956, its first 
full calendar year, to operate very efficiently under conditions which would 
have imposed critical strain upon even a long-established and fully- 
integrated department. At the beginning of the year the Department, in 
addition to having its normal work-burden ahead of it, was faced with 
an accumulation of major flood-repair projects. These had resulted from 
the devastating floods of August, 1955 and could not be completed before 
intense winter weather began in late 1955. The last of such projects was 
completed in mid-1956, and the total expense associated with all of the 
projects was approximately $45,000. Of this amount, fortunately, 
about 98% was reimbursed to the Town by the Federal and State govern- 
ments. The Town, however, through its Public Works Department, did 
the work, and some indication of its scope is furnished by the fact that 
the Town’s entire appropriation for Highway purposes only four years 
ago — in 1952 — was $45,470. In short, an entire extra year’s work, at 
1952 levels, was the approximate burden of the flood damage. 

The Department was also forced to operate, with this added burden, 
from inadequate headquarters. Bad-weather slowing of construction work 
on the new Police Station delayed the Police Department’s removal from 
its Town Hall offices until midsummer, and remodeling of the former 
police rooms into Public Works Department offices required additional 
time thereafter. It was accordingly late in September before suitable 
office space, with centralized files and facilities, were available to the 
Department. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties which it was forced to overcome, the 
Department completed almost all of its regularly scheduled projects — 
the principal exception being the Bay Road construction project. — It 
completed, in addition, the installation of approximately 400 water meters, 
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conducted extensive surveys throughout various areas of the Town for 
additional sources of water supply and brought through successful test- 
development a new well-source near Pumping Station No. 1. 

We are confident of the further progress which the Department, under 
Mr. Russell Lutz’ able direction, will be able to achieve in 1957. That it 
enjoys the high confidence of our State and County authorities is evident 
from the fact that Sharon has been allocated a total of $25,000 of State 
and County funds for Chapter 90 construction and maintenance purposes 
in 1957. This represents a substantial increase over any prior year, and 
its availability is conditioned upon the Town’s appropriating only $9,000 
of matching funds — 25% in the case of construction and one-third for 
maintenance. 


Police Department 


Chief Lavezzo’s Police Department was fortunately provided in 1956 
several much-needed new “working tools.’ For the first time in its 
history, the Department was adequately housed. The Department's new 
headquarters and garage is a model of practical efficiency and has received 
highly favorable comment from a number of other police and safety 
officers who have inspected the building since it was opened. Also pur- 
chased during the year, pursuant to vote of the town meeting, was the 
new police ambulance. 

Other innovations in the Department were the installation of teletype 
facilities, affording Sharon around-the-clock teletype message coverage 
of all items dispatched from State Police headquarters, and the beginning 
of a formal police training program. Officer Albert Horan attended, and 
was graduated from, the Massachusetts Police School, conducted at the 
Framingham State Police Barracks, and sponsored and staffed by the State 
Police in conjunction with the Massachusetts Police Chiefs’ Association. 
An intensive four-week period of schooling is involved, and it is the 
Chief’s intention to enroll at least one officer in the program each year, 
assuming available funds. 


Fire Department 


The only change of administrative department heads in 1956 occurred 
in the Fire Department, as Assistant Chief W. B. “Bernie” Roach was 
named Chief, following former Chief Philip Whitney's resignation as of 
November 1. Mr. Whitney continues as a member of the Department but 
asked to be relieved of his duties as Chief, in view of business arrange- 
ments requiring him to be absent from Sharon throughout the summer 
months of each year. 

Chief Whitney’s resignation was accepted with great regret, for he 
had contributed very effective leadership during an important period in 
the Department’s development. 

We regard Chief Roach as an excellent successor to Chief Whitney, and 
we are confident that he will give the Department an able administration. 
All who are acquainted with him know and appreciate the intensity, not 
only of his interest in the Department and in fire-fighting, but also of his 
desire that the Sharon Department be the finest of its kind. 

The term — citizen-city — has recently been featured in the news as 
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describing a city in which the civic leaders have frankly and completely 
accepted the responsibility of co-government with the elected officials, and 
the elected officials “from the mayor down” have cordially welcomed that 
sharing. 

shin in comparable terms, may certainly be said to be a “‘citizen- 
town.” Credit for most of the benefit which Sharon realizes from sound 
planning, careful investigating and efficient execution of programs, such 
as its present very extensive school expansion and building programs, 
must be attributed directly to the public spirited citizens who not merely 
cooperate in, but actually do the work on unpaid boards, committees and 
the like. This sharing of civic responsibility which these many individuals 
undertake is more than cordially welcomed by all the Town’s elected 
officials. It is very warmly appreciated by them and by the entire Town 
as well. 

We should like to single out for special mention in this regard the 
members of our Town Report Committee, who have brought to Sharon 
this year the singular distinction of the First Prize Award, among towns 
of comparable size, for the excellence of its Town Report. Comprising 
the Committee for the fifth consecutive year are Mr. Stanley T. Dingman, 
Chairman; Mr. Joseph J. Fannell, and Mr. Arthur E. Collins, Town Clerk 
and Accountant. Sharon is indeed proud of the honor which the splendid 
work of the Committee has secured for it.

“Section 14.5. In all districts the lot width shall be measured at the 
building setback line, but each lot shall have a frontage on a way of not 
less than two-thirds of the required lot width.” Approved in accordance 
with the General Laws of Massachusetts. 


Article 49. Moved: That the Town amend Section 21 of the Zoning 
By-Laws by striking there from the second and third paragraphs and sub- 
stituting therefor the following: 


‘The said Board of Appeal shall consist of one member of the Board 
of Selectmen, one member of the Planning Board, and one member of 
the Warrant Committee. Each of said Boards and said Committees shall,. 
within ten days after final adjournment of the Annual Town Meeting in 
each year, designate one of its members as a member of the Board of 
Appeal, and one other member as an associate member of the Board of 
Appeal, and shall give written notice of said designations to the Town 
Clerk. Such persons shall hold office until their successors are designated 
in accordance with this By-Law, except that termination of membership 
on the designating Board or Committee shall terminate membership on 
the Board of Appeal, and any member may be removed by the Board or 
Committee which designated him.

In case 
of a vacancy, inability to act, or interest on the part of a member, his 
place shall be taken by the associate member designated by the same 
Board or Committee. The Board of Appeal shall annually elect one of its 
members Chairman.”

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee and the Citizens of Sharon: 


I am pleased to present my seventh Annual Report. This year’s report 
will be concerned, almost exclusively, with an accounting of the educa- 
tional program in the Sharon Public Schools. This does not mean that we 
have solved the problems of school housing (we are this year short at 
least eight elementary classrooms, and are working under conditions of 
severe crowding at the secondary level) or of teacher supply (which is 
even more critical than in the recent past) or of school financing (our 
per-pupil cost is still considerably below the State average) or of several 
other important aspects of our schools. It is, rather, that there is a pleasant 
story to tell, and I believe that it should be told. 


HOW GOOD ARE OUR SCHOOLS? 


A very common and a very legitimate question in the minds of many 
parents and other citizens is, “Just how good are our schools in Sharon?” 
It is reasonable for a businessman to ask, “How good is my business?” ; 
for a doctor to ask, ‘““How quickly are my patients cured?’’; for a clergy- 
man to ask, ‘‘How well do my parishioners put their religious principles 
into practice in their daily living?”; for a manufacturer to ask, “How 
durable is my product?” ; for a lawyer to ask, ““How well do I represent 
my clients?” It is just as reasonable, and just as important, and just as 
common, for teachers to ask, ‘How well am I teaching?” 


The answer to any of the above questions must be relative. There are 
no absolute standards applicable to all places, and to all times, on which 
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to base responses. So it is with Education. We do, however, have some 
bases of comparison. 


Elementary Level 


Few today would claim that the sole job of the schools is to teach the 
three R’s. Sharon’s teachers share this opinion, but we do believe that 
mastery of skills is still one of the most basic and most important functions 
of any school system. Our program is geared to that fundamental. As 
would be expected, then, when we take stock of our progress, we try to 
determine how well our pupils achieve in this area. For that purpose, 
we administer, annually, in Grades 3 through 9, objective standardized 
tests which are designed to furnish a basis of comparison. 


Iowa Tests 


For more than ten years, we have used the Iowa Tests of Basic Skills. 
As the name implies, these are tests of the degree of mastery by our pupils 
of certain basic skills which are necessary for success in present and future 
school work. Strictly speaking, although they do test to some extent the 
amount of knowledge gained, they are not achievement tests, and are not 
aimed to test how much information a pupil has learned. They are meant, 
rather, to determine how well the pupil has mastered the skills necessary 
to gaining information. As an example, in the Work Study test, no effort 
is made to determine whether or not a pupil knows the exact geographic 
location of Rio de Janeiro, or the height of Mt. McKinley, or the 
amount of rainfall in Nevada. The test discovers if a pupil, not knowing 
these facts, does know where, and how, to find them in an atlas, or 
encyclopedia, or almanac. It is not that we do not teach so that pupils 
gain much valuable information; we do, and we have, at times, 
administered strictly Achievement tests as a check-up on our program, 
and with very creditable results. We believe, however, that it is most 
important to test the results of our skills-teaching program. 


The Norms established for the Iowa tests are based on the scores of 
pupils in approximately 300 schools, located in every section of the 
country, representing communities in large cities, and in small towns, of 
wealth, and of comparative poverty, of quite traditional, and of relatively 
progressive programs. There is, of course, no positive guarantee that they 
represent, beyond doubt, the standards of all schools in the United States, 
but there is no question that they have been established as a result of 
sound sampling techniques, and possess a high degree of reliability. 


The tests are grouped in four major areas as follows: 


Reading 


Vocabulary — What degree of skill does the pupil have in recognizing 
words and their meanings ? 


Comprehension — What skill does the pupil have in understanding 
the meaning of the words he “reads?” 
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Language 
Spelling — How well does he spell ? 
Capitalization and Punctuation — How well does he use these tech- 
niques in writing ? 
Usage — How strong have the pupil’s language habits become? Does 
he have skill in the use of appropriate word forms and correct 
grammatical constructions ? 


Work Study 


Work-study skills may be developed in connection with any activity in 
the elementary program, although more of them are usually stressed 
in the Social Studies area. 

Map Reading — What skill does he have in the use of map materials? 
Can he read maps showing climatic conditions, production data, 
road maps? 

Reading Graphs and Tables — How skillful is the pupil in reading bar 
graphs, circle graphs, pictographs, or tables? 

Knowledge and Use of References —Is the pupil skillful in dealing 
with the parts of a book, the globe, current magazines, the diction- 
ary, encyclopedias, the atlas? 


Arithmetic 


Arithmetic Concepts — How well does the pupil understand the num- 
ber system, its terms, processes, and operations ? 


Problem Solving — What competence does the pupil have in solving 
challenging and practical problems ? 


How Well Do Our Pupils Do? 


The table on the opposite page shows the results of the tests admin- 
istered in early October, 1956, to the pupils of Grades 3-8 in Sharon. 


Comment and Explanation 


Grade Equivalent Score —'TThe norm, or standard, for each grade is 
3-1, 4-1, 5-1, etc., indicating the end of the first month of any given 
grade. An average grade equivalent of 3-3, at Grade 3 level, would 
show that the average child in Sharon scored two months above the 
national average for that grade. 


Percentiles should not be confused with percents. A percentile rank of 
58 would indicate that the average pupil in Sharon scored in that test 
above 57 percent of the school averages for the country. In the table 
above, for example, we discover that in Reading Comprehension the 
average pupil in Sharon, at Grade 5, scored above the average pupil in 
94% of the schools, and in Map Reading, at Grade 6, our average pupil 
scored above 98% of the average pupils. 


The Composite Score is the average in all four tests. 
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A glance at the grade-equivalents and percentiles will show that the 
pupils in Sharon did very commendably. We attribute this record, and 
this year’s record is, admittedly, the best of a continually-improving series, 
to three factors, 


1. We have able pupils. 
2. Wehave able and devoted teachers. 


3. Wehave a strong program. 


Are we satisfied? 


We are not. We are pleased with the general results, but we know 
that we still have individual pupils who are not achieving up to their 
capacities. We know that we can improve our program. We know that 
we must retain as many as possible of our present competent staff, and 
must recruit others with the same, or greater, teaching skill. This is our 
challenge! 


Secondary Level 


The above information convinces us that our elementary school pro- 
gram is at least satisfactory. What of the secondary school program? 
How is that to be judged? I am sure that there are a few in Sharon, 
as there are in every city and town, who claim, sometimes through lack 
of information, that ‘pupils at our high school can’t be admitted to the 
college of their choice.” 


Nationally, somewhat less than thirty percent of the high school 
graduates elect further academic training. In Sharon, considerably over 
half of the graduates pursue their studies beyond high school. 


Members of the Class of 1956 at our high school were accepted, 
unconditionally, at the following colleges: Boston College, Boston Uni- 
versity, Bowdoin, Brandeis, Bridgewater, Brown, Clarkson, Colby, Cor- 
nell, Dartmouth, Harvard, M.1.T., Middlebury, Northeastern, North- 
western Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, Wesleyan, Yale, as well as at 
leading hospital schools, junior colleges, secretarial and technical schools. 
Recent graduates have entered, and some have graduated with honors 
from, additional colleges including Columbia, Princeton, Tufts and 
Vassar. 


Of the Sharon pupils who took the College Board Entrance Examina- 
tions last year, and generally only the more able of the candidates for 
college admission undertake these examinations, over half scored above 
the median. Several scored in the eightieth or ninetieth percentile. 


It is true that some of our pupils will not be admitted to the colleges of 
their choice, but any pupil at Sharon High School who has good ability, 
is willing to work, and has a good school citizenship record, will receive 
a high school education which will fit him for entrance to, and successful 
completion of, the college of his choice. 
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Self-Evaluation 


Sharon High School is a member of the New England Association of 
Secondary Schools and Colleges, and enjoys for its graduates full certifica- 
tion privileges of that body. As a condition of continued membership in 
the New England Association, each member high school must, by 1966, 
participate in a Self-Evaluation Program. The staff of our high school has 
elected, partly as a consequence of this requirement, but more because it 
is interested in improving our school, to do its self-evaluation throughout 
the 1956-1957 school year. 


This is a major task, and requires a great deal of extra work on the 
part of the staff, but as a professional group the staff has not hesitated to 
undertake it. The major aims are: 


1. To determine the characteristics of a good secondary school. 
2. To evaluate our school in terms of these objectives. 


3. To determine the means and processes by which we may improve 
our school. 


The first step in the self-evaluation program has been a study of the 
community, and of pupil population. The former includes information 
on the occupational and educational status of adults, financial resources 
and socioeconomic factors. The latter is concerned with the mental 
ability of pupils, number of, and reasons for, withdrawals from school, 
educational and occupational intentions, and data concerning graduates. 
This information, obtained by a committee, is made available to the entire 
staff, 


The second step is the formulation, first by a committee and then by 
the entire staff, of a statement of the aims of Sharon High School. 
Although the entire study is essentially the work of the professional staff, 
the School Committee has served in a consulting capacity in this area, 


With the above-mentioned reports as a point of reference, the staff has 
divided itself into committees of five or six members to evaluate subject 
areas. The organization, nature of offerings, physical facilities, instruc- 
tional staff, instructional materials and special characteristics of each sub- 
ject are studied and recommendations for change or improvement are 
made. 


Such general aspects of the educational program as the program of 
studies, guidance services, library services, administration, pupil activity 
program, and school plant are also studied and evaluated. 


The major rewards are expected to come from the se/f-evaluation aspect 
of the undertaking, but through the New England Association of 
Secondary Schools and Colleges, a Visiting Committee, composed of 
outstanding teachers and administrators from public and independent 
secondary schools and colleges will, during the early part of April, come 
to Sharon to evaluate our self-evaluation. 


To me, the most reassuring part of this whole activity is that in spite 
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of the fact that we have ample evidence that our high school is doing a 
creditable job, the staff is not satisfied to be just good; it is constantly 
seeking ways of being better. With that attitude, it cannot fail to improve. 


Conclusion 


In my opinion, we have in Sharon a better school system than we had 
last year or five years ago. At a time of enormous enrolment increases, 
classroom shortages and teacher shortages, this represents real accom- 
plishment. The credit for it goes to the citizens of Sharon, who elect and 
support a most capable School Committee; to the School Committee 
which has the vision to place the multitude of problems confronting 
them in proper perspective, and the courage to establish policies in the 
best interests of the Sharon Schools; to the teachers who conduct the 
instructional program in a professional manner; and to the pupils who are 
able and conscientious in their school work. To all of these groups, I 
express my gratitude for their understanding, their support, and their 
inspiration.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


RUSSELL J. LUTZ, Superintendent 


To the members of the Board of Selectmen, serving as the Board of 
Public Works, and to the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


I am pleased to submit the second annual report of the Department 
of Public Works, which will deal essentially with accomplishments, 
problems and outlook. 


A great deal of progress has been made in Public Works this past 
year in the form of new construction and in the rebuilding and mainte- 
nance of old facilities. These include roads, drains, sidewalks, parking 
areas, curbing, guard rails, extensions to the water mains and a host of 
other related projects, chief among which are street lighting and layouts, 
the care of roadside trees, the control of nuisance insects and pests, the 
management of public parks and beaches, the care of cemeteries, the 
inspection of buildings, the collection of rubbish and the operation of the 
Town Dump. Each of these will be treated in detail in the reports of the 
various Divisions concerned. 


The proverbial saying ‘“Man proposes but God disposes” is applicable 
to any department whose work schedule must compete with the whims 
and vagaries of nature for timely completion. The tremendous work 
burden imposed on the Department by the floods of August 1955, which 
carried over until July of 1956, and the unseasonable heavy snow storms 
that occurred in the latter part of March and early April both had a 
disrupting effect on planned schedules. However, by stepping up the 
work hours from forty-five to fifty-four hours per week, favorable working 
conditions in the late fall, and with the aid of certain local contractors 
during periods of demand beyond inherent resources in man power and 
equipment, we were able to complete nearly all of the scheduled projects 
as well as many others that cropped up during the year. 
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Any disturbances such as these prove extremely costly in terms of both 
money and time. A sum of $44,591.49 was spent on flood damage work 
throughout the town but, fortunately, most of this, $43,246.92, was reim- 
bursed by Federal and State funds. The net cost to the Town was only 
$1,344.57. Snow and ice removal for 1956 cost the Town $33,121.86 — 
nearly half of which was spent on the few heavy storms of late March 
and early April. Such as these are the unpredictable phases of public 
work for which there can be no accurate planning. 


The continuing growth of the Town poses problems in public works 
which few people realize. With an expanding population the need for 
new schools and additional classrooms is self evident. However, the 
need for other public services attendant to growth go largely unnoticed. 
Roads should be rebuilt and improved to meet the demands of heavier 
traffic and higher speeds. This will require large quantities of gravel. It is 
estimated that there is five to eight years supply within the Town’s hold- 
ings at the present time. New deposits must be found and reserved for 
the future. 


Most of the old drainage systems which were installed years ago for 
specific projects are too small to carry the burden of additional flow from 
expanding residential areas along their courses, thus causing flooding and 
damage to public and private property alike. The natural absorption of 
the soil for water is seriously reduced and runoff is accelerated when 
houses and roads are substituted for trees and other vegetation. 


Sewage disposal is another problem which we must face before too long. 
As undeveloped land becomes scarcer and as more houses are built, the 
need for a different sort of sanitary disposal will be required. This is 
especially so in those areas of upland till soil that are underlain with 
great depths of hard pan and where there is no internal drainage. Certain 
houses, located in those areas, already have several connected cesspools that 
are tied into extensive leaching trenches and still experience surface 
seepage, especially in times of high water. 


Our continued growth in population makes increasing demands on the 
water supply and on the plant with which we pump and deliver. New 
sources of water must be found and the plant expanded to satisfy future 
domestic and possible industrial demands. 


The facilities at our public beach at Lake Massapoag are overtaxed 
by crowding and are presently inadequate. More beach area must be 
provided and the parking area expanded to meet the demands of expected 
greater use. Add to these a modern bath house, larger and more 
sanitary toilet accommodations, a larger police and protection force and 
increased maintenance and you will get some idea of the problems in 
this area alone. 


More roads mean a greater number of public trees and added costs 
for their protection and care. 


These are some of the important problems which we must face in 
Public Works in the future but the list is by no means complete. Unfore- 
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seen and unpredictable problems will arise from time to time which we 
must be prepared to face with intelligence and alacrity. 


The future holds many challenging problems which can only be solved 
by the concerted effort of many hands and minds. We must continue ta 
elect and appoint competent, public spirited, individuals to Town Offices, 
and seek wise council, no matter where, to assure an orderly, well-planned 
and efficient growth. 


I wish to express my appreciation to all hands who have helped to 
mold this Department into an effective Town force. I am indebted to 
my Division Heads and to the men under them for their fine spirit and 
sincere cooperation and unselfish devotion to duty. Special appreciation 
is accorded the Board of Public Works whose keen understanding and 
stable influence has done much to guide the Department through the 
difficult stage of organization.

rather than any intentional attempt 
by the users to conserve water. 
Ground water conditions were most 
favorable to withstand heavy drafts 
because of the extremely high water 
table, resulting from the floods of 
1955. Even though we pumped as 
much as two and one-half million 
gallons per day during the peak demand season, the wells were never 
threatened with the extreme drawdowns that we experienced in 1955. 
This is no cause for optimism or the hope for continued unrestricted use 
of water. These same favorable circumstances may never be duplicated 
for many years to come, if ever. Water is still a critical item in town 
affairs and every attempt should be made to conserve its use.

No new construction or extension to the mains were planned for 1956. 
It was expected that the proposed water meter program would pass town 
approval and that the installation of meters would require the full labor 
resources of the Division for the year. However, only part of the program 
was accepted at Town Meeting. This afforded time to do some much 
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needed maintenance work throughout the system. Gate valves and curb 
cocks were checked to test their operation. Those that functioned 
improperly were replaced and others that had been buried from one 
cause or another were extended and brought to the surface of the road 
or ground. Hydrants were similarly tested for proper operation. This 
work is by no means completed and it will continue as time permits next 
year. 


A total of 500 water meters and connections were purchased with the 
money appropriated for that purpose. About four hundred of them have 
already been installed and it is expected that the project will be completed 
by February 1957. 


Water main extensions installed by various developers throughout town 
are shown in Table I below.

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This Table shows that we pumped 13,378,000 gallons less this past year 
than we did in 1955. This amounts to about a month’s supply of winter 
use or about a week’s supply of summer use. Despite this, however, the 
peak demands on the pumps for short periods of time were greater this 
year than they were in 1955. We pumped as much as 2,520,000 gallons 
on the peak day this year as compared with 2,370,000 gallons on the 
same day in 1955. Similarly, the highest weekly gallonage pumped this 
year was 14,725,000 as against 13,335,000 last year. The average daily 
gallons used per tap dropped from a high of 319 gallons in 1955 to 292 
gallons this year. 


Table III below shows a comparison of 1956 monthly pumping data 
with that of 1955.

It can be seen from Table III that in the aggregate we pumped less 


water in 1956 than we did in 1955, but, except for the months of January, 
May, June and July, we pumped more water on a monthly basis in 1956 
than in 1955. The amount of water consumption in the summer months 
is dependent upon weather conditions and is largely unpredictable. 
However, the general monthly increase at other times reflects normal 
demands due to growth. A total of 107 new services were added to the 
system in 1956,

These roads were subgraded to a smooth and even surface, topped with 
two inches of crushed bank gravel, penetrated with bitumen and sanded 
to prevent “tracking.” After the penetration coat had set, a matter of two 
weeks or so, they were swept and sealed and resanded. About 77 tons of 
sand were used on these projects. 
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More than 500 cubic yards of ledge were blasted and excavated in the 
course of widening and rebuilding of Henry Street.

This work was performed on the Bay Road — the section between East 
Street and Lakewood Drive, a distance of 1800 ft. This is a 60 ft. layout 
that calls for a 24 ft. type I bituminous concrete traveled way with 6 ft. 
gravel penetrated shoulders on both sides. Actual construction was done 
on 2200 ft. in order to avoid abrupt transitions with the old road at 
either end. Other unforseen extensions were also required when the 
drain easements were finally settled on the Stoughton side of the road. 


We had to lay 244’ of 10” pipe, 800’ of 12” pipe, 528’ of 15” and 
140’ of 18” pipe. This totals 1712 ft. as compared with the estimate of 
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1156 ft. Also an additional catch basin was installed to take care of sur- 
face runoff from an open hay field which drained towards the road. The 
oil penetration called for 1/4 gal. per sq. yd. However, conditions at the 
time dictated a higher application. This, plus the added distance, made 
it necessary to use nearer 5000 gals. rather than the 3300 gals. called for.

Both of these sidewalks are incomplete. The North Main Street Project 
is 90% complete and the Ames Street one is about 50% complete. 
However, provisions have been made to finish them as early as ground 
conditions permit in the spring. 


The North Main Street Project also included surfacing the gravel 
shoulder between the traveled way and the berm, thus widening the way 
and providing for better runoff and drainage.

Other related projects completed during the year were the expansion of 
the parking area at the Railroad Station, the thinning of the pine grove 
area to the rear of the Heights School, the care and maintenance - of 
Town cemeteries, and the setting of bounds on newly accepted Town ways. 
These are in addition to the regular maintenance program of sweeping 
streets, cleaning storm drains, replacing street signs and trafic lanes, 
cutting brush along the ways, patching holes in roads, snow and ice 
removal, and a host of other projects inherent to any highway department. 
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DIVISION OF PUBLIC BEACHES 
FRED WILLIAMS in Charge 


The affairs of the public beach at Lake Massapoag were placed in the 
charge of the Highway Division of the Department of Public Works. 
This was done primarily to provide ready authority to make decisions 
and to precipitate quick action in the event of emergency. 


Heretofor, the Department appointed an individual to take charge of 
so-called Water Activities, which included lifeguard protection and 
swimming instruction and competitive events that occurred during the 
course of the season. This caused some friction with those responsible 
for the activities of the Sharon Civic Foundation in that swimming 
instruction, especially among the younger children who were enrolled at 
the Playground, was always the prerogative of the Foundation. This is 
as it should be, hence, the responsibility was returned and placed under 
the capable direction of Edward Koskella, Director of affairs for the 
Foundation. He was ably and cooperatively assisted by Henry Flynn, 
Head Lifeguard, and the people assigned to him. 


Mr. Koskella’s report on the swimming program is as follows: 


“Swimming during the summer continues to be the most popular of 
any activity offered on an organized basis to the youngsters of Sharon. 
Its popularity necessitates a larger staff for instructional purposes as well 
as lifeguarding the safety of all swimmers. With the tremendous crowds 
using the beach on weekends and on any warm day it is becoming a safety 
problem to properly patrol the lakefront, let alone trying to teach swim- 
ming to those enrolled in our swimming program. There is a definite 
need of extra police employed during weekdays so that lifeguards are 
left free to patrol the beach. 


“In 1954, the waterfront staff consisted of three members, one of 
whom worked in conjunction with the Sharon Civic Foundation in teach- 
ing swimming. That year we were able to enroll 300 youngsters in various 
swimming classes. In 1955, the staff was increased to four members, two 
being used to furnish instruction in conjunction with the Sharon Civic 
Foundation’s Instructional Swimming Program. Enrollment increased 
to 456, with larger crowds using the lakefront for recreational swimming. 
In 1956, our enrollment reached 628 and still greater crowds using the 
beach, necessitating the employment of five lifeguards, four of whom were 
utilized during the morning as Swimming Instructors and in the afternoon 
as lifeguards. This year the Public Works Department, working in con- 
junction with the Sharon Civic Foundation, presented a program of 
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instructional swimming to 385 Beginners, 153 Intermediates, 68 Swim- 
mers, 22 Junior and Senior Lifeguards, 27 Adult Swimmers, and 24 
members of the Swimming Team. 


“It is expected with the increase in the town’s population that the 
figure will be around 750-800 youngsters enrolled in our Swimming 
Program. It is hoped that our present staff will return for another season 
providing an experienced group, capable of providing expert instruction 
to all those enrolled for 1957. It is further hoped that the budget is 
increased to take care of hiring experienced Lifeguards and perhaps 
granting last year’s staff a raise of a few dollars per week. 


“I wish to thank Russell Lutz for the excellent cooperation given me 
during the summer and to Fred Williams for his work in helping with 
the program. Only through the cooperation of the Public Works Depart- 
ment in its willingness to coordinate the Lakefront Program with that 
of the Civic Foundation’s Playground can a fine Aquatic Program be 


provided.” 


The official opening of the beach took place on the first weekend in 
July and it closed on Labor Day. There is no accurate measure of the 
number of people who made use of the beach, in that there was no 
accounting of non-resident use. However, 1,002 resident car stickers were 
sold, 2,566 resident tags and 1,475 guest tags. A total of 1,541 non- 
resident parking tickets were sold on weekends and holidays. 


By and large, it was a very successful year. There were no major 
mishaps of any kind. The beach activities and protection were well 
organized and efficiently executed. Traffic through the beach area was 
under the capable direction of George Markt, Jr. on week days and 
Robert A. Morway on weekends. 


Water samples from the beach area were taken to the laboratory for 
analysis three times during the season. In every instance the bacteria 
count was found well below safe swimming levels. 


Vandalism at the toilets were the only acts to mar an otherwise good 
record. These were generally committed at night after the beach had 
been closed. Locks were broken and the doors smashed. Towels and old 
rags were flushed down the drains causing stoppages, and even the flushes 
themselves were smashed and littered about the premises. Acts such as 
these can only be countered by additional policing or by strong fencing.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


RUSSELL]. LUTZ 
Trees 


One of the greatest modern innovations in the care and handling of 
trees is the so-called ‘Sky Worker.” This truckmounted hydraulic device 
with bucket accommodations can elevate a worker into a tree with speed 
and dexterity. Its ease of operation with fingertip control from the bucket 
makes it possible to accomplish a great deal more work in a given period 
of time than it was ever possible with the old rope climbing method. 
It is also far less hazardous and it is more economical. The conventional 
chain saws are used on the larger cuts and air powered clippers and 
reciprocating pole saws are used for trimming smaller branches. These 
machines are not too common in the tree industry as yet and Sharon is 
fortunate in having one located in a neighboring town where we can 
command its use on short notice. 


The task of removing “hangers” and trimming broken limbs damaged 
from the hurricanes of 1954 and subsequent wind and ice storms was 
continued this past year. Spot trimming was done all over Town where 
special hazards existed and systematic trimming was done on Pond 
Street, South Main Street and North Main Street. Much of this type of 
work remains to be done and we intend to continue the program this 
coming year. There is no end to this type of work in that fresh breakage 
occurs annually either from wind or ice and it becomes a continuing 
task to keep abreast of it. Concomitantly with trimming broken stubs, 
we trim out limbs that obscure street lights, thus intensifying street light- 
ing and improving night vision on the roads. 


We lost a few maple trees again this year through death and, judging 
from the debilitated appearance of others throughout Town, there will be 
further losses next year. This situation is not unique to Sharon but, 
rather, it is widespread, affecting this entire region. No definite cause for 
such losses has been established as yet, but, it is believed to be the result 
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of a combination of factors, notably (1) a general weakening caused by 
wind, (2) defoliation by leaf feeding and sucking insects, and (3) a 
fungus known as Verticillium Wilt. Any one or combination of these 
is sufficient to cause death. 


The roadside planting program was continued, principally, in the 
Queen Acres section of town and in other places where there had been 
recent losses. Approximately seventy-five trees of suitable species were 
set out. These were all planted on private property adjoining the public 
ways, which is in keeping with the new concept for roadside planting. 


Spot spraying using malathion was done with a mist blower through- 
out the Town where abnormally heavy feeding by insects was observed. 
Most of the feeding was by aphids or plant lice and the principal hosts 
were maple and oak. 


Dutch Elm Disease Control 


The Dutch Elm Disease took toll of a dozen or so large elms along the 
public ways. Some of these were in or near the Sharon Square area. 
Several other trees suspected of having the disease because of characteristic 
“flagging” were treated by radical pruning and, thus far, they have shown 
no further symptoms. It is possible to arrest the disease in this manner 
provided pruning is timely and in advance of the spread of infection. 


The elms along the principal ways were treated with three planned 
aerial sprays during the course of the year using, in the first a 12% DDT 
solution, and in the next two, a 9% solution. A later aerial spray, 
carried out by the Norfolk County Mosquito Control Project in mid- 
August, was also helpful in the control of the principal vector of the 
disease, the European Elm Bark Beetle. Spot ground spraying was done 
from time to time to control feeding by Japanese beetles and aphids. 


All publicly owned dead elms were cut and disposed of by burning. 
A few stumps still remain standing, because of the pressure of other work, 
but these will be uprooted and disposed of before spring. Diseased elms 
on private property were also removed, especially those that were 
dangerous to pedestrians and vehicles on the public ways. Others, in or 
around play areas for children, were also removed. 


Elms, even recently killed by the Dutch Elm Disease are oftentimes 
dangerous to climb. Limbs five and six inches thick, which should with- 
stand great stress, will often-times break under the weight of a man. 
It is in these instances that the previously mentioned “Sky Worker’ is 
indispensable for safe operation. 


Insect Pest and Ivy Control 


Investigations were made this year to test the effectiveness of the 
County-wide spray program for the control of the Gypsy Moth that was 
carried out in 1954. Specially designed traps, containing a female 
attractant, were set in wooded areas throughout the Town to attract and 
capture male moths (the only ones that can fly any distance). The results 
proved very satisfactory in that only a few moths were caught in one 
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isolated section of Town. This section will be resprayed this spring which 
should rid us of this pest for many years to come. 


The most serious insect pest affecting lawns, gardens and trees is the 
Japanese Beetle. The late aerial sprays we made had a substantial measure 
of control in certain areas in town but in others, less intensively sprayed, 
the insect was as plentiful and destructive as ever. 


A recent publication of the University of Massachusetts is worthy of 
your attention. 


WHAT CAN YOU DO TO FIGHT JAPANESE BEETLE? 
“We in Massachusetts must learn to live with the Japanese beetle. 


‘The insect is here to stay. There is nothing more, within reason, 
that Federal, State, City and Town officials or agencies can do to eradicate 
Japanese beetle. 


“But — 
It will not always be as bad — where it is bad now. 
It will be worse for a few years — where it is just getting started. 


If it was bad 5, 10 or 15 years ago, but is not bad now, it is not likely 
to be serious again. 


“NOTE — 
These statements are based upon 40 years of research and experiences 
with the Japanese beetle in New Jersey, Maryland, Pennsylvania, New 
York, Connecticut, Rhode Island, Delaware, Virginia, North Carolina, 
the District of Columbia, and parts of Massachusetts. 


“STILL — 
All of us in Massachusetts can help hasten the time when the 
Japanese beetle will not be a serious pest. 


“You, as a citizen of the Commonwealth, can do these things: 


1. Learn about the insect and its control from Cooperative Extension 
Service Leaflet No. 295, “The Japanese Beetle,’ available from your 
County Extension Service, or the University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst. 


2. Grub-proof your essential turf (lawn) with dieldrin or chlordane - 
Get your neighbors to do the same. Take necessary steps to provide 
funds for grub-proofing publicly-owned turf areas that are essential to 
parks, recreational areas, public buildings, etc. Grub-proofing prevents 
Japanese beetle grub damage to grass roots. No beetles will come out 
of treated turf for five or more years if the job is done right. 


3. Spray or dust your plants as often as necessary with DDT, 
methoxychlor, or general-purpose mixtures; one application is rarely sufh- 
cient. Get your neighbors to do the same. See that local public agencies 
have funds to protect essential plants on Public property being attacked 
by beetles. 
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4. Help bring about, earlier than it would occur naturally, a perma- 
nent decrease in Japanese beetle populations. By cooperating with 
garden clubs or other civic groups make sure some Milky Disease Spore 
Powder is placed on less essential turf that will never be treated with 
dieldrin or chlordane. This will establish a fatal, infectious disease in 
Japanese beetle grubs.”’

A good measure of Mosquito Control was attained by the three aerial 
is that were carried out on June 7, July 19 and August 18, 1956. 
hese were supplemented during the summer by ground sprays and fog in 
certain troublesome areas, especially the swamp land adjoining Lake 


Massapoag. 


We became a member of the Norfolk County Mosquito Control Project 
by vote of the Town at the annual Town Meeting in March. 


A board of five commissioners was appointed to organize and oversee 
the project. Sharon is represented on the Board by Paul A. Sykes. Head- 
quarters were set up on Endicott Street, Norwood and John C. Kuschke 
was appointed as Superintendent. His report to the Town follows: 


NORFOLK MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


“Chapter 341 was enacted by the Legislature on May 19, 1956 creating 
the Norfolk County Mosquito Control Project. On July 1, 1956 actual 
Mosquito Control operations began. The 22 towns within the project 
include: Avon, Bellingham, Canton, Dedham, Dover, Foxborough, 
Franklin, Holbrook, Medfield, Medway, Millis, Milton, Needham, Nor- 
folk, Notwood, Plainville, Randolph, Sharon, Stoughton, Walpole, West- 
wood, and Wrentham. The aggregate annual appropriation for the 
project is $70,000.00. This report covers the period from July 1 to Decem- 
ber 1, 1956. :

“On August 2, 1956 a human case of Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(Horse Sleeping Sickness) was reported to the State Health Department. 
There followed in rapid succession a number of other human cases as 
well as infections in horses and pheasants, the latter believed to be a 
reservoir for the virus disease. To combat the outbreak within the project 
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area, funds made available by the State were used by the project 
in the Town of Sharon as follows:

Mosquito control is becoming increasingly more important from the 
standpoint of public health and comfort. Scientists and research men are 
finding out more and more than such so-called virus diseases of man such 
as measles, small pox, infantile paralysis, and rabies, are transmitted by 
sucking insects. Mosquitos do not respect Town boundary lines, hence, 
the only sensible approach to effective control lies in cooperative effort of 
many communities coordinated under a single agency or head.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE

The Sharon Board of Public Welfare is comprised of three elected 
members who serve staggered three year terms without compensation. 
The Welfare Department’s office is staffed daily by an Agent and Clerk- 
Stenographer. The Agent is, by the nature of the work, necessarily 
authorized to make decisions on behalf of the Board. The Board, how- 
ever, meets regularly with the Agent to discuss and review all work 
performance. 


The local Board is responsible for the direct administration of four 
categories of assistance; namely, Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent 
Children, Disability Assistance, and General Relief. The first three are 
financed by the federal, state, and local governments. The fourth, Gen- 
eral Relief, is considered for the most part to be wholly a town-supported 
program. 


As in any program benefitting from federal and state monies, there 
are a great deal of regulations, procedures, and standards that must be 
complied with. The impelling reason for conformity is the assurance of 
complete financial reimbursement. We are happy to report that our 
department has an excellent record in this regard. 


The following is a brief description of the areas covered by each 
program: 


Old Age Assistance 


Old Age Assistance is designed for those needy individuals who are 
65 years or older and meet the requirements set forth in Chapter 118A 
of the General Laws. This category is not a form of insurance or pension, 
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but is a program under which eligibility is determined on the basis of 
need. Thus, income from any source must be considered. Regular visita- 
tions are made to recipients according to law to determine their present 
circumstances and continued eligibility. 


‘Settlement’? laws are given careful attention to ascertain which city 
or town will assume the local share of financial responsibility. If a case 
is other than Sharon “‘settled,” we receive reimbursement in the amount 
of local money expended. In cases of “‘no settlement” the Commonwealth 
will assume what would normally be the local share. 


In 1956 we aided a total of 63 recipients; of this number 6 were closed 
by death and 2 by transfers. We received 21 applications for Old Age 
Assistance during the year. Of these, 10 applications were approved 
and 11 rejected. The expenditures for assistance to our aged totalled 
$52,827.41. Of this amount the Town’s share was $7,706.27. In addi- 
tion, we paid $424.52 to other cities and towns on the basis of the 
“Settlement” laws. Conversely, we received $1,548.14 from other locali- 
ties under the same laws. 


Aid To Dependent Children 


Aid to Dependent Children is a program of public assistance estab- 
lished under Chapter 118 of the General Laws under which cash allow- 
ances are provided for children who are living in a home maintained by 
their father, mother or other relative when death, long term illness or 
some other factor has deprived the child of normal parental support. Aid 
to Dependent Children is not a form of insurance or pension but is a 
program under which payments are determined on the basis of need. 
Each application or case is considered individually and processed in 
accordance with established regulations and eligibility factors. In those 
cases where a parent has deserted, extended efforts are made to have 
him assume the support of his own family. 


Regular and frequent visitations are made to A.D.C. families according 
to law. The primary purpose of each visit is to see that the children are 
being reared in a manner for which assistance funds have been granted, 
that all needs of the family are being met according to established 
standards, and that all possibilities of return to self-support are being 
explored. The ultimate goal is to promote sound, secure family life and 
thereby assist the children in becoming useful, mature citizens. 


There are no settlement laws pertaining to this category and the local 
share of financial assistance is always borne by the Town of Sharon. 


Aid to Dependent Children started the year with 6 cases for a total of 
23 recipients. For the greater part of 1956 we carried 7 cases which 
included 6 eligible parents and 24 eligible children. We received 3 
applications for assistance during the last quarter of the year and all were 
approved. Overall we aided 10 family groups which consisted of 9 
eligible parents and 31 eligible children during the entire year. The total 
cost of this type of assistance was $13,775.18. Of this amount the Town’s 
share was $3,205.38. We have $236.43 in Federal Grants remaining 
available for use in 1957. 
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Disability Assistance 


Disability Assistance is a program of public assistance established by 
Chapter 118D of the General Laws under which assistance is provided 
for needy persons found to be permanently and totally disabled. This 1s 
not a form of insurance or pension. A person must be 18 years of age or 
over and meet the requirements set forth by law. 


The medical determination as to whether or not a person is ‘‘disabled” 
is made by the State Department Medical Review Team upon receipt of a 
thorough, comprehensive medical examination and agency’s pertinent 
social findings. The local Board approves or disapproves an application 
after considering the Medical Team’s report and the results of our own 
investigation. 


The town assisting must assume the local share of costs as there are 
no settlement laws pertaining to this category. A unique feature of this 
program is that the local share of all costs, assistance funds and administra- 
tive, cannot exceed 25% according to Federal law. 


We aided 4 cases during 1956 under this program at a total cost of 
$2,383.54. The town’s share of this amount was $595.89. 3 cases were 
closed during the year and we will enter 1957 with 1 active case and 
$104.40 in Federal Grants remaining available for use. 


General Relief 


Historically, the more specialized types of assistance grew out of Gen- 
eral Relief. As the name implies this is the most general of all public 
assistance programs. It is sometimes referred to as ‘““Temporary Aid” 
as it usually is short-term help given in an emergency situation. Assistance 
may be given at the discretion of the local Board to any person or 
family who is not eligible for any other program. Although substantially 
free of state control, we aim to provide a rational approach to an indi- 
vidual’s or family’s needs and afford the same services, i.e. financial, 
material, or otherwise, as the aforementioned categories. As in Old Age 
Assistance we strive to pay particular attention to the “Settlement” laws 
so that the Town of Sharon will only assume those charges for which it is 
legally responsible. 


During the year there were 7 General Relief cases; 4 were family 
groups and 3 were individuals living alone. Through counselling and the 
utilization of other resources the caseload was pared down to 1 at the 
close of the year. The cost of assisting these 7 cases was $938.46. Of 
this amount we were reimbursed $139.84 by other localities. In addition, 
we paid other cities and towns $1,896.99 for cases aided by them but 
having legal ‘‘Settlement’’ in the Town of Sharon. 


Allocation of Assistance Payments 


The table on the next page offers a good analogy of the expense 
attributed to each government for each category for the calendar year 
1956. A new reimbursement formula was introduced October 1, 1956, 
which will serve to slightly increase the Federal share of assistance pay- 
ments. General Relief is not included as this is essentially a town- 


supported program.

Federal grants for administrative expenditures are available under 
the Social Security Act on the categories of Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children, and Disability Assistance. These grants are made 
on a matching basis, and Federal participation is measured in the amount 
of fifty (50%) of those expenditures which are properly incurred in 
administering these programs. As stated elsewhere, State participation is 
available for Disability Assistance. The amount of the State reimburse- 
ment is in addition to the Federal reimbursement and together they shall 
equal seventy-five (75%). 


The average payment per case in Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent 
Children, and Disability Assistance, has risen considerably compared to a 
year ago. State legislation granted a small allowance for transportation in 
O.A.A. cases in January, and a 5.8% cost of living increase in July for 
O.A.A., A.D.C. and D.A. In addition, the medical costs have risen 
sharply during the past year. Hospital services, newer and more expensive 
drugs, and the overall emphasis on medical care explain this increase. 
Moreover, the town’s hike in tax and water rates are reflected in those 
cases owning and maintaining their own property. Every community is 
experiencing this increase according to its population and caseload. 


It is difficult to predict the rise and fall of any caseload owing to the 
many factors involved. However, the trend in Massachusetts shows that 
the Old Age Assistance caseload is decreasing slightly or holding constant, 
while those of Aid to Dependent Children and Disability Assistance 
are increasing. In all categories, regardless of a drop in caseload, the 
average payments have risen and sometimes this even has the effect of 
greater total expenditures for a lesser number of recipients aided. Due 
to the increase in population in Sharon in the last few years it seems 
likely that our caseload might show a reflection of the overall trend.

Circulation is a good indication of the use being made of the Sharon 
Public Library. Mrs. Bolan’s report again shows an increase in circulation 
for 1956 over that of 1955 in both the main library and the junior library. 


The main accomplishments during 1956 were the improvements in the 
main library. The book shelves were rearranged for better use of the 
floor area. Two new bookcases were installed. The plans for the moving 
and building of the bookcases were made by Mr. John Bradford, who 
has been assisting the Trustees in the rearrangement. Mr. Williams of 
the Boston Edison Co. made a study of the lighting of the main library 
and new lights were installed according to his recommendations by 
R. W. Jones and Co. 


To carry the rearrangement of the main library further, a new work 
desk and bookcase will be installed during 1957. This desk and case will 
enclose the operating area used by the librarians behind the present 
charge-out desk. Tests are to be conducted to determine the cause of the 
leak which has spoiled the paint of the northeast wall. When this elusive 
trouble has been corrected, the walls and ceiling will be painted. Plans 
also call for the revision of the charge-out system to improve on the 
present system. 


The growth in the junior library makes it necessary to install more book 
shelves during 1957. In addition, a new book truck will be purchased to 
aid the librarians in handling the returned books. 


Mrs. Mary Bell, the Junior Librarian, has again provided library 
service once each week to the pupils of both the Cottage Street and the 
Sharon Heights Schools. 


Mrs. Mildred Bolan suffered a broken hip during February and was 
forced to be out of the library until July. However, she carried on many 
of her tasks at her home. 


The 1957 schedule of hours for the library to be open to the public 
will be the same as during the past year.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF CIVIL DEFENSE 
FOR YEAR 1956 


RAYMOND F. BARLEY, D/irector 


Although no emergency took place during this year which required C.D. 
participation, the organization has been making plans to give greater 
assistance to Sharon in case disaster strikes. 


Our major C.D. advance this year was to be selected as one of approxi- 
mately thirty communities in the State to receive a fully equipped 200-bed 
C.D. Emergency Hospital. This unit includes everything required to func- 
tion under disaster conditions, from surgical necessities and oxygen to a 
portable 15-kilowatt generator. Only towns which had a properly trained 
C.D, Organization, acceptable to the State C.D. Authority, could be 
assigned this hospital unit. This was determined on a basis of the number 
of trained personnel in conjunction with emergency equipment already 
purchased with Town funds. There is no cost to the town for the hospital 
unit which will be delivered to Sharon in approximately two months. 


The Sharon C.D. Organization is extremely grateful to the Sharon 
Chamber of Commerce for the gift of five emergency lights. This again 
exemplifies the wonderful public spirit of the Chamber of Commerce to 
help Sharon to be a better protected town in the event of an emergency. 


Each Monday evening our Communications Division participates in 
tests in order to become more proficient in handling emergency messages 
through short wave communication. 


Our Ground Observer Corps is still operating the plane-spotting assign- 
ment and more persons are needed by this group for early evening hours.

During the year 1956, there were a total of one hundred and thirty 
(130) auto accidents. Fifty-one (51) of these accidents were accidents 
involving both personal injuries and property damage in which seventy- 
two (72) persons were injured.

The new uniforms that the firemen wore in the Fourth of July 
parade were purchased by the Association paying half, and the men paying 
half. Every man has a full dress uniform.

PLANNING 
REPORT 





1956 was, in many respects, the first in a number of years in which the 
Planning Board has had an opportunity to “catch its breath.” The 
pressure from subdivision work eased considerably, giving the Board an 
opportunity to make preliminary plans on a long-range growth and 
development guide for Sharon. This is particularly encouraging to the 
members of the Board since it offers a means for the Board to accom- 
plish its primary function — that is, to plan for the long-range growth 
of the Town. Unfortunately, in recent years the Board has had virtually 
no opportunity to do this due to the pressure of developments and 
subdivisions. 


Through the able assistance of Mr. Joseph Gray, the consultant retained 
by the Board, the land use study begun in 1955 was carried toward 
completion. A base map has been prepared showing the boundaries of 
most parcels of land in the outlying districts. The base map has already 
proven very helpful in studies of future school sites, in the study of the 
Sharon Town Forest, and the industrial development study. Various 
other maps that are to be prepared from this original will be of tre- 
mendous benefit to the Board in undertaking various other studies. 


During the past year two studies were undertaken by the Board; one 
on the Sharon Town Forest, and the other on the Industrial and Com- 
mercial Possibilities of the Town. Both of these reports are now in the 
hands of the printers, and will be distributed prior to the Town Meeting. 
It is hoped that these will be of value to the voters in explaining the 
reasons behind the articles to be placed in the Warrant for Town 
Meeting. 

During 1956 the Board held approximately 35 meetings, including 
meetings with other Town Committees. In addition, one member served 
on the Board of Appeals, one on the School Expansion Committee, and 
one on the Special Lakefront Study Committee established at the March 
Town Meeting. 

Two subdivisions involving a total of less than 50 houselots were 
approved by the Board during the year. One of these is an extension of 
a plan approved in 1955. Considerable building took place in 1956 on 
existing streets which did not require Planning Board approval. Several 
subdivisions approved in prior years have not as yet been completed. 
More than $65,000 of bond is held by the Town to insure satisfactory 
completion of these projects. 
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In cooperation with the Superintendent of Public Works the Planning 
Board has tightened the regulations governing subdividers. Legal action 
brought against three developers in 1955 was completed to the satisfac- 
tion of the Town. 

At the close of 1956 there are several problems or situations that will 
confront the Board during 1957. One of the most important of these 
will be the effect of the proposed new U. S. Route 1 on Sharon. Just 
when the location will be settled is still indefinite as this report is written 
— however, once the road location is finalized, it will be the job of the 
Planning Board to study its effect on the existing Zoning and Subdivision 
Regulations — and to recommend changes if it deems them necessary. 


Other problems that will be before the Board are the parking situation 
in Sharon Square, continuing the industrial study, and continual enforce- 
ment of the Planning Board Rules and Regulations. 


To summarize 1956 — it may be said that the increasing tightness of 
money, plus the enforcement of the Sharon Subdivision Rules and Regu- 
lations which were tightened in 1955, have combined to slow down the 
‘“‘wild’’ growth of the Town. The result has been a slower, more even 
rate of growth, plus the construction of larger, higher-priced and better 
quality homes. This should work to Sharon’s advantage over the years. 

In closing, the Board wishes to thank all those whose time and energy 
have contributed so much to their work during 1956.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH

The Board of Health herewith submits their report for the year 
ending December 31, 1956. 


During the year 1956 the Board has had many new problems con- 
fronting it. One of these was the organization of a program to inoculate 
1,800 children with Polio Vaccine, which was made available to our 
Town through the Federal and State Vaccine Program. At this writing, 
two inoculations have been completed and it is tentatively planned that 
the third or booster inoculation, which will complete the series, will be 
given in early 1957. Some 450 of the 1,800 children were inoculated in 
the Schools or the Board of Health Clinic by our own member Dr. Walter 
A. Griffin, with the able assistance of Mrs. Lawrence Tingley, R.N., School 
Nurse and Mrs. George Plotner, R.N., District Nurse. 


This year, 105 Permits for the building of sewers, cesspools, septic 
tanks, privy vaults and other means of sewage disposal were issued. 


A number of plans for housing developments were submitted for 
approval during the year, and, of these some were approved and are 
in process of being developed, or have been completed at this writing. 


Samples of water from Lake Massapoag were taken at frequent intervals 
and tested bacteriologically and it was found that the Lake was suitable 
for bathing. 


During 1956, Sharon contributed $460.50 for the care of 3 patients 
suffering from tuberculosis at the Norfolk County Hospital in Braintree. 
At the present writing one (1) patient has been discharged. 


There were 24 deaths and 2 births reported to the Board of Health in 
1956. Other deaths and births of town residents occurred, for the most 
part, in hospitals surrounding our town. 
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The Board advertised for Bids for the collection of Garbage in the 
town for two years from January 1, 1957 to December 31, 1958 inclusive. 
The successful bidder was the present contractor, Kunigenas and Sons. 
Due to the large increase in population this is no longer a minor Contract, 
and requires much more thought and consideration by your Board. 


It was with regret that we accepted the resignation of Mrs. Gertrude 
Plotner, R.N. our District Nurse, effective Decmeber 31, 1956. We, at 
this time, would like to publicly give her our sincere thanks for her 
efficient, sympathetic and understanding services. 


Mrs. Ruth Smith, R.N. has been appointed to fill this vacancy, and 
Mrs. Plotner has agreed to continue as her substitute during sickness and 
vacation.

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ANNUAL REPORT 1956 
VETERANS' SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


FRANK R. Parry, Veterans’ Agent 


During the year 1956 this Department aided veterans and_ their 
dependents through cash grants or through payment of medical and other 
expenses, to a total of seven thousand five hundred dollars. Nine indi- 
viduals or their families were thus aided. At year’s end six individuals 
or families are being assisted. 

Seventeen boys from Sharon who reached their 18th birthday during 
the year were registered by this office for the U. S. Selective Service. 
Various types of assistance, information or service were furnished during 
the year to many veterans, their widows or dependents, and to others 
concerning veteran’s statutory rights, both on a State and on a Federal 
level. 

In August of 1956 Mr. Harry Eastman, the Assistant Veterans’ Agent, 
reached the mandatory retirement age. His service to Sharon and to 
Sharon’s veterans was at a high level, and Harry is kindly remembered for 
his work here. In November the Veterans’ office moved back to the space 
on the second floor of Sharon Town Hall it originally occupied. 
There the Veterans’ Agent will be happy to see any veteran or any visitor 
and to do all he can to assist in any matter pertaining to this Department.

Records submitted to this office in 1956 covered the burial of twenty- 
five veterans in Sharon. Twenty-three burials were in Sharon Memorial 
Park, one in Knollwood Cemetery, and one in Rock Ridge Cemetery. Of 
the twenty-five burials, one veteran was a resident of Sharon at the time 
of death. 

All known veterans’ graves in the various Sharon Cemeteries have been 
suitably kept and cared for as required by Section 9 of Chapter 115, Gen- 
eral Laws. Considerable restoration and repair work was done by the 
Town during 1956, in addition to routine care and the special preparation 
for Memorial Day.
